REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Eollin  S.  Woodkuff, 

Governor  of  Connecticut: 

The  Fifty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  is  herewith  respectfully  submitted,  containing 
the  reports  of  the  operations  of  the  steam  railroads  and  street 
railway  companies  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1907,  with 
statistical  tables  compiled  therefrom,  and  a  condensed  statement 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  to  the  date  of  the  report.  The 
traffic  of  the  steam  railroads  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1907, 
exceeds  in  volume  that  of  any  year  heretofore  reported,  the 
gross  earnings  having  been  $58,859,229.75,  an  increase  over 
the  earnings  of  the  previous  year  of  $3,048,711.22.  The  gross 
earnings  of  the  JST.  Y.,  IST.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  Company  were 
$55,601,936.32,  the  Central  I^ew  England  Railway  Company 
$2,153,366.54,  with  a  deficit  of  $431,045.92,  the  New  London 
N'orthern  Railroad  Company  $1,086,877.09,  and  the  South 
Manchester  Railroad  Company  $17,049.80,  with  a  deficit  of 
$38.49.  The  passenger  earnings  were  $27,417,943.21,  and  the 
number  of  passengers  carried  76,687,838.  The  freight  earn- 
ings were  $30,925,869.11,  and  the  tons  of  freight  transported 
25,903,267,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  6,151,567 
passengers  carried  and  2,348,614  tons  of  freight  hauled. 

During  the  year  the  new  steel  bridges  over  the  Housatonic 
River  at  ISTaugatuck  Junction,  across  the  Connecticut  River 
at  Lyme  and  over  iN'iantic  River  at  East  Lyme  have  been  com- 
pleted and  are  now  in  use.  The  double  track  construction 
between  Banbury  and  Hawleyville,  on  the  Highland  Division 
of  the  IsT.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  Railroad,  is  practically  completed 
and  considerable  construction  has  been  done  between  Waterburs^ 
and  Bristol,  although  further  work  has  been  suspended  for  the 
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present.  That  on  the  N'augatuck  branch  to  and  through  the 
city  of  Waterbnry  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  the  early 
part  of  the  coming  summer.  The  improvements  through  the 
city  of  'New  Haven  are  approaching  completion  and  will  prob- 
ablv  be  brought  into  use  in  the  near  future.  The  electrical 
operation  of  that  portion  of  the  IST.  Y.,  E".  H.  &  H.  Railroad 
between  Stamford  and  Woodlawn  Junction  has  been  inaugurated 
on  certain  accommodation  trains,  but  has  been  temporarily  sus- 
pended pending  arrangements  for  heating  trains  more  satis- 
factorily. Previous  to  the  installment  of  this  service,  we  secured 
the  services  of  an  electrical  expert  to  examine  the  electrical 
equipment  of  that  portion  of  the  line,  and  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  general  public  we  publish  his  report  to  us  on  pages 
93-98.  The  branches  from  Berlin  to  Middletown  and  from 
Meriden  to  Middletown  are  now  being  operated  electrically  in 
a  very  satisfactory  manner;  also  about  17  miles  of  the  ISTor- 
wich  &  Worcester  branch,  extending  from  ISTorwich  to  Central 
Village.  That  portion  of  the  Highland  Division  extending 
from  Burnside  to  Vernon,  thence  to  Rockville  and  thence  to 
Melrose,  is  electrically  equipped  and  ready  for  operation. 

LEGISLATIOIsT. 

We  call  attention  to  the  following  statutes  passed  at  the 
January  session  of  the  general  assembly  in  1907,  which  statutes 
are  published  in  full  in  the  appendix  (pages  89-92)  of  this  re- 
port and  are  referred  to  as  follows :  — 

Chapter  124,  an  act  conferring  upon  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners the  duty  of  examining  and  certifying  that  a  railrftad 
equipped  by  electricity  is  in  a  safe  and  suitable  condition  before 
said  railroad  can  be  operated. 

Chapter  125,  an  act  providing  that  no  railroad  company 
shall  change  the  character  of  its  system  of  signals  until  it 
shall  have  the  written  approval  of  the  railroad  commissioners. 

Chapter  224,  an  act  conferring  on  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners the  power  on  their  own  motion  to  remove  obstructions 
to  the  line  of  sight  at  highway  crossings. 

Chapter  225,   an  act  conferring  on  the  railroad  commis- 
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sioners,  when  petition  is  brought  by  the  local  authorities,  the 
power  to  make  orders  relating  to  the  operation  of  street  rail- 
ways. 

Chapter  260,  an  act  conferring  on  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners the  power,  on  petition  of  the  local  authorities,  to  widen 
and  in  any  way  increase  the  facilities  for  public  travel  at  high- 
way crossings  which  have  heretofore  been  eliminated. 

Chapter  261,  an  act  conferring  on  the  railroad  commis- 
sioners the  power  to  issue  orders  for  the  stopping  of  trains  at 
stations. 

PEOCEEDINGS  OF  BOARD  REFERRINC  TO  STEAM 

RAILEOADS. 

NEW  HAVEN. 
Grades  at  Grand  Avenue  and  8t.  John  and  Artizan  Streets. 
On  May  3,  1907,  upon  petition  of  the  ISTew  York,  ISTew 
Haven  &  Hartford  and  ISTew  Haven  &  JSTorthampton  Companies, 
dated  April  24,  1907,  we  amended  a  previous  finding  of  this 
board  dated  October  10,  1905,  in  regard  to  improvements  in  the 
"  Cut,"  so-called,  in  the  City  of  ISTew  Haven,  in  so  far  as  said 
finding  affected  the  grades  of  the  highways  at  Grand  Avenue 
and  St.  John  and  Artizan  Streets.    The  petition  asked  that  said. 
original  finding  be  amended  by  substituting  grades  described  in 
said  petition  of  May  3,  1907,  and  that  said  order  of  October 
10,  1905,  as  amended,  be  reafiirmed.     There  being  no  objection 
on  the  part  of  the  city  or  adjoining  property  owners,  we  granted 
the  petition. 

Wooster  and  Crown  Street  Bridge. 

On  May  11,  1907,  the  E'ew  York,  l^ew  Haven  &  Hartford 
and  the  ISTew  Haven  &  ISTorthampton  Companies  petitioned  as 
follows : 

1.  ..."  That  on  October  10,  1905,  after  due  notice 
and  hearing  had,  your  Honorable  Board  made  a  finding  and 
order  in  the  matter  of  the  application  of  said  companies,  dated 
September  21,  1905,  in  relation  to  certain  changes  and  im- 
provements in  the  railroads  of  said  companies  in  the  town  of 
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JSTew  Haven,  in  said  State,  wherein  it  was  provided  that  said 
railroad  companies,  in  the  event  of  certain  action  on  the  part 
of  the  City  of  ISTew  Haven  discontinuing  a  portion  of  Wooster 
Street  and  laying  out  in  its  place  an  extension  of  Crown  Street 
across  said  railroads,  should  construct  in  place  of  the  Wooster 
Street  bridge,  as  planned  and  j)roposed  in  said  application,  a 
bridge  of  like  elevation  and  similar  construction  to  carry  said 
extension  over  its  tracks  and  construct  the  roadway  of  such 
extension  at  a  certain  grade,  as  more  fully  appears  in  said 
application,  finding  and  order." 

2.  "  That  said  City  of  'New  Haven,  through  its  duly 
authorized  agents  and  officials,  has  taken  the  action  herein- 
before mentioned,  said  railroad  companies  having  extended  the 
time  in  which  such  action  should  be  taken,  and  has  discontinued 
the  portion  of  Wooster  Street  mentioned  and  laid  out  said  ex- 
tension of  Crown  Street." 

"  Wlierefore,  your  petitioners  pray  that  said  order  of  Octo- 
ber 10,  1905,  be  opened  and  be  so  far  modified  as  to  relieve 
said  railroad  companies  of  the  obligation  of  constructing  and 
reconstructing  said  Wooster  Street  bridge  and  that  portion  of 
Wooster  Street  which  has  been  discontinued  and  to  authorize 
the  construction  of  said  bridge  over  its  tracks  in  line  with  said 
extension  of  Crown  Street  and  the  construction  of  the  roadway 
of  said  extension  at  the  gTade  provided  for  in  said  application 
and  order,  and  that  said  order  so  modified  and  amended  be 
reaffirmed." 

On  June  13,  1907,  after  hearing  had  and  no  one  appearing 
in  opposition  to  the  above  petition,  we  ordered,  determined  and 
decreed  that  our  order  of  October  10,  1905,  be  opened  and  so  far 
modified  as  to  relieve  said  railroad  companies  of  the  obligation 
of  constructing  or  reconstructing  said  Wooster  Street  bridge^ 
and  a  certain  portion  of  Wooster  Street  discontinued. 

BRIDGEPORT. 

Construction  of  Bailroad  by  Union  Metallic  Cartridge  Co. 
On  June  25,  190Y,  The  Union  Metallic  Cartridge  Company 
of  Bridgeport  presented  its  petition,  stating  that  it  desired,  in 
accordance  with  an  amendment  to  the  charter  of  said  com- 
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pany,  granted  by  the  State  of  Connecticut,  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  railroad  to  be  operated  by  steam  or  other  power, 
from  its  land  on  Barnum  Avenue,  in  said  city,  over  other  land 
owned  by  it  or  leased  by  it  in  the  northwestern  part  of  the 
town,  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  its  own  goods,  wares 
and  merchandise,  and  that  in  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  such  railroad  it  would  be  necessary  to  construct  same  at 
gTade  across  Arctic,  Grant  and  Ivy  Streets,  Boston  Avenue, 
and  Asylum  and  Ogden  Streets. 

On  July  2,  1907,  by  authority  granted  us  in  the  amend- 
ment to  the  charter  of  said  applicants,  and  said  company 
having  filed  with  us  a  copy  of  the  consent  of  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Bridgeport  to  cross  said  highways, 
we  approved  the  plans,  location  and  method  of  construc- 
tion of  said  railroad  across  the  streets  and  highways  set  forth 
in  said  application,  and  as  appeared  on  map,  plan  and  descrip- 
tion appended  thereto. 

Such  finding  contained  the  usual  limitations  as  to  speed  of 
trains  crossing  said  highways,  and  required  that  a  flagman  be 
stationed  at  same  when  being  so  used. 

MIDDLETOWN. 

C anstruction  of  Railway  Across  Silver  Street  to  Connecticut         ( 
Hospital  for  Insane. 

On  July  17,  1907,  the  Trustees  of  the  Connecticut  Hos- 
pital for  the  Insane  presented  to  us  their  petition  as  follows : 

"  The  Trustees  of  the  Connecticut  Hospital  for  the  Insane 
having  had  authority  granted  to  it  by  a  resolution  passed  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  of  1907,  to 
construct  a  bridge  across  the  layout  of  the  Valley  Branch  of 
The  JSTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
in  the  Town  of  Middletown,  for  the  transportation  of  supplies 
and  freight,  and  also  to  erect  poles  and  wires  and  other  struc- 
tures necessary  and  to  construct  said  railroad  at  grade  or  other- 
wise and  to  cross  any  highways  existing  between  said  build- 
ings and  said  river  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners." 

"  The  Trustees  having  already  applied  for  the  bridge  across 
said  railroad,  we  now  appear  before  your  Honorable  Body  and 
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ask  your  approval  of  the  layout  of  said  railroad  across  Silver 
Street  as  shown  by  the  map  which  is  already  in  your  possession." 

After  hearing  had,  we  issued  our  finding  on  August  8, 
1907,  to  the  effect  that: 

"  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  a  resolution  passed  at  the 
January,  1907,  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Connecticut  Hospital  for  the  Insane  having  been  author- 
ized to  construct  a  new  dock,  and  to  construct  and  operate 
a  new  coal  hoisting  machine  thereon,  and  to  construct  and 
operate  a  railway,  to  be  operated  either  by  steam  or  electricity, 
from  the  buildings  of  said  hospital,  in  the  Town. of  Middletown, 
to  the  Connecticut  River,  for  the  transportation  of  supplies  and 
freight  for  said  hospital;  and  to  accomplish  said  purpose  said 
trustees  are  further  authorized  to  erect  poles,  wires  and  other 
structures  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  conduction  of  elec- 
tricity, and  to  construct  said  railway,  at  grade  or  otherwise,  as 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners,  across  any 
highways  existing  between  said  buildings  and  said  river,  .  .  . 
we  do  hereby  order  that  said  railway  be  constructed  at  grade 
across  the  highway  known  as  Silver  Street  in  said  Town  of 
Middletown,  in  accordance  with  plans  on  file  in  this  office." 

BRIDGEPORT. 
Request  that  all  Passenger  Trains  he  Ordered  to  Stop. 

On  AugTist  8,  1907,  the  Mayor  and  Court  of  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Bridgeport  presented  a  petition  pray- 
ing that  the  I^ew  York,  'New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  be  ordered  to  stop  all  passenger  trains  passing  through 
said  city. 

This  petition  was  the  first  brought  before  this  Board 
under  a  statute  passed  at  the  last  Legislature  of  the  state,  and 
on  September  9,  1907,  after  an  exhaustive  hearing  in  said  city, 
Ave  issued  the  following  finding: 

"  At  the  hearing  of  the  foregoing  petition  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  Senator  John  M.  Donnelly"  and  nine  other  persons, 
representing  the  important  manufacturing  and  mercantile  in- 
terests of  the  city,  appeared  before  us  and  were  heard,  claiming 
that  the  passenger  facilities  furnished  by  the  main  line  trains  of 
the  ISTew  York,  JSTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  now 
stopping  at  the  passenger  station  in  said  city  were  inadequate 
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for  the  convenient  and  proper  accommodation  of  the  large 
passenger  traffic  of  the  city,  and  that  its  population,  extensive 
business  interests,  and  large  patronage  require  that  all  trains 
passing  through  the  city  should  be  ordered  to  stop  at  said 
passenger  station  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  travel 
therefrom.  Some  of  those  present  were  more  conservative  in 
their  requirements,  but  all  agreed  that  additional  facilities  were 
needed  during  certain  hours  and  in  certain  directions,  and  that 
the  size  and  importance  of  the  city  entitled  it  to  a  more  favor- 
able consideration  from  the  railroad  company  than  it  now  re- 
ceives. It  appeared  from  the  train  schedule  that  sixteen 
express  trains,  eight  each  way,  pass  daily  through  the  city 
without  stopping,  and  it  was  the  opinion  of  those  present  that 
at  least  some  of  these  should  be  required  to  stop." 

"  Eight  of  these  trains  are  the  limited  expresses,  intended 
only  for  the  accommodation  of  through  passengers  between 
Boston  and  ISTew  York,  and  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why 
they  should  be  required  to  stop  anywhere,  except  for  operating 
reasons,  especially  as  they  are  generally  closely  followed  by 
other  expresses  for  local  accommodation.  It  hardly  seems  to 
us  to  be  a  wise  policy  for  the  State  of  Connecticut  to  prohibit 
the  continuous  passage  of  such  interstate  traffic  through  the 
state,  and  there  may  be  a  grave  doubt  of  its  right  to  do  so."    • 

"  The  White  Mountain  expresses  run  only  from  June  to 
October  and  are  also  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  special 
travel  to  the  mountains,  and  will  stop  on  signal  at  Bridgeport 
for  such  travel,  but  not  for  local  travel.  The  same  is  also  true 
of  the  Federal  expresses,  which  are  run  exclusively  for  Wash- 
ington travel,  and  will  stop  at  Bridgeport  for  such  travel,  but 
not  for  ordinary  travel.  To  stop  all  these  trains  at  Bridgeport 
to  gTatify  the  very  commendable  pride  in  their  city  expressed 
by  those  who  appeared  before  us  would  seriously  impair  the 
through  service  of  a  great  thoroughfare  and  deprive  a  far 
greater  portion  of  the  public  of  facilities  to  which  they  are 
justly  entitled.  Bridgeport  is  supplied  with  six  trains  daily, 
which  take  its  business  men  into  and  out  of  ISTew  York  without 
a  stop  in  transit,  and  it  seems  reasonable  that  the  business  men 
of  the  Hartford  division,  destined  for  ISTew  York,  on  their  ar- 
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rival  in  New  Haven,  should  be  accorded  the  same  privilege  of 
continuous  passage  without  being  required  to  stop  at  Bridge- 
port. It  is  the  duty  of  the  railroad  company  to  furnish  all 
reasonable  facilities  for  public  travel,  and  if  it  fails  so  to  do, 
it  is  our  duty,  and  our  inclination,  to  require  any  reasonable 
increase  of  such  facilities.  Evidence  was  submitted  by  the 
railroad  company  that  fifty-nine  main  line  trains  stop  at 
Bridgeport  station  each  twenty-four  hours, —  twenty-nine  east 
bound  and  thirty  west  bound,  and  of  this  number  fifteen  are 
east  bound  express  trains  and  eighteen  west  bound.  ISTo  other 
city  of  the  state  is  furnished  with  such  a  train  service,  except 
'New  Haven,  which  is  peculiarly  situated  in  being  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Shore  Line,  Air  Line,  Hartford  and  iN'orthampton 
divisions  and  the  operating  center  of  the  whole  system  of  roads 
emanating  therefrom.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  facilities  now 
furnished  are  reasonably  ample  for  the  proper  accommodation 
of  the  public  travel,  and  that  trains  are  so  arranged  as  to  move 
most  frequently  during  the  hours  and  in  the  direction  of  the 
greatest  travel.  It  is  difficult  to  arrange  a  timetable  to  suit 
everybody's  convenience,  and  the  only  thing  that  can  be  done 
is  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  greatest  number.  Changes  in 
this  respect  can  and  will  be  made  from  time  to  time  as  the 
public  convenience  becomes  apparent." 

''  After  a  careful  consideration  of  all  the  public  interests 
involved  v/e  find  it  to  be  our  duty  to  dismiss  the  petition.  We 
therefore  give  the  petitioner  leave  to  withdraw." 

EAST  HARTFORD. 
Modification  of  Plan  for  Elimination  of  Main  Street  Grossing. 
On  April  22,  1907,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  East 
Hartford  presented  their  petition  asking  that  the  plan  approved 
of  by  this  Board  for  the  elimination  of  the  grade  crossing  at 
Main  Street  in  said  Town  on  the  Highland  Division  of  the 
ISFew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  be 
modified  by  substituting  for  the  stone  steps  proposed  in  said 
plan,  in  connection  with  the  sidewalk  on  the  east  side  of  the 
street,  an  eight  per  cent,  grade  or  slope,  and  that  said  walk  where 
it  approached  the  level  under  the  bridge  in  each  direction  be 
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of  less  width,  than  shown  in  original  plans.  The  town  and 
railroad  company  having  agreed  to  the  proposed  changes,  we 
modified  said  plans  by  a  finding  issued  May  2,  1907. 

PLYMOUTH. 
Change  of  Location. 

On  May  23,  1907,  The  ISTew  York,  New  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford and  The  ISTew  England  Railroad  Companies  petitioned 
asking  that  our  finding  of  July  30,  1906,  in  the  matter  of  peti- 
tion of  said  company  dated  May  12,  1906,  relating  to  certain 
changes  and  improvements  incident  to  a  change  of  location  of 
said  New  England  Company  in  the  town  of  Plymouth,  be 
opened  for  the  purpose  of  further  change  in  the  location  of  said 
railroad. 

The  change  petitioned  for  being  desired  by  the  town  of 
Plymouth  we  issued  our  finding  on  June  5,  1907,  approving 
of  the  desired  change. 

BROOKFIELD. 

Change  of  Location. 
On  March  11,  1907,  upon  application  of  the  ISTew  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  asking  f^  our 
approval  of  certain  changes  in  the  location  of  a  portion  of  said 
company's  line  extending  from  Danbury  to  Brookfield  Junction, 
in  the  town  of  Brookfield,  we  found  that  said  change  of  loca- 
tion was  necessary  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  said  railroad 
company,  and  for  public  convenience  and  necessity,  and  ap- 
proved of  same  as  delineated  and  shown  on  blue  print  on  file 
in  this  office. 

OVERHEAD   STRUCTURES. 

DANBURY. 

Coal  Conveyor  for  Railroad  Pwposes. 

On  March  27,^1907,  upon  application  of  the  New  York, 

New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  we  determined 

the  length,  width,  material,  plan  and  height  of  a  structure  to  be 

used  as  a  coal  conveyor  over  the  roadbed  of  the  Danbury  Branch 
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of  the  New  York  Division  and  of  the  Highland  Division  of  said 
company's  railroad  in  the  City  of  Danbury,  in  accordance  with 
section  3711  of  the  General  Statntes  requiring  ns  so  to  do. 

NEW  HAVEN. 

Foot  Bndge  at  Grant  Street. 
On  May  3,  1907,  the  IvTew  York,  l\^ew  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  petitioned  this  hoard  asking  that,  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  3711  of  the  General  Statutes,  we.  deter- 
mine the  length,  width,  material,  plan  and  height  above  the 
roadbed  of  said  railroad  of  an  overhead  structure  to  be  used  as  a 
foot  bridge  in  the  line  of  Grant  Street  in  the  City  of  'Se^Y 
Haven.  After  hearing  had,  and  finding  that  public  necessity 
required  such  bridge,  we  ordered  that  the  length  should  be  tAvo 
hundred  and  two  and  one^half  feet,  the  width  eight  feet,  the 
material  to  be  steel,  the  plan  a  truss  and  the  height  above  the 
roadbed  eighteen  feet  and  six  inches. 

WATERBURY. 

Steampipe  Line  for  American  Brass  Company. 
On  May  9,  1907,  upon  petition  of  The  American  Brass 
Comjoany  of  Waterbury,  we  approved  of  a  proposed  structure 
overr  the  tracks  of  the  JSTaugatuck  Division  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Plartford  Railroad  Company  in  the  City  of 
Waterbury,  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  pipe  line  for  carry- 
ing steam  to  said  manufacturing  concern,  said  Brass  Com- 
pany having  first  obtained  the  consent  of  the  railroad  company 
to  cross  its  right  of  way.  We  determined  that  the  length  should 
be  one  hundred  and  five  feet,  the  width  three  feet,  material  to 
be  steel,  the  plan  to  be  a  truss  and  the  height  above  the  roadbed 
of  said  company  to  be  twenty-two  feet  and  six  inches. 

MIDDLETOWN. 

Bndge  over  Valley  Branch  for  Connecticut  Hospital  for 

Insane. 

On  July  2,  1907,  the  Trustees  of  the  Connecticut  Hospital 
for  the  Insane  having  been  authorized  by  the  Legislature  of 
1907  to  construct   a  bridge  across  the  layout  of  the  Valley 
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Branch  of  the  ISTew  York,  'New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  in 
the  town  of  Middletown,  for  the  transportation  over  an  elec- 
tric railway  line  of  supplies  and  freight,  petitioned  this  board, 
as  required  by  statute,  asking  that  we  determine  the  length, 
width,  etc.,  of  said  proposed  bridge,  and  on  August  8,  190T, 
we  authorized  the  construction  of  a  bridge,  the  plan  of  same  to 
be  a  truss,  the  length  34  feet,  the  width  10  feet,  and  the  height 
above  the  roadbed  of  said  railroad  not  less  than  22  feet,  all  in 
accordance  with  plans  on  file  in  this  offic6, 

STAFFORD    SPRINGS. 

Bridge  over  New  London  Northern  R.  R.  Co.,  Carrying  Tracks 
of  Street  Railway. 
On  ISTovember  8,  1907,  upon  presentation  of  plans  of  a 
bridge  proposed  to  be  built  by  the  Stafford  Springs  Street  Rail- 
way Company  over  the  tracks  of  the  ISTew  London  I^orthern 
Railroad  Company  in  Stafford  Springs,  and  upon  receipt  of 
advices  from  said  steam  railroad  company  that  it  had  agreed  to 
such  construction,  we  determined  the  length,  width,  material, 
plan  and  height  of  said  bridge  above  the  roadbed  of  said  rail- 
road, as  required  by  Section  3711  of  the  General  Statutes. 

WIDENING  OF  HIGHWAY. 

WEST   HARTFORD. 

On  I*^ovember  12,  1907,  the  Town  of  West  Hartford,  by  its 
selectmen,  brought  its  petition  in  accordance  with  Chapter  260 
of  the  Public  Acts  of  the  state  asking  that  a  highway  which 
passes  under  the  tracks  of  the  New  York,  ISTew  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company,  a  short  distance  south  of  the  Elm- 
wood  station  of  said  railroad,  be  widened  for  the  convenience 
and  safety  of  the  public. 

This  petition  was  the  first  brought  under  the  Chapter 
referred  to  passed  at  the  January  session  of  the  Legislature 
of  1907,  which  reads  as  follows: 

Section  1.  "  When  any  highway  passes  over  or  under  a 
railroad,  if  the  convenience  and  necessity  of  the  public  require 
a  change  in  such  a  highway,  the  town,  city,  or  borough  in  which 
such  highway  is  located  may  bring  a  petition  to  the  railroad 
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commissioners  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  said  section,  said 
railroad  commissioners  may  proceed  to  a  hearing  on  said  matter, 
and  may  make  sucb  order  as  they  deem  necessary  for  the  con- 
venience and  necessity  of  the  public  or  the  safe  and  suitable 
operation  of  the  railroad.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  said 
railroad  commissioners  shall  have  and  exercise  all  and  the 
same  powers  now  conferred  by  statute  upon  said  commissioners 
concerning  the  removal  of  grade  crossings,  and  land  may  be 
taken  and  acquired  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  tak- 
ing of  land  by  railroad  companies.  The  party  upon  whom  shall 
be  imposed,  by  such  order,  the  duty  of  making  such  changes 
in  such  highway  may  use  the  material  and  abutments  of  any 
existing  bridge  in  the  old  highway  in  the  construction  of  a 
bridge  in  the  substituted  or  changed  highway.  The  expense 
of  any  changes  ordered  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  be  ap- 
portioned among  the  railroad  company,  the  town,  city,  or 
borough  interested  therein,  and  any  street  railway  company 
whose  tracks  are  located  in  such  highway  or  which  has  power 
to  lay  its  tracks  therein  as  provided  by  section  3863  of  the 
general  statutes,  in  such  manner  as  the  railroad  commissioners 
shall  deem  equitable;  but  in  no  case  shall  an  amount  in  excess 
of  one-half  of  the  expense  of  such  alteration,  including  land 
damages  or  special  damages,  be  assessed  upon  any  such  town, 
city,  or  borough." 

Sec.  2.  "  The  provisions  of  section  3Y18  of  the  general 
statutes  concerning  appeals  shall  be  applicable  to  this  act." 

The  petition  was  heard  on  November  20,  1907,  when  said 
town  and  said  railroad  company  appeared  and  were  heard. 
By  agreement  between  the  parties  the  matter  was  adjourned 
until  January  21,  1908,  to  enable  the  parties  to  consult  and 
present  plans  as  to  the  most  feasible  manner  of  complying  with 
the  petition. 

SIDE  TEACKS. 
New  Britain. 

HIGH   STREET. 

On  March  19th,  1907,  upon  petition  of  the  !Mayor  of  the 
City  of  New  Britain  asking  for  authority  for  the  construction 
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of  a  side  track  across  Higb  Street,  in  said  City,  for  the  purpose 
of  accommodating  the  handling  of  freight  to  and  from  the 
Corbin  Screw  Corporation,  located  either  side  of  High  Street, 
we  granted  permission  for  its  construction  to  be  used  for  switch- 
ing purposes  only,  and  required,  when  being  so  used,  that  the 
speed  of  trains  should  be  limited  and  a  flagman  stationed  to  give 
warning  of  the  approach  of  all  trains. 

Bridgeport. 

ACROSS  HARBOR  STREET  AND  RAILROAD  AVENUE. 

On  March  21st,  1907,  as  required  under  Section  3892  of 
the  General  Statutes,  the  City  of  Bridgeport,  by  its  Mayor, 
petitioned  this  board  for  authority  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  side  track  at  grade,  for  switching  purposes  only,  lead- 
ing from  a  track  of  similar  character  in  said  city  known  as  the 
"  Merchants'  side  track,"  and  extending  easterly  and  southerly 
across  Harbor  Street  and  Railroad  Avenue  in  said  city.  After 
visiting  the  location  and  hearing  had,  we  authorized  the  con- 
struction of  said  track  with  the  usual  restrictions  as  to  speed 
and  protection  while  engines,  cars  or  trains  were  crossing  said 
highways. 

On  May  9th,  1907,  upon  petition  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Bridgeport  asking  that  we  make  such  orders  as  required 
by  the  provisions  of  Section  3892  as  this  Board  judged 
proper  in  the  matter  of  a  side  track  for  switching  purposes 
across  Washburn  Street  in  said  city,  leading  to  the  works  of 
The  Bridgeport  Foundry  and  Machine  Company,  we  author- 
ized the  construction  of  such  track  after  having  visited  the 
location,  and  hearing  had,  and  the  filing  in  this  office  of  an  at- 
tested copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Common  Council  of  said 
city  authorizing  the  use  of  said  highway  for  such  purposes, 
with  the  usual  limitation  of  speed  and  protection  to  the  travel- 
ing public  when  such  highway  was  being  used  for  switching. 

NEW  HAVEN. 
Across  St.  John  Street. 
On  May  8,  1907,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Kew  Haven 
presented  a  petition  asking  for  the  construction  of  a  side  track 
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crossing  St.  John  Street  on  the  Hartford  Division  of  the  'Rew 
York,  'New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad,  to  be  used  for 
switching  purposes  only,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Con- 
necticut Ice  Co.,  in  said  city. 

The  hearing  was  had  on  May  10,  1907.  After  having 
visited  the  location  of  said  proposed  side  track,  we  authorized 
its  construction,  maintenance  and  operation,  with  the  usual 
limitations  as  to  speed  of  trains  crossing  said  highway,  and 
ordered  that  a  flagman  be  stationed  thereat  to  give  warning  of 
the  approach  of  all  engines,  cars  or  trains. 

TRUMBULL. 

Across  Monroe's  Turnpike. 
On  August  14,  1907,  upon  petition  of  the  Selectmen  of 
the  ToAvn  of  Trumbull  asking  that  we  authorize  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance  and  operation  of  a  side  track,  at  grade,  for 
the  purpose  of  switching  only,  across  a  highway  known  as 
Hawley's  Crossing  or  Monroe's  turnpike,  in  said  town,  we 
issued  a  finding  dated  August  22d,  1907,  authorizing  the  lay- 
ing of  same  with  the  usual  limitations  as  to  speed  and  requiring 
the  placing  of  a  flagman  at  the  crossing  when  being  used  for 
switching  purposes. 

MIDDLETOWN. 

Across  Highway  Known  as  "  River  Road." 
On  September  12,  1907,  upon  petition  of  the  selectmen  of 
the  town  of  Middletown,  asking  for  an  order  authorizing  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  a  side  track,  to  be 
used  for  switching  purposes  only,  leading  from  the  main  line 
of  the  Valley  Branch  of  the  l^ew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  at  a  point  about  one  mile  south  of  the 
railroad  station  in  said  town,  across  the  highway  known  as  the 
"  River  Road "  and  to  the  property  of  The  JSTew  England 
Enamelling  Company,  we  authorized  and  approved  of  the  con- 
struction of  said  side  track,  with  the  usual  restrictions  as  to 
speed  of  engines,  cars  or  trains,  and  ordered  that  a  flagman  be 
stationed  at  the  crossing  when  being  so  used. 
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BOROUGH  OF  SHELTON. 
Across  Bridge  Street. 
On  September  21,  1907,  the  Borough,  of  Shelton  made  ap- 
plication to  this  Board  for  an  order  authorizing  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance  and  operation  of  a  side  track,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  switching  only,  leading  from  the  main  siding  of  the 
main  line  of  the  Berkshire  Division  of  the  'New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  in  said  borough,  opposite 
the  railroad  station  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  canal  from  the 
said  railroad  station,  and  thence  at  grade  across  a  highway 
known  as  Bridge  Street.  The  matter  was  duly  heard,  and, 
after  visiting  said  location,  we  authorized  and  approved  of  the 
location,  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  a  track;  prescrib- 
ing the  speed  of  trains  while  using  said  highway  and  that  a  flag- 
man should  be  stationed  thereat  to  give  warning  of  the  approach 
of  all  engines,  cars  or  trains  when  said  highway  was  being  so 
used. 

PROTECTIOIT  AT  CROSSK^GS. 

NEW  HARTFORD. 

Flagman  at  Crossing  North  of  Station. 
On  September  13,  1906,  upon  petition  from  the  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  of  ISTew  Hartford,  asking  that  gates  be  erected  or 
a  flagman  stationed  at  the  crossing  next  north  of  the  station  in 
said  town,  on  the  line  of  The  Central  New  England  Railway 
Company,  and  that  the  electric  bell  previously  installed  at  said 
crossing  be  discontinued,  we  visited  said  crossing  and  after  a 
hearing  had,  ordered  that  a  flagman  be  stationed  at  the  crossing 
named  to  give  warning  to  those  using  same  of  the  approach 
of  all  engines,  cars  or  trains  between  the  hours  of  7.00  o'clock 
A.  M.  and  7.00  o'clock  p,  m.,  daily,  Sundays  excepted. 

PLAINFIELD. 
Gortes  (d  Two  Crossings  South  of  Station  at  Central  Tillage. 
On  December  7,  1906,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Plain- 
field  petitioned  for  the  erection  and  maintainance  of  gates  at 
two  crossings  located  south  of  the  station  at  Central  Village  on 
the  Worcester  Division  of  the  I^ew  York,  IsTew  Haven  &  Hart- 
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ford  Railroad  Company,  claiming  that  the  crossings  were  used 
by  a  very  large  number  of  school  children  and  others.  The 
petition  was  heard  on  December  20,  1906,  and  on  the  31st 
of  the  same  month,  after  visiting  the  crossings,  we  ordered 
gates  to  be  erected  and  maintained  at  both  of  said  crossings  on 
or  before  April  1,  1907,  appreciating  the  fact  that,  in  view  of 
the  severe  weather  conditions  then  existing,  it  would  be  im- 
practicable for  the  railroad  company  to  install  the  apparatus 
necessary  for  the  operation  of  gates  before  the  date  named. 
We  further  ordered,  however,  that  within  fifteen  days  from  the 
date  of  our  finding,  and  until  the  installation  of  gates,  the 
railroad  company  should  place  a  flagman  at  the  more  southern 
crossing,  to  be  on  duty  between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  a.  m. 
and  6 :45  o'clock  p.  m.,  daily,  Sundays  excepted,  as  this  par- 
ticular crossing  appealed  to  us  as  being  the  more  dangerous  of 
the  two. 

DANBURY. 

Oates  at  Maple  Avenue. 
On  December  13,  1906,  the  City  of  Danbury,  by  its  Mayor, 
petitioned  for  protection  at  the  Maple  Avenue  crossing  of  the 
Highland  Division  of  the  New  York,  IsTew  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company,  and  asked  that  the  sounding  of  the  loco- 
motive whistle  in  the  vicinity  of  Wildman  Street  be  discon- 
tinued. The  matter  was  heard  on  December  28,  1906,  and  on 
the  31st  day  of  the  same  month  we  ordered  gates  to  be  erected 
at  Maple  Avenue  to  be  operated  between  the  hours  of  6 :30 
o'clock  A.  M.  and  11 :00  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  that  the  sounding  of 
the  locomotive  whistle,  as  complained  of,  be  discontinued,  ex- 
cept such  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  safe  operation  of  the 
trains  of  said  railroad  company. 

NEW  HAVEN. 

Flagman  at  Thompson  and  Brewster  Streets. 
On  January  9,  1907,  upon  petition  from  the  Mayor  and 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  New  Haven  asking  that  flag- 
men be   stationed   at  the  grade   crossings   at   Thompson   and 
Brewster  Streets  on  the  line  of  the  Northampton  Division  of 
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the  'New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  in 
said  Citj,  and  after  visiting  said  crossings  and  hearing  had, 
we  found  that  public  safety  required  such  protection  and 
therefore  ordered  a  flagman  stationed  at  each  of  said  crossings 
to  be  on  duty  daily,  Sundays  excepted,  between  the  hours  of 
6 :30  o'clock  a.  m.  and  Y  :00  o'clock  p.  m. 

AVON. 
Flagman  at  Highway  near  Station. 
On  April  6,  1907,  upon  petition  of  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Avon  asking  for  protection  at  a  highway  crossed  by 
the  tracks  of  the  ISTorthampton  Division  of  the  IsTew  York,  New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  in  said  town,  by  reason  of  the 
close  proximity  to  the  highway  of  buildings  which  obscured 
the  view,  we  ordered  a  flagman  to  be  stationed  at  said  crossing, 
to  be  on  duty  between  the  hours  of  7  :30  o'clock  a.  m.  and  7  :30 
o'clock  p.  M.  daily,  Sundays  excepted. 

SIMSBURY. 

Flagman  at  Main  Street. 

On  June  12,  1907,  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Simsbury 
presented  a  petition  asking  that  gates  be  erected  or  a  flagman 
maintained  at  the  crossing  at  grade  over  the  tracks  of  the 
Central  ]^ew  England  Railway  at  Main  Street  in  said  town. 
A  hearing  was  had,  and  after  visiting  said  crossing  and 
finding  that  public  safety  required  protection,  we  ordered  the 
railroad  company  to  station  a  flagman  at  same  to  be  on  duty 
between  the  hours  of  6 :45  o'clock  a.  m.  and  6 :30  o'clock  p.  m.^ 
daily,  Sundays  excepted. 

NEW  HAVEN. 

Gates  at  Shelton  Avenue. 

On  July  18,  1907,  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  New  Haven  presented  a  petition  asking  that  gates  be 
erected  and  maintained  at  the  Shelton  Avenue  crossing  of  the 
Northampton  Division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  in  said  city. 
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The  railroad  company  waived  hearing  in  the  matter,  and 
after  visiting  the  crossing,  and  finding  that  public  safety  so 
required,  we  ordered  said  railroad  company  to  maintain  gates 
at  said  crossing  to  be  operated  daily,  Sundays  excepted,  between 
the  hours  of  6 :00  o'clock  a.  m.  and  12 :00  o'clock  midnight, 
and  that  suitable  signs  stating  the  hours  during  which  said  gates 
were  to  be  operated,  be  erected  on  either  side  of  said  railroad 
tracks. 

NORTH  HAVEN. 
Gates  at  Crossing  No7'th  of  Station. 

On  October  7,  1907,  upon  petition  received  from  the  select- 
men of  the  town  of  IS'orth  Haven  asking  that  gates  be  main- 
tained at  a  highway  crossing  on  the  Hartford  Division  of  the 
ISTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  a 
point  just  north  of  the  station  in  said  town,  and  after  visiting- 
said  location  and  hearing  had,  we  ordered  said  railroad,  within 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  our  order,  to  erect  and  thereafter 
maintain  gates  at  said  crossing  to  be  closed  on  the  passage  of  all 
engines,  cars  or  trains  between  the  hours  of  6.30  a.  m.,  and  11.15 
p.  m.,  daily. 

We  further  ordered  that  at  such  time  as  said  gates  were  put 
in  operation  the  electric  signal  bell  previously  installed  at  said 
crossing  should  be  discontinued. 

EAST  HARTFORD. 

Bequest  for  Protection  at  Long  Hill  Crossing. 
On  December  11,  1907,  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  East 
Hartford  presented  their  petition  asking  that  protection  by 
gates,  electric  signal,  or  flagman  be  provided  at  a  highway  in 
said  town,  known  as  the  Long  Hill  crossing.  In  the  petition 
it  was  claimed  that  at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  said  rail- 
road, the  grade  of  the  highway  was  considerably  depressed, 
leaving  upon  each  side  high  embankments ;  that  it  is  a  crossing 
largely  used  by  the  public,  and  that  in  view  of  the  electrification 
of  said  railroad,  additional  danger  will  be  incurred  by  adding 
materially  to  the  number  of  trains  over  said  crossing,  run  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed. 
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The  petition  was  heard  on  December  19,  1907,  and  is  now 
under  consideration  by  this  board. 

HARTFORD. 

Valley  Branch  to  Cross  Teynporary  Way.  at  Morgan  Street  at 
Grade  and  Gates  Ordered  for  Protection. 
On  October  10,  1907,  The  Is^ew  York,  E"ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  its  petition  as  follows : 

1.  "  That  it  operates  a  line  of  railroad  in  and  through  the 
City  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  from  said  Hartford  to  Saybrook 
in  said  state,  known  as  the  Valley  Branch,  which  said  railroad 
crosses  Morgan  Street,  a  highway  in  said  city  of  Hartford,  on  an 
overhead  bridge." 

2.  "  That  the 'Connecticut  River  Bridge  and  Highway  Dis- 
trict is  constructing  a  bridge  across  the  Connecticut  River  in  said 
city  of  Hartford  substantially  in  line  with  said  Morgan  Street, 
and  in  order  to  facilitate  the  construction  of  the  approach  to  said 
bridge  on  the  Hartford  side  thereof,  it  is  necessary  that  your 
petitioner  depress  its  said  tracks  to  the  grade  of  the  temporary 
way  leading  to  the  temporary  bridge,  just  northerly  of  said 
Highway  District  Bridge." 

"  Wherefore,  your  petitioner  prays  your  Honorable  Board  to 
authorize  and  permit  your  petitioner  to  depress  its  tracks  at  said 
place,  and  to  make  such  further  orders  in  the  premises  as  you 
deem  necessary."

On  October  12,  1907,  we  issued  an  order  reading  as  follows: 

"  In  the  matter  of  the  foregoing  petition,  notice  having  been 
waived  and  accepted  by  the  city  of  Hartford  through  its  mayor, 
and  said  railroad  company  appearing  by  its  attorney,  we  do 
find  and  direct  that  said  petitioner  depress  its  tracks  at  such 
place  and  in  such  manner  asked  for  in  its  petition,  and  as  shown 
on  map  on  file  in  this  office. 

"  And  we  further  direct  said  railroad  company  to  construct 
its  railroad  at  the  temporary  way  known  as  Morgan  Street,  now 
being  used  for  public  travel,  upon  a  level  with  such  temporary 
way." 
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''  We  give  such  directions  in  this  case  for  the  following 
special  reasons :" 

"  It  is  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  permanent  bridge 
over  the  Connecticut  Eiver  and  the  connection  with  the  ap^ 
proaches  on  the  Hartford  side  of  the  river  to  remove  the  steam 
railroad  tracks  and  divert  the  travel  on  said  railroad  from  its 
present  location  above  grade.  It  is  also  necessary  for -the  pur- 
pose of  relocating  the  street  railway  tracks  and  placing  them  on 
their  permanent  location,  to  the  end  that  the  present  tracks  may 
be  removed  from  Morgan  Street,  so-called.''' 

"  On  either  side  of  said  temporary  way  we  do  hereby  direct 
said  railroad  company  to  maintain  gates  and  keep  the  same 
closed  across  its  tracks  at  all  times,  except  during  the  passage  of 
trains ;  and  we  do  require  that  said  railroad  company  bring  its 
trains  to  a  full  stop  before  crossing  said  temporary  way." 

"  Said  railroad  company  is  directed,  until  otherwise  ordered, 
to  maintain  at  said  temporary  crossing,  known  as  Morgan  Street, 
a  Avatchman,  flagman,  or  gate-tender  at  all  times." 

Since  the  date  of  the  above  order,  the  new  highway  district 
bridge  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  use,  and  the  temporary 
bridge  and  crossing  to  which  our  order  referred  have  been 
closed  and  discontinued  to  public  travel,  rendering  the  further 
compliance  with  said  order  unnecessary.  The  railroad  com- 
pany has,  therefore,  petitioned  that  our  order  of  October  12, 
1907,  be  annulled  and  the  company  relieved  of  the  obligations 
imposed  therein.  The  matter  has  been  assigned  for  hearing 
January  2,  1908. 

HARTFORD. 

Operation  of  Gates  at  Wahiut  Street  Discontinued. 

On  December  13,  1907,  we  issued  an  order  allowing  the  dis- 
continuance of  the  operation  of  gates  at  the  crossing  of  the 
Highland  and  Hartford  divisions  of  the  ISTew  York,  JSTew  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company  at  Walnut  Street  in  the  City  of 
Hartford.  Under  date  of  June  12,  1906,  an  order  for  the 
elimination  of  said  street  at  grade  was  issued,  and  the  work 
necessary  under  said  order  having  been  commenced,  and  the 
crossing  closed  to  public  travel,  there  was  no  necessity  for  the 
continued  operation  of  gates.  We  required,  however,  that 
proper  signs  be  posted  on  either  side  of  the  tracks  to  the  effect 
that  said  crossing  was  closed  to  the  public  during  the  work  of 
the  elimination. 
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DisGONTmuAxcE  OF  soihstdhstg  of  locomo- 
tive WHISTLE. 

EAST   HARTFORD. 

On  September  10,  1906,  the  Selectmen  of  the  To^ti  of 
East  Hartford  petitioned  the  board  asking  that  the  sounding  of 
the  locomotive  whistle  on  the  line  of  the  I^ew  York,  l^ew 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  in  said  town  be  dis- 
pensed with.  Said  petition  was  heard,  and  after  consideration, 
being  of  the  opinion  that  the  sounding  of  the  locomotive  whistle 
could  be  dispensed  with  in  said  to^vn  within  the  limits  bounded 
hj  a  point  eighty  rods  west  of  Prospect  Street  and  the  same 
distance  east  of  Main  Street,  we  ordered,  on  October  30,  1906, 
such  discontinuance,  except  such  as  might  be  necessary  for 
the  safe  operation  of  the  trains  on  said  railroad. 

We  further  ordered  that  the  engine  bell  be  rung  in  lieu  of 
the  whistle  in  approaching  the  crossings  at  Prospect  and  Main 
Streets,  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  signals  as  might  be 
found  necessary  for  the  safe  operation  of  trains. 

DAJ^BURY.  '       ^ 

On  December  13,  1906,  the  City  of  D anbury  petitioned 
for  the  discontinuance  of  the  sounding  of  the  locomotive  whistle 
on  the  Highland  Division  of  the  'New  York,  ISTew  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  in  the  vicinity  of  Wildman  Street. 
The  petition  was  heard,  and  on  December  31,  1906,  we  ordered 
that  the  nuisance  be  discontinued,  except  such  as  might  be 
necessary  for  the  safe  operation  of  the  trains  of  said  company. 

elimi^atioinT  of  grade  crossings. 

WETHERSFIELD. 

''  Folly  Brooh  Crossing." 
Under  the  provisions  of  Section  3T14  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes, permitting  the  railroad  commissioners  of  their  own  motion, 
in  the  absence  of  any  application  therefor,  to  institute  proceed- 
ings for  the  elimination  of  any  grade  crossing,  when  in  the 
opinion  of  this  board,  public  safety  so  requires,  provided  but 
one  such  crossing  be  eliminated  in  any  one  year  on  any  one 
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railroad,  we  issued  on  December  19,  1906,  the  notice  required  by 
law  to  the  town  of  Wethersfield,  city  of  Hartford,  the  l^ew 
York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Co.,  operating  what 
is  known  as  the  Valley  Branch  of  said  railroad.  The  Con- 
solidated Railway  Company  operating  a  street  railway  line 
across  the  tracks  of  said  steam  railroad,  the  treasurer  of  the 
state  of  Connecticut,  and  to  certain  property  owners  adjoining 
the  crossing,  generally  known  as  "  Folly  Brook,"  located  at  the 
extreme  north  line  of  the  town  of  Wethersfield,  and  practically 
dividing  the  said  town  and  the  city  of  Hartford,  to  appear  and 
be  heard  on  January  2,  1907,  as  to  what,  if  any,  alterations  and 
changes  should  be  made  in  said  crossing. 

On  the  date  named  above,  the  parties  appeared  and  after  a 
preliminary  hearing,  we  directed  plans  to  be  prepared  for  the 
elimination  of  the  crossing,  by  carrying  the  highway  over  the 
the  tracks  of  the  railroad  and  that  such  plan  and  estimates  of  the 
cost  of  the  proposed  changes  be  submitted  at  a  future  hearing  to 
be  held  on  March  5,  1907.  On  said  date  the  parties  again  ap- 
peared, when  the  plans,  which  we  had  directed  to  be  prepared, 
were  presented  and  considered. 

The  plans,  in  brief,  proposed  carrying  the  highway  over  the 
railroad  on  a  steel  bridge  fifty  (50)  feet  wide  and  twenty-two 
(22)  feet  above  the  tracks  of  the  railroad,  so  as  to  give  eighteen 
(18)  feet  clearance  between  the  said  tracks  and  the  under  side  of 
the  girders  of  the  bridge,  with  approaches  on  each  side  of  the 
crossing  constructed  on  a  grade  of  five  and  one-half  (51/^)  per 
cent.,  and  the  full  width  of  such  approaches  to  be  macadamized 
when  completed.  The  cost  of  the  proposed  changes  was  esti- 
mated to  be  $84,840.00.  The  grade  of  the  approaches  under  said 
plan  was  objectionable  to  the  town  of  Wethersfield  and  City  of 
Hartford,  who  thought  it  should  not  exceed  three  (3)  per  cent., 
but  which  would  materially  increase  the  cost  of  the  work  and 
damages  to  abutting  property.  A  wider  roadway  and  a  concrete 
arch  bridge  were  also  desired  by  the  town  of  Wethersfield,  but 
this  was  afterwards  withdrawn.  It  was  also  proposed  that  a 
covered  conduit  or  sewer  be  provided  for  Folly  Brook,  which  lies 
on  the  westerly  side  of  the  highway  to  be  changed,  which  would 
still  further  increase  the  entire  cost  of  the  change. 
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The  cost  of  the  entire  improvements  as  desired  by  the  munici- 
palities was  estimated  to  be  $100,320.00,  about  twenty  per  cent, 
in  excess  of  the  amount  required  by  the  plans  prepared  and  pre- 
sented, viz. :  $84,840.00,  which  the  board  thought  reasonable  and 
ample  for  the  traffic  of  the  highway  in  question,  and  for  the 
elimination  of  the  danger  existing  at  said  crossing. 

From  the  opinions  expressed  at  the  hearings  by  the  officials 
of  the  town  of  Wethersfield  and  city  of  Hartford,  it  was  apparent 
to  us  that  the  elimination  of  the  crossing  according  to  the  plans 
submitted  would  not  be  satisfactory  to  them,  and  the  various 
modifications  which  were  suggested,  within,  and  even  without 
the  limits  of  the  highway,  would  increase  the  cost  of  the  under- 
taking to  such  an  extent,  as,  in  our  opinion,  to  make  it  unvsdse 
and  unreasonable  to  impose  so  heavy  a  burden  upon  the  parties, 
who,  under  the  statute,  must  pay  for  the  improvement.  One 
hundred  thousand  dollars  seemed  too  large  an  expenditure  to 
make  in  the  elimination  of  a  grade  crossing  of  this  character. 

We  therefore  decided  to  dismiss  the  proceedings  which  we 
had  instituted,  rather  than  to  inflict  upon  the  locality  a  change 
not  satisfactory  to  it,  especially  as  only  $10,000.00  was  available 
from  the  appropriation  made  by  the  state  for  the  payment  of  one 
quarter  of  the  expense  to  be  incurred  in  making  the  improve- 
ments. 

BROOKFIELD  AND  NEWTOWN. 

Stony  Hill  Crossing  and  One  2,000  Feet  West  of  Hawleyville. 
On  March  12,  1907,  upon  application  of  the  iN'ew  York, 
l!^ew  Haven  &  Hartford  and  the  ISTew  England  Railroad  Com- 
panies stating  that  public  safety  required  an  alteration  in  two 
highway  crossings,  in  the  Towns  of  Brookfield  and  E"ewtown, 
respectively,  the  first  known  as  the  Stony  Hill  Road  crossing 
and  the  other  located  at  a  point  about  2,000  feet  west  of 
Hawleyville,  we  ordered  said  crossings  eliminated,  the  one 
at  Bb-ookfield  to  be  carried  under  and  the  one  in  the  Town  of 
Newtown  to  be  carried  over  the  track  of  the  said  railroad.  All 
expense  incident  to  the  elimination  of  said  crossing  to  be  paid 
by  said  railroad  company. 
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PORTLAND. 

Penfield  Hill  Road  and  Taylor's  Crossing. 

On  April  25,  1907,  the  l^ew  York,  E"ew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  presented  its  petition  asking  that  we 
approve  of  plans  presented  for  the  elimination  of  two  grade 
crossings  on  the  Air  Line  division  of  said  railroad  in  the  Town 
of  Portland,  one  known  as  the  Penfield  Hill  Road  crossing, 
about  one  half  mile  west  of  the  Cobalt  station,  and  the  other 
known  as  Taylor's  crossing,  located  about  450  feet  southwesterly 
of  the  said  Penfield  Hill  Road  crossing.  The  elimination  of 
these  two  crossings  was  accomplished  by  the  layout  of  a  new 
highway  leading  from  the  Penfield  Hill  Road,  so-called,  to  the 
Taylor  crossing  highway,  and  by  carrying  the  latter  crossing 
under  the  tracks  of  the  railroad. 

We  approved  of  the  plans  and  ordered  that  the  cost  incident 
to  said  changes  and  the  procuring  of  all  lands  necessary  there- 
for be  paid  by  the  railroad  company. 

PUTNAM. 

"  White's  Crossing." 

On  April  30,  1907,  after  various  hearings  and  findings  that 
public  safety  required,  we  issued  an  order  eliminating  a  grade 
crossing  in  the  Town  of  Putnam  known  as  "  White's  Crossing  " 
on  the  line  of  the  I^orwich  &  Worcester  Division  of  the  New 
York,  INTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad. 

The  petition  in  this  case  was  brought  by  the  Town  of  Put- 
nam March  13,  1905.  By  agreement  between  the  town  and 
railroad  company  the  petition  was  not  assigned  for  hearing 
until  the  27th  day  of  February,  1907,  pending  negotiations  as  to 
division  of  cost  of  the  changes  necessary.  The  matter  was  con- 
tinued from  time  to  time  until  April  24,  1907,  and  on  the  30th 
day  of  the  same  month  we  issued  our  finding  to  the  effect  that 
public  safety  required,  and  we  did  order  and  determine  that  the 
mode  of  crossing  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  by  said  highway, 
together  with  approaches  thereto,  be  changed,  so  that  instead  of 
crossing  said  railroad  at  grade  a  portion  of  said  highway  should 
be  discontinued  between  certain  points,  and  that  there  be  sub- 
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stituted  therefor  a  new  highway  fifty  feet  in  width,  to  be  carried 
under  said  railroad,  with  the  construction  of  a  bridge  with  a 
headroom  of  twelve  and  one-half  feet  and  a  width  of  thirty  feet. 
We  further  ordered  that,  so  much  of  the  new  highway  south- 
easterly of  the  easterly  property  line  of  the  railroad  to  its  junc- 
tion with  the  present  highway,  be  constructed  with  a  telford 
pavement  twelve  feet  in  width,  and  that  there  be  laid  in-  said 
new  highway  drains  of  dimensions  and  in  the  location  indicated 
on  map  showing  said  proposed  changes.  We  approved  the 
terms  of  the  agreement  entered  into  between  the  said  town  and 
said  railroad  company,  so  far  as  they  related  to  matters  within 
our  jurisdiction,  and  ordered  and  determined  that  all  work  in- 
cident to  the  proposed  changes  be  performed  by  said  railroad 
company,  and  all  lands  necessary  for  said  changes  be  procured 
in  accordance  with  the  agreement  above  referred  to,  and  that  all 
the  expense  of  the  changes,  other  than  provided  for  in  said 
agreement,  be  paid  for,  in  the  first  instance,  by  the  railroad  com- 
pany, and  upon  final  completion  of  the  work,  the  town  to  pay 
said  company  one  quarter  of  all  the  expense  incurred  other  than 
provided  for  in  said  contract. 

ABAE^DOITMEE^T  OF  STATIOI^S. 

OLD  SAYBROOK. 
"  Connecticut  River  Station." 
On  May  6,  1907,  the  :N'ew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company,  having  established  a  new  station  on 
the  changed  location  of  the  Shore  Line  Division  of  its  railroad 
at  Connecticut  River,  in  the  town  of  Old  Saybrook,  we  author- 
ized the  abandonment  of  the  station  on  the  old  location.  The 
railroad  company  on  September  4,  1906,  made  application 
to  the  board  asking  for  the  right  to  abandon  the  said  station 
without  first  substituting  another  on  the  proposed  new  location. 
Hearing  was  had  on  said  application,  after  notice  required  by 
statute  had  been  given,  but  in  view  of  the  inconvenience  which 
such  abandonment  would  apparently  cause  a  number  of  people 
living  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  further  that  some  lines 
of  business  had  been  established  in  the  vicinity  relying  on  the 
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continued  use  of  the  station  in  practically  its  old  location,  we 
declined  to  grant  the  application  of  the  company  until  such 
time  as  a  station  on  the  new  line  of  railroad,  with  suitable 
approaches  thereto,  had  been  constructed  and  opened  for  the 
use  of  the  public. 

NEW  HAVEN. 

Cedar  Hill  Station. 

On  October  8,  1907,  The  !N"ew  York,  New  Haven  and 
Hartford  Railroad  Company  presented  to  us  its  petition  asking 
that  we  authorize  and  approve  of  the  abandonment  of  a  station 
in  the  City  of  ISTew  Haven,  known  as  Cedar  Hill,  claiming  that 
said  city,  through  its  proper  officials,  had  caused  a  survey  and 
layout  to  be  made  for  an  extension  of  Humphrey  Street,  from 
Mill  River  Street  to  Lombard  Street,  which  passed  across  and 
through  said  Cedar  Hill  station,  grounds  and  approaches,  wholly 
destroying  the  same  and  rendering  the  further  use  of  said  station 
and  its  approaches  impossible. 

Upon  receipt  of  this  petition  we  issued  the  order  of  notice 
for  hearing,  required  under  section  3Y44  of  the  general  statutes, 
giving  one  month's  notice  of  same,  which  notice  was  posted  in 
the  station  building  named.  Before  the  date  of  hearing,  de- 
cided opposition  having  developed  to  the  absolute  abandonment 
of  the  station,  and  after  consultation  between  the  railroad  com- 
pany and  the  city  officials,  we  understand  that  the  railroad 
company  agTeed  with  said  city  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
new  station  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  one  for  which 
authority  was  asked  to  abandon. 

In  view  of  the  conditions  existing  we  had  no  alternative 
other  than  to  authorize  the  abandonment  of  the  present  station, 
but  we  did  incorporate  in  our  finding  the  statement  that  the 
railroad  company  would  forthwith  establish  and  maintain  a 
new  station  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  one  authorized  to 
be  abandoned. 

WATERBURY. 

Banh  Street  Station. 
On  December  28,  190Y,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  brought  its  petition  asking  for  authority 
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to  abandon  its  passenger  station  at  Bank  Street  in  the  City  of 
Waterbury,  the  reasons  given  for  asking  for  such  authority 
being  that  the  location  of  the  line  of  said  railroad  had  been 
changed  for  the  purpose  of  improvement  and  the  construction 
of  a  new  imion  passenger  station  on  its  proposed  new  line, 
which  made  it  necessary  to  abandon  said  Bank  Street  station. 

Under  a  petition  of  this  character  it  is  necessary  by  statute 
that  one  month's  notice  shall  be  given  by  posting  a  copy  of  the 
petition  and  order  of  notice  for  hearing  in  the  station  desired  to 
be  abandoned. 

This  has  been  done  and  a  hearing  called  for  February  4, 
1908. 

APPKOVAL  OF  N^EW  DRAWBRIDGES. 

OLD  SAYBROOK. 

Over  Connecticut  River. 
On  August  3,  1907,  we  issued  our  certificate  of  approval 
of  a  new  double  track  steel  bridge  on  the  Shore  Line  Division 
of  the  New  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  over 
the  Connecticut  River  in  the  town  of  Old  Saybrook,  consisting 
of  seven  through  spans  of  182  feet  each,  two  plate  girders  — 
one  38  and  the  other  70  feet  in  length  —  and  with  a  lift  span 
162  feet  long,  together  with  the  method  of  signal  apparatus 
and  derailing  switches  connected  therewith. 

Housatonic  River. 
On  June  17,  1907,  the  new  bridge  carrying  the  two  west 
bound  tracks  of  the  ISTew  York,  ]^ew  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  over  the  Housatonic  River  was  inspected, 
and  said  bridge  with  the  system  of  signals  and  derailing 
switches  connected  therewith,  were  found  in  a  suitable  and  safe 
condition  for  operation.  We  therefore  issued  a  certificate  to 
that  effect. 

NIANTIC  RIVER. 

On  November  16,  1907,  we  examined  and  found  in  a  suit- 
able condition  for  operation  the  new  steel  drawbridge,  with  con- 
necting spans,  over  the  Niantic  River  on  the  Shore  Line  Divi- 
sion of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 
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SPEED  OF  TRAINS  CROSSING  DRAWBRIDGES. 
On  October  23,  1907,  upon  petition  of  the  IsTew  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  we  issued  a  finding  as 
follows : 

"  In  view  of  the  signals,  derailing  switches  and  various 
safety  appliances  installed,  tested  and  in  successful  operation 
on  the  drawbridges  of  the  'New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  at  Cos  Cob,  South  ISTorwalk,  Saugatuck, 
Bridgeport,  Housatonic  River,  Connecticut  River,  Niantic  and 
Mystic,  the  orders  issued  by  this  Board  restricting  the  speed  of 
trains  crossing  said  drawbridges  are  hereby  rescinded,  which, 
in  our  opinion,  can  be  done  consistently  with  public  safety; 
substituting  therefor  the  general  requirement  that  all  trains  ap- 
proaching and  passing  over  said  drawbridges  shall,  at  all  times, 
be  so  operated  and  controlled  as  to  best  secure  the  safety  of  the 
passengers  thereon." 

■RAILROAD  C0MPA:^IES  REQUIRED  TO  BULLETIE" 
DELAYED  TRAKTS. 

EAST  LYME  AND  NIANTIC. 

On  July  9,  1907,  having  received  a  petition  signed  by 
twenty  legal  voters  residing  within  two  miles  of  the  station 
known  as  East  Lyme  and  ISTiantic,  on  the  Shore  Line  Division 
of  the  New  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany, as  required  by  Section  3767  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
1902,  we  issued  an  order  requiring  said  railroad  company, 
owning  such  station,  to  bulletin  the  arrival  and  departure  of 
all  passenger  trains  at  said  station,  over  ten  minutes  late,  to- 
gether with  a  statement  of  the  cause  of  such  delays. 

WILLIMANTIC. 

On  February  14,  1907,  request  having  been  made  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Willimantic  in  accordance  with  section 
3767  of  the  General  Statutes,  we  required  the  Central  Vermont 
Railway  Company  to  bulletin  the  arrival  and  departure  of  all 
passenger  trains  at  Willimantic  on  said  railroad  over  ten  min- 
utes late,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  cause  of  the  delay  of 
such  trains. 
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NEW  LONDON  NORTHERN  RAILROAD   CO. 

On  March  6,  1907,  a  hearing  was  had  at  our  office  in 
Hartford  in  the  matter  of  complaint  of  poor  and  unsatisfactory 
service  rendered  by  the  'New  London  !N^orthern  Railroad,  and 
that  an  embargo  had  been  issued  by  said  company  against 
freight  from  the  ISTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  Kail- 
road  Company  at  Willimantic,  ITorwich  and  !Rew  London. 

This  hearing  was  granted  upon  receipt  of  a  petition  signed 
by  about  forty  manufacturers,  shippers  and  others  on  the  line  of 
said  railroad. 

"  The  railroad  company  appeared  through  Mr.  ISTash,  its 
Superintendent,  and  Mr.  Brennan,  its  attorney." 

"  The  petitioners  testified  that  in  the  passenger  train  service 
there  had  been  aggravating  delays  and  that  many  people  wish- 
ing to  reach  Hartford  in  the  morning  had  been  inconvenienced 
in  failing  to  make  connections  at  Willimantic.  Most  of  this  de- 
lay was  of  recent  date." 

"  After  consultation  held  with  officials  of  the  Central  Ver- 
mont Eailway  Company,  lessees  of  the  ISTew  London  Northern 
Railroad  Company,  we  issued  the  following  finding  of  facts  on 
March  20,  1907 :" 

"  In  the  matter  of  the  embargo  on  freight,  we  find  that  such 
an  embargo  was  placed  on  all  freight  at  the  points  mentioned, 
but  there  was  no  discrimination  made  against  shippers  from 
points  in  Connecticut  and  for  the  benefit  of  parties  outside." 

"  We  also  allowed  and  heard  statements  of  the  petitioners 
regarding  the  physical  condition  of  the  roadbed,  bridges  and 
equipment  of  the  said  railroad." 

"  In  behalf  of  the  railroad  it  was  stated,  and  the  train  sheets 
exhibited  showed,  that  during  the  months  of  January  and 
February  the  train  specially  complained  about  in  said  petition, 
viz.,  the  8:06  a.  m.  from  ISTorwich,  had  missed  its  connection 
at  Willimantic  with  the  train  for  Hartford  four  times." 

"  In  regard  to  the  embargo  on  freight  it  was  stated  that  the 
accumulation  of  freight  at  various  shipping  points  on  the  Cen- 
tral Vermont  Railway  had  become  so  marked  that  drastic 
measures  were  resorted  to  to  clear  up  the  accumulation.  The 
reasons  given  for  the  congested  condition  of  freight  traffic  were : 
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(1)  "  The  imusiially  large  and  unexpected  amount  offered 
for  shipment." 

(2)  "  The  lack  of  sufficient  motive  power  to  handle  the 
same." 

(3)  "  The  extreme  cold  weather  and  other  conditions  aris- 
ing from  the  severe  winter,  all  of  which  had  very  much  con- 
gested this  traffic." 

"  On  March  13,  1907,  we  again  met  and  went  over  the  condi- 
tions complained  of  by  the  petitioners,  with  Mr.  Jones,  Gleneral 
Manager  of  the  Central  Vermont  Railway  Co.,  Mr.  ITash, 
Superintendent,  and  Mr.  Brennan,  attorney  for  the  company." 

"  At  the  present  time  we  have  no  disposition  to  go  further 
than  the  recommendations  made  by  this  board  and  agreed  to  by 
the  representatives  of  the  railway  company  at  the  meeting  last 
referred  to,  which  recommendations  and  the  company's  assent 
thereto,   cover   the   following  matters: — " 

(1)  "  That  every  effort  shall  be  made  to  maintain  the 
passenger  service  on  time;  also  in  this  connection,  Mr.  IsTash 
stated  that  the  Central  Vermont  Railway  Co.  has  made  arrange- 
ments with  the  'New  York,  JSTew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  so  that  the  latter  company  would  hold  its  trains  not 
in  excess  of  seven  minutes  at  Willimantic  to  make  connections." 

(2)  "  That  beginning  as  soon  as  the  conditions  of  the 
ground  will  permit,  the  Central  Vermont  Railway  Company 
will  make  a  liberal  renewal  of  ties  on  its  line  throughout  the 
state  of  Connecticut,  which,  coupled  with  ballasting  and  align- 
ment of  tracks,  will  put  the  roadbed  in  a  better  condition  and 
thus  carry  out  suggestions  made  at  the  time  of  our  last  annual 
inspection." 

"  The  bridges  have  been  mostly  renewed  in  this  state  in  the 
last  few  years,  and  the  seventy  pounds  steel  rails  are  suitable 
for  the  traffic  the  road  carries." 

(3)  "  That  since  the  date  of  our  first  hearing  they  have 
added  four  powerful  locomotives  to  the  equipment  of  the  road 
and  that  they  will  put  on  sufficient  motive  power  to  handle  ex- 
peditiously all  traffic." 

(4)  "  That  the  superintendent  in  charge  of  the  Connecticut 
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part  of  the  railroad  be  given  ample  authority  to  handle  all  local 
questions  and  to  use  his  best  oflfices  to  see  that  the  local  traffic 
and  the  local  shippers  are  first  reasonably  and  expeditiously 
served." 

(5)  "  That  additional  or  extended  side  tracks  for  the 
handling  of  local  freight  be  provided  at  such  points  as  are 
necessary." 

ELECTRIFICATIOE"  OF  THE  iN'EW  YORK  DIVISION 
OF  THE  ITEW  YORK,  N^EW  HAVEN  &  HART- 
FORD RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

Between  Woodlawn  and  Stamford. 

On  September  30,  1907,  we  issued  our  first  order  under  a 
new  statute  passed  at  the  January  session,  1907,  of  the  Legis- 
lature, requiring  that  no  part  of  a  railroad  equipped  to  be 
operated  by  electricity  should  be  opened  for  public  travel  unless 
the  company  operating  the  same  should  have  first  obtained  a 
certificate,  signed  by  this  Board,  that  such  railroad,  or  part 
thereof,  was  in  a  "  suitable  and  safe  condition." 

After  a  thorough  examination  of  the  system,  by  the  full 
Board,  assisted  by  an  electrical  expert,  we  certified  that  the 
same  was  in  a  "  suitable  and  safe  condition,"  as  required  by 
statute.  The  report  of  the  examination  will  be  found  in  full 
on  pages  93-98. 

HIGHLAND   DIVISION. 

Bumside  to  Vernon^  Rockville  and  Melrose. 

On  December  6,  1907,  acting  under  the  chapter  of  the 
statute  above  referred  to,  we  examined  the  Highland  Division 
of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
extending  from  Bumside  to  Vernon,  thence  to  Rockville,  and 
thence  to  Melrose,  which  had  been  electrically  equipped,  and 
issued  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  same  was  found  in  a  "  suit- 
able and  safe  condition." 

SUNDAY  TRAINS. 
On  June  1  and  October  5,  1907,  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  pursuant  to  an  act  approved 
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April  6,  1899,  was  authorized  to  run  such  trains  on  Sunday 
as  were  scheduled  on  time-tables  taking  effect  June  2  and 
October  6,  1907,  respectively,  on  the  ground  of  public  necessity 
and  convenience,  in  accordance  with  applications  made  to  us.

The  total  casualties  are  175  more  than  for  the  previous  year 
and  the  fatalities  29  more. 

^  PASSENGERS. 

As  shown  in  the  foregoing  statement,  75  passengers  have 
been  injured  during  the  past  year,  49  more  than  for  the  pre- 
ceding year,  of  whom  two  were  killed,  the  same  number  as  last 
year. 

Five  were  injured  on  the  Central  JSTew  England  Railway, 
four  on  the  I^^ew  London  Northern  Railroad,  and  sixty-six  on 
the  K  Y.,  I^.  H.  &  H.  Railroad. 

The  records  of  the  companies  show  that  one  passenger  was 
killed  by  derailment  and  one  in  falling  from  train.  Collisions, 
derailment,  and  falling  from  train  caused  most  of  the  injuries 
reported.  The  accident  by  a  head-on  collision  south  of  Water- 
bury,  March  2,  1907,  contributed  largely  to  the  list  of  injured. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The  number  of  employees  injured  has  been  618,  which  is 
134  more  than  the  number  injured  last  year.  The  number 
killed  has  been  82,  an  increase  of  43  over  the  previous  year. 
Three  were  killed  and  29  injured  on  the  Central  New  England 
Railway,  one  killed  and  21  injured  on  the  New  London  ISTorth- 
om  Railroad,  and  78  killed  and  536  injured  on  the  N.  Y., 
N.  F.  &  H.  Railroad. 
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Several  collisions  with  work  trains)  notably  at  New  Britain 
and  Sigoumey  Street  in  Hartford,  swelled  the  number  of  em- 
ployees injtired,  and  the  Waterbnry  accident  and  others  added 
to  the  list  of  fatalities.  As  given  in  the  reports  of  the  com- 
panies, five  were  killed,  39  injured  in  coupling  and  uncoupling; 
death  of  two  and  the  injury  of  19;  struck  by  trains,  locomo- 
tives or  cars  caused  the  death  of  11  and  the  injury  of  50; 
jumping  on  or  off  trains,  locomotives  or  cars  resulted  in  the 
death  of  two  and  the  injury  of  19 ;  struck  by  trains,  locomo- 
tives or  cars  occasioned  the  death  of  40  and  the  injury  of  38 ; 
overhead  obstructions  w^ere  the  cause  of  the  death  of  three  and 
the  injury  of  28,  and  one  was  killed  and  22  injured  from 
other  causes.  Of  trainmen,  36  were  killed  and  260  injured; 
trackmen,  16  killed  and  35  injured,  and  of  those  classed  as  other 
employees,  22  killed  and  19  injured. 

TRESPASSES. 

The  number  of  persons  injured  in  trespassing  upon  the 
track  has  been  132,  a  decrease  of  24  during  the  year,  of  whom 
80  were  killed,  12  lessthan  for  the  previous  year. 

INJURED  AT  GRADE  CROSSINGS. 

There  were  21  persons  injured  at  grade  crossings,  four  less 
than  last  year,  ten  of  whom  were  killed,  also  four  less  than 
for  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  grade  crossings  in  the 
state  is  reported  to  be  961,  sixteen  less  than  the  number  reported 
last  year.

The  total  capital  stock  issued  and  outstanding  by  the  vari- 
ous companies  reporting  to  us  on  the  date  named  above  was

vious year,  an  increase  of  $36,814,531.62.  The  stock  of  the 
Central  New  England  Railway  Company  has  been  increased 
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$1,950,000.00  during  the  past  year,  making  the  present  capital 
stock  $8,550,000.00.  The  capital  stock  of  the  Hartford  & 
Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  has  been  increased 
$251,500.00,  making  the  present  amount  outstanding  $2,965,- 
500.00.  The  stock  of  the  l^ew  York,  'New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  has  been  increased,  by  merger  and  other- 
wise, $38,521,000.00,  making  its  present  capital  stock  $121,- 
878,100.00,  of  which  amount  $52,435,926.80  is  reported  as 
apportioned  to  steam  railroads,  and  the  balance,  $69,442,173.20, 
to  other  properties.  Of  this  increase,  $8,521,000.00  was  is- 
sued to  discharge  four  per  cent,  debentures  amounting  to  $17,- 
042,000.00,  and  the  balance,  $30,000,000.00,  by  the  merger  of 
the  N&w  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
with  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company,  representing  the 
street  railway,  steamboat  and  other  properties.  IsTo  change  has 
been  made  during  the  year  in  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of 
the  six  other  companies  reporting  to  us.  Amount  of  capital 
stock  per  mile  of  road  is,  $57,084.84. 

FUNDED  DEBT. 

Seven  of  the  nine  companies  included  in  this  report  have  a 
funded  debt  of  $212,677,200.00,  compared  with  $57,324,- 
000.00  reported  last  year,  an  increase  of  $155,353,200.00; 
that  of  the  Central  New  England  Railway  Company  has 
been  increased  $2,230,000.00,  making  the  present  total  debt 
$10,730,500.00.  The  funded  debt  of  the  New  England 
Railroad  Company  is  reported  as  $17,500,000.00,  showing 
a  decrease  of  $1,500,000.00  since  the  last  report.  The  funded 
debt  of  the  New  Haven  &  ^Northampton  Company  has  been  in- 
creased $1,308,000.00,  making  the  total  amount  $3,908,000.00. 
The  ISTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company 
reports  its  mortgage  bonds  as  $36,729,000.00,  and  its  miscel- 
laneous obligations  as  $140,409,700.00,  showing  a  total  indebted- 
ness of  $177,138,700.00,  of  which  $76,210,836.00  is  appor- 
tioned to  steam  railroads  and  $100,927,864.00  to  other  prop- 
erties. For  a  detailed  account  of  these  miscellaneous  obliga- 
tions see  page  217.  The  funded  debt  per  mile  of  road  owned 
is  reported  as  $66,229.28.

CURRENT  LIABILITIES. 

The  total  current  liabilities  of  the  companies  are  reported 
to  be  $20,650,220.14,  compared  with  $31,121,754.92  for  the 
previous  year.  The  current  liabilities  of  the  Central  'New 
England  Railway  Company  have  been  increased  $948,888.28, 
those  of  the  Hartford  &  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company 
decreased  $250,000.00,  the  New  England  Railroad  Company  in- 
creased $1,377,300.72,  the  l^ew  Haven  &  ]!^orthampton  Com- 
pany decreased  $606,218.95,  the  New  London  Northern  Rail- 
road Company  decreased  $7,301.67,  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad  Company  decreased  $9,425,898.78,  the 
Norwich  &  Worcester  Railroad  Company  increased  $50.00,  and 
the  South  Manchester  Railroad  Company  increased  $786.68. 

PROPERTY  ACCOUNTS. 

The  property  accounts  of  the  companies  amount  to  $439,- 
084,251.61,  an  increase  of  $121,236,854,11  in  the  amount  so 
reported,  last  year,  consisting  of  the  following  items :  Cost  of 
road,  $154,237,603.90,  an  increase  of  $13,654,185.89  over  the 
cost  reported  last  year;  cost  of  equipment,  $36,804,606.26,  an 
increase  of  $17,188,664.54;  bonds  and  stocks,  $77,897,884.41, 
an  increase  of  $16,906,696.83 ;  other  permanent  investments 
$67,395,818.21,  an  increase  of  $56,865,380.50;  cash  and  cur-

other  assets  $12,109,944.68,  a  decrease  of  $17,779,039.92. 
The  average  cost  of  road  per  mile  is  reported  to  be  $91,410.35. 

GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  steam  railroads  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1907,  were  $58,859,229.75,  an  increase  of  $3,048,- 
711.22  over  the  earnings  of  the  previous  year.  The  passenger 
earnings  were  $27,417,943.21  and  the  freight  earnings  $30,- 
925,869.11,  the  balance  being  earnings  from  other  sources,  viz., 
$515,417.43.  The  gross  earnings  per  mile  of  road  operated 
were  $24,058.45  and  per  mile  run,  $2.25956. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  total  operating  expenses  for  the  year  were  $41,458,- 
980.04,    an   increase  of   $3,696,033.47   over   the   amount   re- 
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ported  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  operating  ex- 
penses to  gross  earnings  is  70.44.  The  operating  expenses  per 
mile  of  road  operated  were  $16,946.17  and  per  mile  run, 
$1.59158. 

NET  EARNINGS. 
The  net  earnings  of  the  'New  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  and  the  New  London  Northern  Com- 
pany were  $17,831,335.11.  A  deficit  of  $431,046.92  occurred 
in  the  operations  of  the  Central  New  England  Railway  Com- 
pany and  of  $38.48  on  the  South  Manchester  Railroad  Com- 
pany. The  net  earnings  per  mile  of  road  operated  were  $8,- 
165.77  and  $0.71596  per  mile  run. 

TAXES. 

The  amount  paid  for  taxes  was  $3,052,144.32,  which  is 
$172,979.52  more  than  the  amount  paid  last  year.  The  amount 
paid  is  about  5  1-10  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings.  The 
amount  paid  to  the  State  of  Connecticut  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  September  30,  1907,  as  reported  by  the  State  Treasurer, 
was  $1,233,525.97. 

DIVIDENDS. 
The  dividends  paid  were  $8,149,626.00  on  $136,803,600.00 
of  capital  stock,  while  no  dividends  were  declared  on  $28,858,- 
400.00  of  stock. 

PASSENGERS  CARRIED  AND  PASSENGER  REVENUE. 

The  number  of-  passengers  carried  earning  revenue  was 
76,687,838,  being  6,151,567  more  than  the  number  carried  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  passengers  carried  by  the 
street  railways  during  the  same  time  was  127,701,425.  The 
average  length  of  each  passenger  trip  was  18.16  miles,  the 
amount  received  per  passenger  $0.29689,  and  the  receipts 
per  passenger  per  mile  $0.01635.  The  "passenger  revenue 
was  $22,767,579.34,  an  increase  of  $1,168,443.36  over  the 
revenue  of  the  previous  year,  and  passenger  earnings,  $27,417,- 
943.21,  an  increase  of  $1,560,829.17.  The  passenger  earnings 
per  mile  of  road  were  $11,206.96  and  the  passenger  earnings 
per  train  mile  $1.60137. 
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FREIGHT  CARRIED  AND  FREIGHT  SERVICE. 

The  freight  carried  during  the  year  was  25,903,267  tons, 
2,348,614  tons  more  than  the  amount  carried  the  previous  year, 
with  an  average  haul  of  82.07  miles.  The  freight  revenue  was 
$30,226,649.29,  being  $1,475,334.15  more  than  last  year,  and 
freight  earnings,  $30,925,869.11,  .an  increase  of  $1,504,034.17. 
The  amount  received  for  each  ton  of  freight  handled  was 
$1.16690  and  the  average  receipts  per  ton  per  mile  $0.01403. 
The  freight  earnings  per  mile  of  road  were  $12,640.81  and  per 
train  mile  $3.35228. 

TRAIN  MILEAGE. 

The  mileage  of  passenger  trains  earning  revenue  was 
16,823,655,  an  increase  of  742,956  miles  over  that  of  the  previ- 
ous year,  and  of  freight  trains  earning  revenue  8,927,411  miles, 
an  increase  of  170,869  miles.  The  mileage  of  mixed  trains 
earning  revenue  was  297,915  and  of  non-revenue  trains  7,- 
483,520  miles.  The  total  revenue  mileage  is  26,048,981  and 
the  total  mileage  of  all  trains  33,532,501. 

LENGTH  OF  ROADS. 

The  total  length  of  main  line  and  branches  included  in  this 
report  is  2,377.75  miles;  the  length  of  second  or  double  track 
731.85  miles,  third  track  80.23  miles,  fourth  track  78.80  miles, 
sidings  1,423.96  miles;  total  of  single  track,  4,692.59.  That 
portion  of  the  above  mileage  within  the  State  of  Connecticut  is 
as  follows:  Main  line  and  branches  1,015.61  miles,  second  or 
double  track  271.14  miles,  third  track  43.08  miles,  fourth  track 
43.08  miles,  sidings,  557.98  miles;  total  of  single  track  and 
sidings,  1,930.89  miles. 

MA.INTENANCE  OF  WAY  AND  STRUCTURES. 

The  amount  expended  for  maintenance  of  way  and  struc- 
tures has  been  $6,964,943.18,  being  $593,372.40  more  than  the 
amount  expended  for  this  purpose  last  year,  amounting  to 
$2,846.89  per  mile  operated  and  $0,267  per  mile  run. 
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I^IAINTENANCE  OF  EQUIPMENT. 

The  cost  of  the  maintenance  of  equipment  has  been  $5,889,- 
225.69,  about  $7,000  less  than  for  the  preceding  year,  amount- 
ing to  $2,407.20  per  mile  operated  and  $0,226  per  mile  run.

ISTEW  YOEK,  NEW  HAVEI^  &  HAETFOED  EAILEOAD. 

NEW   YORK   DIVISION. 

The  bridge  carrying  the  two  west-bound  tracks  over  the 
Hoiisatonic  Eiver  at  Naugatuck  Junction  was  completed  and 
inspected  on  June  17,  1907,  thus  completing  four  con- 
tinuous tracks  between  the  cities  of  'New  York  and  "New 
Haven.  The  electrical  construction  between  Stamford  and 
Woodlawn  Junction  has  been  practically  completed  and 
was  inspected  and  approved  by  us  on  September  24,  1907,  since 
which  time  a  large  number  of  the  local  trains  between  Stam- 
ford and  'New  York  City  have  been  operated  by  electricity. 
Kew  steel  bridges  have  been  erected  over  Bishop  and  Bruce 
Avenues  in  East  Bridgeport,  a  new  signal  tower  placed 
at  the  east  end  of  the  freight  yard,  and  a  new  transfer 
shed  500  feet  long  erected.  The  freight  station  in  Bridge- 
port has  been  enlarged  150  feet  by  15  feet  and  office  rooms 
provided  therein.  Within  the  zone  operated  electrically  tie 
plates  have  been  placed  on  the  curves  and  for  a  mile  south 
of  Cos  Cob  screw  spikes  have  been  used.      The  piling  over 
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West  River,  between  ISTew  Haven  and  West  Haven,  has'been 
entirely  rebuilt.  On  the  Danbury  branch  new  steel  rails  have 
been  laid  from  South  Wilton  to  Danbury,  completing  the  re- 
newal of  the  rails  over  the  entire  length  of  this  branch.  The 
freight  house  at  Danbury  has  been  enlarged  and  a  new  freight 
transfer  shed  erected. 


BERKSHIRE  DIVISION. 

Some  new  rails  have  been  laid  between  l^ew  Milford  and 
Brookfield,  and  five  of  the  bridges  on  the  line  thoroughly 
renewed;  also  about  two  and  one-half  miles  ballasted,  partly 
with  gravel  and  a  portion  with  cinders,  and  about  65,000 
new  ties  placed  in  the  track.  On  the  Litchfield  branch 
the  line  is  being  changed  to  reduce  the  curvature  near 
the  crossing  of  the  Housatonic  River,  where  a  new  bridge 
with  new  masonry  foundations  is  being  erected,  consisting 
of  three  girders  and  three  truss  spans.  The  new  station 
building  at  Stepney,  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  has 
been  completed.  The  track  and  bridges  of  this  division  are  in 
good  condition.  About  six  miles  of  new  rails  are  to  be  placed 
in  the  track  of  the  Litchfield  branch  this  fall.  The  improve- 
ment and  enlargement  of  the  station  grounds  and  freight 
facilities  in  ISTew  Milford  have  been  in  progress  during  the  past 
season  and  the  new  passenger  station  will  soon  be  under  way. 
On  the  Kaugatuck  branch  the  double  tracking  is  nearly  com- 
pleted, with  the  extensive  changes  within  the  city  of  Waterbury, 
vv^here  the  foundations  of  the  new  passenger  station  are  about 
ready  for  the  structure.  Important  changes  have  been  com- 
pleted on  the  Watertown  branch,  mentioned  in  our  previous  re- 
port, and  nineteen  bridges  been  rebuilt,  renewed,  and  strength- 
ened on  the  line  between  Waterbury  and  Winsted. 

HARTFORD  DIVISION. 

The  important  improvements  in  the  ISTew  Haven  "  Cut," 
so-called,  have  been  vigorously  prosecuted  during  the  past  sum- 
mer and  will  be  completed  in  the  early  spring.  ISTew  three- 
track  steel  bridges  have  been  erected  over  South  Colony  Street, 
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Meriden,  and  south  of  Berlin  station.  The  freight  st9,tion  at 
Meriden  is  to  be  extended  300  feet  to  provide  additional  facili- 
ties for  handling  the  freight  at  this  important  station.  :Kearly 
two  miles  of  new  steel  rails  have  been  laid  through  the  freight 
yard  north  of  Hartford.  A  new  double-track  steel  bridge 
and  a  new  passenger  station  have  been  erected  on  the 
Valley  branch  at  State  Street  in  Hartford,  and  the  tracks 
depressed  to  pass  under  the  west  approach  of  the  Con- 
necticut River  Highway  bridge  in  that  city.  l^Tew  steel 
rails  are  nov/  being  laid  at  Rocky  Hill  and  Middletown, 
which  will  complete  the  heavy  rail  on  the  Valley  branch 
from  Saybrook  Junction  to  Hartford.  The  long  piling 
between  Saybrook  Point  and  Fenwick,  2,300  feet  in  length, 
is  being  filled  except  three  tide  openings  of  200  feet  each. 
About  75,000  cubic  yards  of  material  have  already  been  placed 
in  the  embankment,  the  slopes  of  which  have  been  riprapped 
with  stone  to  protect  the  embankment  from  the  action  of  tide 
water.  The  station  grounds  at  Deep  River  on  this  branch  have 
been  enlarged  and  improved.  On  the  Middletown  &  Meriden 
branch  eight  of  the  bridges  have  been  furnished  with  new  floors. 
The  portion  of  this  branch  between  Meriden  and  Middletown  is 
now  operated  by  electricit}^,  as  well  as  the  branch  between  Berlin 
and  Middletown. 

HIGHLAND  DIVISION. 

The  double  tracking  of  this  division  between  Danbury  and 
Hawleyville  is  in  progress,  involving  the  elimination  of  two 
grade  crossings,  the  extension  of  an  arch  over  a  highway  east 
of  Danbury,  and  the  substitution  of  an  arch  for  a  girder  bridge 
near  Hawleyville.  The  new  steel  bridge  over  the  Housatonic 
River  near  Sandy  Hook  has  been  erected  and  brought  into  ser- 
vice during  the  past  year  in  place  of  the  wooden  Howe  truss 
bridge  which  was  burned.  About  three  miles  of  new  steel  rails 
have  been  laid  during  the  year  between  Danbury  and  Waterbury 
in  various  places  where  most  needed.  The  double  tracking  be- 
tween Waterbury  and  Bristol  is  in  j)rogress,  including  much 
heavy  work  in  important  changes  in  the  alignment  and.  grades  of 
the  railroad  and  the  highways  intersected  by  it,  but  is  not  yet 
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far  advanced.  Tlie  track  used  for  the  suburban  service 
between  'New  Britain  and  Hartford  has  been  re-laid  with  new 
steel  rails.  That  portion  of  this  division  extending  from  Bum- 
side  to  Rockville,  12^/^  miles  in  length,  and  the  Melrose  branch, 
from  Rockville  to  Melrose,  a  distance  of  12^^  miles,  has 
been  electrically  equipped,  and  at  the  time  of  our  inspection 
was  practically  in  condition  for  service.  The  iron  bridge  over 
the  Willimantic  River,  which  was  seriously  injured  and  put  out 
of  service  by  an  overhanging  crane  being  transported  on  a  freight 
train,  is  to  be  rebuilt  by  substituting  four  steel  girder  deck 
spans  for  two  through  truss  spans. 

AIR   LINE  —  NORTHAMPTON    DIVISION. 

!N^ew  steel  rails  weighing  80  lbs.  per  yard  have  been  laid 
from  Cheshire  to  Farmington,  a  distance  of  14%  miles,  new 
ties  and  guard  timbers  placed  on  the  bridge  over  the  Farm- 
ingix)n  River  near  iSTew  Hartford,  and  new  abutments  under 
the  bridge  near  Brookvale.  The  tracks  of  the  IsTorthampton  and 
I^ew  Hartford  branches  are  in  excellent  condition,  also  that  of 
the  Air  Line  division.  The  work  of  eliminating  the  grade 
crossing  known  as  "  Taylor's  crossing,"  near  Cobalt,  in  the  town 
of  Portland,  is  well  advanced  and  will  soon  be  completed. 

SHORE  LINE  DIVISION. 
The  Winthrop  Cove  piling  has  been  rebuilt  and  strength- 
ened, and  two  short  girder  bridges  east  of  New  London, 
designated  as  2A  and  6A,  and  the  piling  at  each  end 
of  the  Mystic  drawbridge  renewed.  Between  ISTew  London 
and  JvTew  Haven,  fourteen  bridges  have  been  renewed,  strength- 
ened, and  shortened.  A  new  lift  bridge  and  connecting  spans 
with  new  approaches,  1,300  feet  in  length  east  of  the  bridge 
and  1,400  feet  west  thereof,  have  been  completed,  and 
were  inspected  and  authorized  to  be  opened  for  service  !N^ov. 
16,  1907.  The  new  bridge  over  the  Connecticut  River,  1,564 
feet  long,  consisting  of  seven  through  spans  each  182  feet  long, 
two  plate  girder  spans  38  and  TO  feet  in  leng-th,  and  a  Scherzer 
lift-span  161  feet  long,  and  25  feet  above  water  level,  with  an 
approach  of  3,600  feet  in  leng-th  on  the  Avesterly  side  of  said 
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bridge,  and  2,600  feet  easterly  thereof,  was  completed,  in- 
spected, and  approved  of  on  July  26,  1907,  The  masonry  is 
constructed  for  a  four-track  bridge,  but  only  a  double-track 
bridge  is  at  present  provided.  It  is  a  very  substantial  and 
expensive  piece  of  work,  costing  about  $1,500,000.00. 

A  new  passenger  station  has  been  erected,  combining  the 
former  stations  of  Lyme  and  Black  Hall,  furnishing,  we  think, 
excellent  accommodations  which  are  reasonably  accessible  to 
the  patrons  of  both  the  former  stations.  On  the  Norwich  & 
Worcester  branch  the  new  station  at  Putnam  has  been  brought 
into  use  after  a  long  delay  in  adjusting  some  legal  complica- 
tions involving  the  condemnation  of  a  portion  of  the  site 
upon  which  it  stands.  It  is  admirably  adapted  to  accommodate 
the  traffic  of  both  the  ISTorwich  &  Worcester  and  the  ISTew  Eng- 
land roads.  About  two  miles  of  new  steel  rails,  weighing 
eighty  pounds  per  yard,  have  been  laid  on  the  Southbridge 
branch  within  the  state  of  Connecticut.  About  seventeen  miles 
of  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  line  between  Taftville  and  Cen- 
tral Village  have  been  electrically  equipped  and  are  being 
operated  by  electricity,  furnishing  hourly  service  between  Taft- 
ville and  Worcester.  On  account  of  this  frequent  electric 
service,  two  steam  trains  each  way  daily  between  Norwich  and 
Worcester  were  withdrawn,  leaving  still  four  steam  trains  each 
way  between  those  places  in  addition  to  the  hourly  electric 
service.  A  grade  crossing  south  of  Putnam,  known  as 
White's  Crossing,  is  being  eliminated  by  carrying  the  high- 
way imder  the  tracks  of  the  railroad,  and  the  work  should  be 
completed  this  fall. 

MIDLAND  DIVISION. 

The  track  and  bridges  of  this  division  are  in  excellent  con- 
dition. The  new  station  building  at  Putnam  and  the  changes 
in  the  station  grounds  referred  to  in  our  last  report  as 
being  in  progress  are  now  completed  and  in  use.  A  new 
signal  tower  controlling  the  connections  between  the  tracks  of 
the  Norwich  &  Worcester  and  the  Midland  divisions  has  been 
constructed  and  put  in  operation  during  the  past  year,  placing 
the  movements  of  cars  and  trains  within  the  Putnam  station 
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grounds  under  the  control  of  a  single  person,  thus  safeguarding 
the  interchange  of  business  between  the  two  roads. 

PROVIDENCE  BRANCH. 

Bridge  ISTo.  27,  which  was  an  old  wooden  Howe  truss  in 
use  since  the  construction  of  the  road  more  than  fifty  years  ago, 
has  been  displaced  by  a  new  steel  girder  bridge  of  four  spans. 
A  concrete  arch  of  thirty-five  feet  span  is  also  being  erected  in 
place  of  the  old  wooden  bridge  at  Versailles,  and  a  new  steel 
girder  bridge  in  place  of  the  wooden  bridge  known  as  No.  21. 
The  gTade  of  the  track  is  being  raised  about  nine  feet  opposite 
the  new  dam  of  the  Uncas  Power  Company  to  place  it  safely 
above  the  water  level.  About  ten  miles  of  new  steel  rails  have 
been  laid  between  Lisbon  and  Scotland,  and  much  of  the  track 
well  ballasted.

CENTRAL   NEW  ENGLAND   RAILWAY. 

The  bridges  on  the  Farmington  flats  between  Tariifville 
and  Simsbury  have  had  new  standard  floors  of  yellow  pine 
placed  on  them  since  our  last  inspection,  and  about  two 
and  one-half  miles  of  new  steel  rails  placed  in  the  track 
between  Grants  and  Norfolk.  The  work  of  eliminating  the 
grade  crossings  in  Winsted  and  Norfolk  has  been  prolonged  by 
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the  dilatoriness  of  the  contractors,  to  the  serious  inconvenience 
of  those  who  are  obliged  to  use  the  crossings.  The  track  and 
bridges  are  in  good  condition. 

The  results  of  the  operation  of  the  road  for  the  past  year 
are  as  follows:  Gross  earnings,  $2,153,366.54;  passenger 
earnings,  $404,391.24;  freight  earnings,  $1,727,607.75;  oper- 
ating expenses,  $2,584,413.46;  deficit,  $431,046.92;  mainten- 
ance of  way  and  structures,  $1,331,850.08 ;  maintenance  of 
equipment,  $211,632,82;  new  ties  laid,  96,903 ;  new  steel  rails 
laid,  801.13;  number  of  employees,  including  officers,  1,546; 
compensation  of  same,  $954,239.44.  The  operating  expenses 
were  120.01  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  and  the  maintenance 
of  way  and  structures  51.23  per  cent,  of  the  operating  expenses. 

JSTew  London  E^orthern  Railroad. 

The  wooden  Howe  truss  bridge  first  south  of  the  Willi- 
mantic  station  has  been  removed  and  a  new,  deck,  plate-girder 
bridge  erected  in  its  place.  A  new  steel  bridge  has  also  been 
erected  in  place  of  bridge  'No.  52.  Some  seventeen  other 
bridges  on  the  line  have  been  repaired,  painted  and  put  in 
good  condition.  The  renewal  of  ties  for  some  years  past  has 
not  been  sufficient  to  keep  pace  with  their  depreciation  and 
decay  and  a  more  liberal  renewal  is  imperatively  needed  to 
put  the  track  in  a  proper  and  safe  condition  for  operation.  A 
report  was  submitted  to  us  by  the  company  showing  the  distribu- 
tion of  ties  for  renewal  purposes  during  the  past  season,  by  which 
it  appeared  that  an  average  renewal  of  553  ties  per  mile  was 
contemplated.  This  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  immediate 
necessities  of  certain  portions  of  the  track,  which  we  carefully 
examined,  and  we  would  earnestly  recommend  the  company 
to  give  this  matter  their  attention  early  the  coming  spring. 
The  results  of  the  operations  of  the  road  for  the  past  year  have 
been  as  follows:  Gross  earnings,  $1,086,877.09;  passenger 
earnings,  $250,252.41;  freight  earnings,  $798,877.68;  oper- 
ating expenses,  $1,007,396.59;  net  earnings,  $79,480.50; 
maintenance  of  way  and  structures,  $149,327.39 ;  maintenance 
of  equipment,  $36,314.10;  new  ties  laid,  21,900;  number  of 
employees,   783 ;    compensation  of  same,   $463,356.72.       The 
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operating  expenses  have  been  92.68  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earn- 
ings, and  the  maintenance  of  way  and  structures  about  14.82 
per  cent,  of  the  total  operating  expenses. 

SOUTH  MANCHESTER  RAILROAD. 

The  record  of  the  operations  of  this  road  for  the  past 
year  is  as  follows:  Gross  earnings,  $17,049.80;  passenger 
earnings,  $4,370.50;  freight  earnings,  $12,679.30;  operating 
expenses,  $17,088.28 ;  deficit,  $38.48 ;  maintenance  of  way 
and  structures,  $4,676.56;  maintenance  of  equipment,  $2,494.- 
35 ;  new  ties  laid,  1,105 ;  number  of  employees,  20 ;  compen- 
sation of  same,  $10,518.87. 

RIDGEFIELD  &  NEW  YORK  RAILROAD. 

The  charter  of  this  road  was  extended  by  the  General  As- 
sembly until  July  1,  1909.  Aside  from  this  there  is  nothing 
further  to  be  reported. 

STREET  RAILWAYS. 
Important  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year  in 
the  street  railway  situation.  The  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany, which  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  owned  and  operated 
more  miles  of  street  railways  within  the  state  than  any  other 
company,  leased  the  property  of  the  Connecticut  Railway  & 
Lighting  Company,  which  was  the  second  largest  operating 
company  in  the  state-  The  Consolidated  Railway  Company 
next  obtained,  by  merger  or  otherwise,  the  ISTew  England  ISTavi- 
gation  Company,  representing  the  various  steamboat  lines  ply- 
ing between  various  'New  England  ports  and  New  York  and 
Philadelphia.  The  IST.  Y.,  ]^.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.  was  then 
merged  with  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company,  under  the 
name  of  the  IST.  Y.,  IST.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  and  as  thus  con- 
stituted owns  all  the  steam  railroads,  electric  lines,  lighting,  gas, 
and  water  supply  companies,  and  steamboat  properties,  hereto- 
fore owned  and  operated  by  the  IST.  Y.,  IST.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  and  the 
Consolidated  Railway  Companies.  Later,  the  name  of  the 
Thomaston  Tramway  Company,  owning  an  unfinished  line  of 
road  extending  from  Thomaston  to  Waterville,  was  changed  to 
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that  of  the  Connecticut  Company,  which  now  operates  the  street 
railways  owned  and  leased  by  the  X,  Y.,  IST.  H.  &  H.  R.  R. 
Co.,  comprising  479,603  miles  of  single  track  of  the  street  rail- 
ways of  the  state.  These  changes  have  played  havoc  with  the 
street  railway  statistics  of  the  year,  because  each  of  the  three 
companies  above  named  have  managed  the  same  street  railways 
affected  by  these  changes  during  certain  portions  of  the  year  and 
submit  separate  reports  covering  the  period  of  such  opera- 
tion. Furthermore,  the  capital  stock  of  the  325  miles  of 
single  track  of  street  railways  owned  by  the  IST.  Y.,  IST.  H.  & 
H.  R,  R.  Co.  is  represented  by  the  stock  of  that  company  with 
which  it  has  been  merged,  but  how  much  of  its  capital  stock 
represents  the  street  railways  owned  by  it  we  are  unable  to 
determine,  the  only  information  we  can  obtain  being  the  state- 
ment that  of  the  $121,878,100.00  of  capital  stock  of  that  com- 
pany, $52,435,926.80  is  apportioned  to  steam  railroads,  and 
the  balance,  $69,442,173.20,  to  other  properties,  together  with 
the  statement  that  the

All  of  which  is  not  remarkably  illuminating  as  to  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  I*T.  Y.,  N".  H.  &  H. 
R.  R.  Co.  which  represents  the  street  railways  owned  by 
it.  Hence,  in  our  report,  the  amount  of  capital  stock, 
bonds,  floating  indebtedness,  cost  of  construction,  and  equip- 
ment of  the  325  miles  of  street  railways  owned  by  the 
iN".  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.  are  not  given  because  this  in- 
formation is  unobtainable.  The  line  from  Seymour  to  I^^auga- 
tuck  has  been  completed  and  brought  into  use  during  the  past

summer.  It  is  built  mostly  on  a  private  right  of  way  and  is 
the  most  expensive  piece  of  street  railway  construction  yet 
undertaken  within  the  state.  The  Thomaston  Tramway,  now 
the  Connecticut  Company,  extending  from  Thomaston  to 
Waterville,  has  been  under  construction  during  the  past  sum- 
mer, but  is  not  yet  completed.  The  line  from  Branford  to 
Stony  Creek,  part  of  the  IST.  Y.,  N".  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Company's 
system,  has  been  completed  and  is  being  operated;  the  Shore 
Line  Electric  Railway  in  the  towns  of  Essex  and  Old  Saybrook 
is  also  in  process  of  construction.

RAILWAYS. 

APPROVAL  OF  METHOD  OF  CONSTRUCTION. 

Consolidated  Railway  Company. 

City  of  Norwich. 

On  March  20,  1907,  upon  application  of  the  Consolidated 
Railway  Company  asking  for  an  approval  of  its  proposed 
method  of  construction  of  an  additional  track  in  the  City  of 
ITorwich,  from  Franklin  Square,  through  Main  and  N^orth 
Main  Streets,  Central  and  Boswell  Avenues,  to  the  town  line  of 
ISTorwich,  we  approved  of  the  construction  enumerated  in  said 
company's  application,  except  that  on  Main  Street  from 
Franklin  Square  to  the  junction  of  Main  and  North  Main 
streets  we  required  iron  instead  of  chestnut  poles. 

City  of  Putnam. 

On  June  11,  1907,  The  Consolidated  Railway  Company 
presented  a  petition  asking  that  we  approve  of  its  proposed 
method  of  construction  of  its  extensions  of  electric  railway  lines 
in  the  City  of  Putnam.  The  matter  was  duly  heard,  and  the 
City  of  Putnam  having  filed  with  us  its  approval  showing  the 
location  of  said  railway  lines  with  reference  to  the  center  line 
of  the  highway  and  the  grade  thereof,  we  approved  of  the  con- 
struction as  petitioned  for  by  said  railway  company. 
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jSTew  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  R.  R.   Co. 
City  of  New  Haven. 

On  July  IT,  1907,  tlie  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  to  ns  its  application  for  approval 
of  construction  of  an  electric  railway  in  the  City  of  New  Haven 
on  Edgewood  and  Alden  Avenues. 

Said  petition  was  heard,  and  the  railroad  company  having 
filed  with  us  the  approval  by  the  city  of  the  plans  presented, 
showing  the  proposed  construction,  we  approved  of  the  pro- 
posed method  of  constniction,  on  July  31st,  as  petitioned  for 
by  said  company. 

On  the  same  date,  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  petitioned  asking  for  our  approval  of  its 
proposed  construction  of  its  street  railway  line  on  Edgewood 
Avenue  in  the  City  of  New  Haven,  from  Hotchkiss  Street  tO' 
Orchard  Street,  and  on  July  31,  1907,  after  hearing  had,  and 
the  filing  of  the  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 
of  said  city,  we  issued  our  finding  in  accordance  with  the  peti- 
tion presented. 

On  the  same  date,'  July  17,  1907,  the  New  York,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  presented  its  application 
for  approval  of  construction  of  an  electric  railway  in  the  City  of 
New  Haven  from  Congress  Avenue  to  the  Boulevard,  so-called, 
and  on  the  31st  of  the  same  month,  after  hearing  had,  and 
the  filing  of  the  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  said  city,  we  approved  of  the  application  of  said 
company  as  presented. 

On  the  same  date  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  an  application  for  approval  of  its 
proposed  method  of  construction  of  the  double  track  electric 
railway  in  the  City  of  New  Haven  on  Howard  Avenue  from 
Lamberton  Street  to  Fourth  Street.  After  hearing  had,  and 
said  company  having  filed  with  us  the  approval  by  the  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city  of  the  plans  presented,  we 
approved  of  the  application  of  said  company  on  July  31,  1907. 

On  September  21,  1907,  we  issued  our  finding  in  the  matter 
of  petition  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
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Company  asking  for  the  approval  by  this  Board  of  its  proposed 
method  of  construction  of  a  double  track  electric  street  railway 
line  from  the  intersection  of  State  and  Chapel  Streets  and  an 
intersection  of  Chapel  Street  with  the  proposed  trolley  viaduct 
in  the  City  of  New  Haven. 

Said  company  having  filed  plans  showing  said  proposed 
location,  and  the  approval  by  the  City  of  ISTew  Haven  of  same,  we 
designated,  ordered  and  directed  that  said  construction  should 
be  in  accordance  with  the  application  of  said  company,  except 
that  we  ordered  and  directed  that  on  the  highways  in  said  City 
of  ISTew  Haven  referred  to  in  said  application  the  rail  to  be 
used  should  be  the  Lorain  Steel  Company's  section  108,  'No. 
398,  the  guard  thereon  to  be  planed  level  with  the  tread  of 
the  rail,  and  that  the  pavement  and  general  construction  should 
be  in  accordance  with  the  plan  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Engineer  of  said  city,  and  approved  of  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Works. 

TOWN  OF  MANCHESTER. 

On  July  18,  1907,  the  New  York,  I^ew  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  its  application  asking  for  the  ap- 
proval of  its  proposed  method  of  construction  of  an  electric 
street  railway  line  from  Main  Street  to  the  Middle  Turnpike, 
so-called,  in  the  Town  of  Manchester. 

After  hearing  had,  we  approved  of  the  application  of  said 
company  with  the  provision  that  the  road  be  "  back  filled  "  sub- 
stantially to  the  top  of  rail  and  level  with  the  highway,  as  re- 
quested by  the  Town  of  Manchester. 

CITY  OF  HARTFORD. 

On  July  18,  1907,  the  ^ew  York,  :^rew  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  its  application  for  approval  of 
construction  of  an  additional  track  of  its  street  railway  from 
Lenox  Place  to  Blue  Hills  Avenue  in  the  City  of  Hartford,  and 
on  July  31st  we  approved  of  said  application,  the  company  hav- 
ing filed  with  us  maps  and  plans  of  the  proposed  construction, 
approved  of  by  the  Mayor  and  Court  of  Common  Council  of  the 
said  city. 
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On  July  18,  1907,  the  Kew  York,  I^ew  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  to  ns  its  application  for  approval 
of  its  proposed  construction  of  a  single  track  line  of  its  street 
railway  from  the  terminus  of  said  company's  tracks  on  Asylum 
Avenue,  through  Asylum  Avenue  and  Steele  Road  to  Albany 
Avenue,  all  in  the  town  of  West  Hartford.  Said  company 
having  filed  with  us  the  approval  of  said  extension  by  the 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  West  Hartford,  on  July  31,  1907, 
we  approved  of  the  construction  asked  for  in  the  petition  of 
said  company. 

On  E^ovember  12,  1907,  upon  petition  of  the  JSTew  York, 
'New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  we  approved  of  its 
proposed  method  of  construction  of  a  double  track  electric  line 
in  the  center  of  Main  Street  in  the  town  of  East  Hartford,  begin- 
ning at  a  point  on  Main  Street  near  Burnside  Avenue  and  run- 
ning northerly  to  a  point  near  Woodbridge  Avenue,  there  con- 
necting with  a  double  track  on  the  south  end  of  Main  Street  and 
with  a  single  track  on  the  northerly  end  of  said  street,  the  town 
of  East  Hartford  having  previously  approved  of  the  location  as 
to  center  line  and  grade  of  the  railway  in  said  highway. 

On  ISTovember  21,  1907,  upon  petition  presented  by  the  ISTew 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  asking  for 
approval  of  its  proposed  method  of  construction  of  an  additional 
street  railway  track  and  the  reconstruction  of  a  single  track 
previously  laid  on  Trinity  Street  in  the  city  of  Hartford,  from 
a  point  near  Capitol  Avenue  and  runniilg  northerly  to  a  point 
near  the  Memorial  Arch,  we  approved  of  the  construction  as 
proposed  in  said  company's  petition. 

On  December  13,  1907,  upon 'application  of  the  I^ew  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  asking  that  we 
approve  of  its  proposed  method  of  construction  of  an  electric 
railway  witli  turnouts,  switches  and  connections,  in  the  City 
and  Town  of  Middletown  and  Town  of  Middlefield,  from  a 
point  in  said  city  at  Washington  Green,  so-called,  and  the  city 
and  railroad  company  having  filed  with  us  the  approval  of  the 
municipalities  through  which  said  railway  was  to  pass,  as 
to  location  and  grade  of  tracks  in  highways,  we  approved  of 
the  construction  as  asked  for  in  the  application  of  said  company. 
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Stafford  Springs  Street  Railway  Company. 
CITY  OF  ROCKVILLE  AND  TOWN  OF  TOLLAND. 

On  August  2,  1907,  the  Stafford  Springs  Street  Railway 
Company  presented  its  application  asking  for  the  approval  of 
its  proposed  method  of  construction  over  a  modified  location  of 
its  line  in  the  City  of  Rockville  and  Town  of  Tolland. 

After  hearing  had,  we  issued  our  finding  September  10, 
1907,  approving  of  the  method  of  construction  as  asked  for  in 
the  petition  of  said  company. 

BOROUGH   OF   STAFFORD   SPRINGS,   AND   TOWNS   OF    STAFFORD, 
ELLINGTON  AND  TOLLAND. 

On  ]S[ovember  24,  1906,  the  Stafford  Springs  Street  Rail- 
way Company  made  application  to  us  for  our  approval  of  its 
proposed  method  of  construction  of  a  line  of  railway  in  the 
Borough  of  Stafford  Springs  and  Towns  of  Stafford,  Ellington 
and  Tolland,  to  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of  Rockville.  After 
hearing  had,  said  company  having  filed  with  us  copies  of  ap- 
proval by  the  municipal  authorities  as  to  location  and  grade  of 
said  proposed  tracks,  on  December  5,  1906,  we  approved  of  the 
method  of  construction  asked  for  by  said  railway  company. 

Groton  &  Stonington  Street  Railway  Co. 
On  April  23,  1907,  we  approved  of  an  extension  of  the 
Groton  &  Stonington  Street  Railway  Company's  line  from  a 
point  at  the  west  end  of  the  bridge  over  Pawcatuck  River,  in 
the  village  of  Pawcatuck,  to  the  Rhode  Island  State  line,  which 
is  defined  by  the  center  of  the  bridge  over  said  river. 

Danbury  &  Bethel  Street  Railway  Co. 

City  of  Danbury. 

On  April  26,  1907,  on  petition  of  the  Danbury  &  Bethel 

Street  Railway  Company  dated  April  13,  1907,  we  approved 

of  the  proposed  method  of  construction  of  said  company  as 

follows : — 

A  single  track  in  the  City  of  Danbury  beginning  at  a  point 
on  the  line  of  the  tracks  of  said  company  on  Main  Street,  about 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  feet  north  of  the  center  line  of  the 
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Highland  Division  of  the  ISTew  York,  IsTew  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad,  thence  through  Franklin,  Hoyt  and  Davis  Streets 
to  Tomlinson  Avenue;  thence  through  private  right  of  way  to 
Westville  Avenue,  thence  through  Westville  and  Lake  Avenues 
to  Beaver  Street ;  through  Beaver,  Rose,  River  and  Elm  Streets 
to  connect  with  tracks  of  said  company  in  Wooster  Square. 

A  single  track  in  said  city,  commencing  at  a  point  on  West 
Wooster  Street  at  or  near  the  Garfield  Monument  at  the'  West 
Wooster  Street  switch,  thence  through  West  Wooster  Street  and 
private  land  to  William  Street,  thence  through  William  Street 
to  West  Street,  there  connecting  with  the  present  track  of  the 
company. 

A  double  track  in  the  City  of  Danbury,  commencing  at  a 
point  on  Main  Street  near  City  Hall,  thence  running  westerly 
along  West  Street  to  William  Street. 

A  double  track  in  the  Town  of  Danbury,  beginning  at  a 
point  on  the  City  and  Town  division  line,  on  the  highway  lead- 
ing from  West  Wooster  Street  to  Park  Avenue ;  thence  through 
Park  Avenue  and  private  land  to  Backus  Avenue  and  through 
Backus  Avenue  to  a  point  on  said  avenue  about  eight  hundred 
and  four  feet  easterly  of  the  "  Old  Lake  Road." 

A  spiur  track  about  two  hundred  feet  long,  near  depot  on 
White  Street. 

Bristol,  &  Plainville  Tramway  Co. 
Main  8treet,  Village  of  Terryville. 
On  June  3,  1907,  The  Bristol  &  Plainville  Tramway 
Company,  having  presented  its  petition  asking  our  approval  of 
its  proposed  method  of  construction  of  an  extension  of  its  line 
of  track  on  Main  Street  in  the  Village  of  Terryville,  a  distance 
of  about  five  hundred  feet,  and  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Plymouth  having  approved  of  the  layout  of  said  extension,  we 
issued  our  finding  approving  of  the  construction  asked  for. 

VILLAGE  OF  TERRYVILLE. 

On  Main  Street  to  Eagle  Street. 
On  July   1,   1907,   we  approved  the  proposed  method  of 
construction  of  the  Bristol  &  Plainville  Tramway  Company's 
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extension  on  Main  Street  in  the  village  of  Terryville,  westward 
to  a  point  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  Eagle  Street. 

Shore  Line  Electric  Railway  Co. 
Totvn  of  Old  Sayhrook. 

On  October  23,  1907,  we  approved  of  the  proposed  method 
of  construction  as  petitioned  for  by  the  Shore  Line  Electric  Rail- 
way Company,  of  a  line  of  electric  railway  from  Ivoryton  to 
Saybrook  in  the  town  of  Old  Saybrook,  continuing  to  and 
through  Guilford.  We  also  designated  and  determined  the 
length,  width,  material  and  plan  of  a  bridge  proposed  to  be 
erected  by  said  company  over  the  tracks  of  the  Shore  Line 
Division  of  the  New  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad, 
and  of  two  over  the  tracks  of  the  Fenwick  Branch  of  the  same 
company. 

Town  of  Essex. 

On  December  4,  1907,  upon  petition  received  from  the 
Shore  Line  Electric  Railway  Company  asking  that  we  approve 
of  its  proposed  method  of  construction  of  a  new  street  railway 
line  in  the  town  of  Essex,  and  of  the  plan  of  a  proposed  bridge 
over  the  Valley  Branch  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company,  said  company  having  filed  with  us  the 
approval  by  the  selectmen  of  said  town,  of  the  location  and  the 
grade  thereof  of  said  railway  in  the  highways,  we  did  designate, 
order  and  direct  that  the  construction  of  said  railway  should 
be  in  accordance  with  the  petition  of  said  company,  dated 
August  21,  1907. 

We  also  designated  and  determined  the  length,  width,  ma- 
terial, plan  and  height  of  a  bridge  proposed  to  be  constructed  by 
said  company  over  the  right  of  way  of  the  said  steam  railroad, 
as  required  by  Section  3711  of  the  General  Statutes. 

CERTIFICATES  OF  APPROVAL  ISSUED. 

Connecticut  Railway  &  Lighting  Company. 

From  Oahville  to  a  Point  South  of  Terminus  of  Tracks  in 

Watertown. 
On  February  16,  1907,  the  extension  of  the  Connecticut 
Railway  and  Lighting  Company's  tracks  from  Oakville,  in  the 
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town  of  Waterbury,  to  a  point  about  twelve  hundred  feet  south 
of  the  terminus  of  the  tracks  of  said  company  in  the  town  of 
Watertown,  was  examined  and  found  in  a  suitable  and  safe 
condition  for  operation,  and  a  certificate  issued  to  that  effect. 

New  Track  through  Rohhins  Street,  City  of  Waterhury. 
On  December  13,  1907,  that  section  of  the  Middlebury 
extension,  so-called,  of  the  Connecticut  Railway  and  Lighting 
Company's  line,  in  the  City  of  Waterbury,  at  present  leased  to 
the  ITew  York,  IN'ew  Haven  and  Hartford  Eailroad  Company, 
a  distance  of  about  twenty-six  hundred  and  fifty  (2650)  feet, 
and  branching  off  of  the  Oakville- Water  town  road,  so-called, 
at  the  foot  of  Robbins  Street,  crossing  the  Watertovni  road  and 
following  the  line  of  Robbins  Street  as  far  as  Benham  Street, 
was  examined,  and  a  certificate  issued  that  same  was  in  a  suit- 
able and  safe  condition  for  operation. 

Danbury  &  Bethel  Street  Railway  Company. 
City  of  Danhury. 

On  April  30,  1907,  we  issued  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that 
we  had  examined  and  found  in  a  suitable  condition  for  opera- 
tion a  single  track  extension  made  by  the  Danbury  &  Bethel 
Street  Railway  Company  in  the  City  of  Danbury,  through 
Franklin,  Hoyt  and  Davis  Streets  to  Tomlinson  Avenue;  also 
through  West  Wooster  Street  and  private  property  to  William 
Street  and  through  William  Street  to  West  Street,  there,  con- 
necting with  the  present  track  of  the  company;  also  a  double 
track  extending  w^esterly  from  a  point  on  West  Wooster  Street 
from  a  switch  on  said  street  to  the  City  line  at  Fry's  comer; 
and  a  double  track  in  the  Town  of  Danbury  extending  from  the 
division  line  between  said  city  and  said  town,  on  the  highway 
leading  from  West  Wooster  Street  to  Park  Avenue;  thence 
through  Park  Avenue  to  private  land;  thence  southwesterly 
through  private  land  to  Backus  Avenue ;  thence  through  Backus 
Avenue  to^  a  point  about  eight  hundred  feet  easterly  of  the 
"  Old  Lake  Road  "  ;  also  a  double  track  extending  from  a  point 
on  Main  Street,  near  City  hall,  westerly  on  West  Street  to 
William.  Street. 
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Consolidated  Railway  Company. 

On  Main  Street^  through  Montowese  Street  and  Private  Right 
of  Way  to  Stony  Creeh. 
On  May  27,  1907,  after  examination  and  finding  that  same 
was  in  suitable  condition  for  operation,  we  issued  a  certificate 
of  approval  of  an. extension  of  the  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany's track  in  the  Town  of  Branford  on  Main  Street,  thence 
through  Montowese  Street  to  private  right  of  way,  along  and 
through  private  right  of  way,  highways  and  Pine  Orchard  to 
Stony  Creek. 

New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  R.  R.  Co. 
From  Retreat  Avenue  through  Washington  Street  and  New 
Britain  Avenue,  Hartford. 
On  October  15,  1907,  we  issued  a  certificate  approving  of  the 
condition  of  an  additional  street  railway  track  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  from  the  junction 
of  its  previous  existing  tracks  at  the  corner  of  Retreat  Avenue 
and  Washington  Street,  in  the  city  of  Hartford,  through  Wash- 
ington Street  and  New  Britain  Avenue  to  a  point  just  west  of 
the  entrance  to  the  institution  known  as  the  Tuberculosis  Hos- 
pital, as  well  as  the  reconstructed  track  previously  laid  between 
the  same  points. 

New  Track  on  Trinity  Street,  Hartford. 

On  December  3,  1907,  we  certified  as  to  the  safe  condition 
for  operation  of  the  new  double  track  street  railway  construc- 
tion of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany's line  on  Trinity  Street  in  the  city  of  Hartford  from  a 
point  near  Capitol  Avenue  to  the  Memorial  Arch. 

New  Double  Track  across  New  Stone  Arch  Bridge  between 
City  of  Hartford  and  Town  of  East  Hartford. 
On  December  7,  1907,  after  examination  of  the  new  double 
track  construction  of  the  street  railway  line  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company,  on  and  across 
the  new  stone  arch  bridge  spanning  the  Connecticut  River, 
between  the  City  of  Hartford  and  the  Town  of  East  Hartford, 
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we  issued  our  certificate  that  same  was  in  a  suitable  and  safe 
condition  for  the  transportation  of  passengers. 

Neiv  Single  Traclc  through  Asylum  Avenue  and  Steele  Road, 
West  Hartford. 
On  December  3,  1907,  we  certified  as  to  the  suitable  and  safe 
condition  of  an  extension  of  the  street  railway  line  of  the  ISTew 
York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  from  the 
terminus  of  said  company's  old  track  on  Asylum  Avenue  near 
the  Golf  Club  in  the  town  of  West  Hartford  through  said  avenue 
and  Steele  Road,  so-called,  a  distance  of  about  thirty-eight  hun- 
dred feet. 

A.  dditional  Track  from  a  Point  in  Newington  to  Bridge  across 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co/s  Tracks. 
On  December  2,  1907,  after  examination,  we  approved  of 
the  new  track  construction  of  the  ISTew  Britain  Division  of  the 
street  railway  system,  formerly  operated  by  The  Connecticut 
Railway  and  Lighting  Company,  but  now  leased  and  operated 
by  the  'New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany, said  construction  being  a  continuation  westerly  of  the 
double  track  in  the  town  of  ISTewington  for  a  distance  of  about 
twenty-three  hundred  (2300)  feet  to  a  point  about  one  hundred 
feet  easterly  of  the  bridge  crossing  the  steam  railroad  tracks  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company, 
and  issued  a  certificate  that  same  was  in  a  suitable  and  safe  con- 
dition for  operation. 

PUTNAM. 

Through  Grove  and  South  Main  Streets  to  Front  Street. 
On  June  25  th,  we  issued  a  certificate  of  approval  of  the 
condition  of  an  extension  of  the  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany's tracks  in  the  City  of  Putnam,  through  Grove  Street  and 
South  Main  Street  to  Front  Street,  there  connecting  with  tracks 
previously  located  on  Front  Street. 

iSTAUGATUCK   VxVLLEY   ElECTKIC    RaILWAY    CoMPANY. 

From  Seymour  to  Naugatuck. 
On  July  5,  1907,  we  issued  a  certificate  to  the  effect*  that  the 
extension  of  The  Naugatuck  Valley  Electric  Railway  Company 
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northerly  from  the  terminus  of  the  Connecticut  Railway  and 
Lighting  Company's  line  in  the  town  of  Seymour,  through  said 
town  to  the  towns  of  Beacon  Falls  and  l^augatuck  to  the  junc- 
tion of  the  terminus  of  said  Connecticut  Railway  and  Lighting 
Company's  line  in  the  town  of  Kaugatuck,  a  distance  of  7.81 
miles,  was  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condition  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers. 

APPEALS. 

Connecticut  Railway  and  Lighting  Co. 
Appeal  from  Denial  of  Town  of  Chesliire. 

On  September  20,  1906,  The  Connecticut  Railway  and 
Lighting  Company  presented  to  us  its  petition  appealing  from 
a  decision  or  denial  of  the  selectmen  of  Cheshire  in  the  matter 
of  approval  of  said  company's  plan  submitted  for  the  extension 
of  the  so-called  Ivesville  turnout  and  for  the  proposed  double- 
tracking  of  its  line  from  a  point  about  four  hundred  (400)  feet 
southerly  of  Cornwall  Avenue  to  connect  with  the  turnout  at 
what  is  known  as  the  Waverly  Inn,  claiming  that  said  denial 
was  unreasonable,  unnecessary,  unjust,  beyond  the  power  of  the- 
selectmen  and  in  contravention  of  the  rights  secured  to  said 
company  by  its  charter  and  by  the  general  laws  of  the  state,  and 
of  the  public  interest  and  necessity. 

The  company  filed  its  appeal  within  the  thirty  days  required 
by  law,  but  the  matter,  by  request,  was  not  heard  until  Septeiii- 
ber  19,  1907,  when  the  parties  appeared  and  were  fully  heard. 
On  October  1,  1907,  we  issued  the  following  finding: 

"  This  matter  is  an  appeal  of  the  Connecticut  Railway  and 
Lighting  Company  from  the  denial  of  the  selectmen  of  Cheshire 
to  approve  said  company's  plan  for  the  location  in  the  highway, 
in  said  town,  of  its  proposed  double  tracks  for  a  distance  of  about 
four  hundred  (400)  feet.  By  resolution  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly in  1901,  the  Cheshire  Street  Railway  Company  obtained  a 
franchise  to  place  its  tracks  (not  more  than  two)  in  the  street 
in  question ;  also  to  construct  tracks  for  its  turnouts,  switches, 
etc.  The  Connecticut  Railway  and  Lighting  Company,  at  the 
time  the  appeal  was  brought,  was  the  operating  compaay  and 
presumably  was  in  possession  of  all  the  franchise  rights  of  the 
Cheshire  Street  Railway  Company.     The  franchise  rights  the 
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couipaiij  had  exercised  by  submitting  its  plans  showing  two 
tracks  in  part  and  one  track  in  part  in  the  streets  in  Cheshire. 
These  plans  had  been  approved  as  to  location  and  grade  by  the 
selectmen  of  Cheshire  and  the  road  constructed  in  accordance 
Avith  said  plans.  It  is  now  desired  to  lay  an  additional  track  for 
a  distance  of  about  four  hundred  (400)  feet  in  order  to  connect 
two  turnouts  and  to  locate  the  new  track  and  relocate  the  old 
track  in  the  center  of  the  street.  We  do  not  find  that  the  fran- 
chise power  to  build  its  additional  track  or  to  present  plans  for 
a  relocation  has  been  exhausted,  but  we  do  believe  that  a  part  at 
least  of  the  plans  for  construction  and  location  come  within  the 
provisions  of  Section  3824  of  the  General  Statutes  as  amended 
by  Chapter  219  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1907,  "  Provided  that 
orders  concerning  relocation,  removal  and  changes  in  grade 
shall  be  made  only  for  the  purpose  of  public  improvement." 

"  The  plans  submitted  by  the  railway  company  show  a  double 
track  system  of  railway  in  the  street  in  the  center  of  Cheshire 
where  the  highway  is  narrow,  with  embankments  on  both  sides 
of  same,  leaving  only  about  nine  (9)  feet  from  the  rail  to  such 
embankments,  trees  and  other  obstructions.  Such  a  plan  of  con- 
struction would,  of  necessity,  curtail  the  Usefulness  of  the  street 
for  the  purposes  of  other  travel  and  use." 

"  It  is  true  that  the  construction  of  the  street  railway  as 
planned  would  obviate  some  delays  which  have  taken  place  in 
the  operation  of  its  cars  and  would  be  of  some  advantage  in  the 
operation  of  the  street  railway,  but  we  do  not  find  that  the  plan 
submitted  shows  a  public  improvement." 

"  We  therefore  find  that  the  selectmen  of  Cheshire,  who  are 
the  guardians  of  the  public  interest  in  the  streets  of  that  town, 
exercised  with  judgment  their  power  in  refusing  to  approve  the 
plan  presented  to  them  by  the  street  railway  company,  and  we 
affirm  their  denial  of  such  plan,  and  deem  it  equitable  to  dis- 
miss this  appeal." 


Consolidated  Railway  Co. 
Appeal  from  Denial  of  City  of  Norwich. 
On  January  29,  1907,  the  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany presented  to  us  its  petition  and  appeal  from  the  denial  of 
the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  iN'orwich  rela- 
tive to  the  location  of  said  railway  company's  tracks  in  said 
city.  The  grounds  of  appeal  in  this  case  were  that  on  ISTovem- 
ber    5,    1906,    said   railway   company   presented   to    said   city 
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its  application  for  the  approval  of  plans  submitted  for  an  addi- 
tional track  from  Franklin  Square  througli  Main  and  Korth 
Main  Streets  and  Central  and  Boswell  Avenues ;  that  at  various 
times  thereafter  and  v\rithin  sixty  days,  as  required  by  statute, 
said  city  proceeded  to  a  hearing  of  all  persons  interested  in 
said  plans,  but  refused  and  neglected  within  sixty  days  to 
notify  said  company  of  their  decision  thereon,  and  of  such 
modifications,  if  any,  made  by  them,  and  refused  and  neglected 
within  said  period  of  sixty  days  to  approv-e  and  accept  said 
plans  as  presented  by  said  company,  or  to  make  such  modifica- 
tions in  said  plans  as  to  them  seemed  proper.  The  matter  was 
assigned  for  hearing  on  February  6,  190Y,  but  was  adjourned 
to  February  13th,  when  said  city  and  said  railway  company 
filed  with  us  a  memorandum  of  agreement  as  follows : 

"  At  the  Marguerite,  so-called,  the  city  is  to  establish  the 
westerly  street  line  of  IsTorth  Main  Street  as  shown  on  the  map 
filed  by  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company  with  the  Railroad 
Commissioners." 

"  From  a  point  150  feet  north  of  the  ISTorth  Street  line  of 
Park  Street  to  a  point  725  feet  north  of  said  line  the.  railroad 
company  is  to  grade  back  the  highway  on  the  west  side  at  the 
level  of  the  present  roadway  to  a  curb  line  to  be  established  by 
the  city  at  a  distance  of  five  feet  from  the  aforesaid  westerly 
street  line,  and  said  company  is  to  reset  existing  curb  to  that 
line;  also  relay  existing  sidewalk  and  rebuild  existing  bank 
walk" 

"  At  the  intersection  of  IsTorth  Main  Street  and  the  southerly 
end  of  Central  Avenue  the  existing  easterly  retaining  wall  to  be 
rebuilt  or  extended  easterly  so  as  to  widen  the  roadway  of 
Central  Avenue  two  and  one-half  feet  at  the  southerly  end  of 
the  wall  tapering  out  to  nothing  in  a  distance  of  140  feet." 

"  On  North  Main  Street  from  Central  Avenue  to  Boswell 
Avenue  and  thence  along  Boswell  Avenue  to  the  city  line,  the 
center  line  of  double  track  on  tangents  to  be  seventeen  and  one- 
half  feet  from  the  westerly  side  line  of  the  highway  as  shown 
on  the  map,  and  the  railway  company  to  excavate  at  the  level 
of  the  track  to  a  line  five  feet  from  the  street  line." 

On  consideration  we  approved  of  the  location  of  said  pro- 
posed railway  as  to  grade  and  center  line  of  said  highways  as 
delineated  and  shown  on  blue-prints  on  file  in  this  office,  and 
the  agreement  above  referred  to  was  made  a  part  of  our  finding. 
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The  city  also  having  raised  the  question  of  compensation  by 
the  street  railway  "  by  reason  of  possible  damage  to  gas  and 
water  pipes  laid  in  the  highways  through  which  said  additional 
tracks  were  proposed  to  be  laid,  by  reason  of  escape  of  electric 
currents/'  we  deemed  it  equitable,  finding,  as  claimed  by  said 
city,  that  "  the  city  of  l!^orwich,  under  its  charter,  owns  cer- 
tain iron  water  pipes  laid  in  the  streets  in  which  the  location 
approved  in  this  order  is  made,  extending  from  the  terminus 
of  said  location  at  Franklin  Square  to  the  terminus  at  the  city 
line,  and  is  using  said  pipes  to  distribute  water  for  municipal 
purposes,  and  for  the  domestic  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
city." 

"  And  under  the  law  of  said  state  said  city  also  owns  in 
said  streets,  extending  from  one  of  said  termini  to  the  other, 
certain  iron  pipes  which  said  city  is  using  for  the  purpose  of 
distributing  gas  for  furnishing  light  for  municipal  use  and  for 
the  use  of  its  inhabitants.  Said  pipes  are  in  close  proximity 
to  the  location  of  said  railway  as  herein  approved."  And  we 
did  order  as  a  modification  of  the  plan  submitted  to  us  in  this 
proceeding  that  the  petitioner,  "  The  Consolidated  Railway 
Company, .  compensate  said  the  City  of  IsTorwich  for  any  and 
all  damage  that  may  arise  to  any  of  said  pipes  or  any  pipes  of 
said  city  that  may  hereafter  lawfully  be  placed  in  said  streets 
or  any  of  them  between  said  termini  for  any  of  said  purposes 
by  reason  of  electricity  that  may  be  generated  or  used  by  said 
Consolidated  Railway  Company  for  the  purpose  of  operating 
its  street  railway  in  said  city;  said  loss,  cost  and  damage  to  be 
determined  by  the  judgment  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion." 

NEW  YORK,  NEW  HAVEN  &  HARTFORD  RAILROAD 

COMPANY. 

Appeal  from  Denial  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  Towns  of  Darien 

and  Stamford. 

On  June  3  and  5,  1907,  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  presented  to  us  its  appeal 
from  a  denial  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  towns  of  Darien  and 
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Stamford  relative  to  the  location  of  the  street  railway  tracks 
of  said  company.  This  appeal  was  brought  by  reason  of 
failure  of  the  Selectmen  of  said  towns  to  take  action 'on  the 
application  of  said  company  for  the  approval  of  its  plans  pre- 
sented for  the  laying  of  tracks  in  and  through  Main  street  and 
across  the  bridge  over  ISToroton  River,  the  center  of  which 
bridge  is  the  dividing  line  between  said  towns. 

The  petition  was  carefully  considered,  and  on  July  1, 
1907,  we  issued  a  finding  as  follows: 

Said  company  petitioned  for  our  approval  of  the  location 
of  its  tracks  upon  the  south  side  of  the  existing  stone  arch 
bridge  carrying  Main  Street  over  the  l^oroton  River  in  said 
towns,  the  roadway  over  said  bridge  being  twenty-six  (26) 
feet  wide.  Such  a  location  as  that  proposed  would  leave  only 
a  clear  passage  for  public  travel  outside  of  the  cars  of  said 
company  of  about  fourteen  (14)  feet,  which,  in  view  of  the 
large  amount  of  travel  upon  said  street,  and  the  peculiar  loca- 
tion of  said  bridge,  we  thought  would  be  inadequate  for  the 
proper  and  safe  accommodation  of  so  large  a  volume  of,  travel. 
We  therefore  decided  that  public  convenience  and  safety  re- 
quired that  the  proposed  plan  should  be  so  modified  and  changed 
as  to  leave  the  roadway  of  the  present  bridge  practically  unob- 
structed for  public  travel,  and  that  said  track  should  be  located 
within  the  limits  of  the  highway  south  of  and  adjoining  the 
present  bridge,  and  adjourned  said  hearing  until  June  19,  1907, 
at  11.00  o'clock  a.  m.,  for  the  preparation  and  presentation 
of  such  plans. 

And  on  the  19th  day  of  June,  1907,  we  again  met,  when 
said  parties  appeared,  and  said  company  presented  a  modified 
plan  proposing  to  construct  a  wooden  pile  bridge  south  of  and 
adjoining  the  present  bridge  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  its 
track  over  said  ISToroton  River,,  and  said  parties  were  fully  heard 
thereon. 

On  consideration,  we  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  character 
or  kind  of  construction  of  a  street  railway  should  correspond 
with  the  general  character  of  the  structures  upon  the  highway 
along  or  over  which  it  passes.  If  the  highway  bridge  over  the 
]^oroton  River  was  a  wooden  structure  then  a  wooden  extension 
might  be  suitable  and  proper,  but  in  the  case  in  question  we 
were  of  the  opinion  that  a  wooden  extension  of  a  stone  arch 
bridge  is  neither  suitable,  safe,  nor  durable  for  the  purpose 
intended. 
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We  therefore  deemed  it  equitable  and  therefore  required 
the  said  New  York,  I^ew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany, at  its  own  expense,  to  extend  the  present  stone  arch 
southerly  fifteen  (15)  feet,  similar  in  design  to  the  present 
structure,  to  be  composed  of  cement  concrete,  as  shown  on  a 
plan  on  file  in  this  office  marked :  "  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany, Stamford  Division,  proposed  widening  of  arch  over 
Noroton  Riv^,  Scale  1"=  10'.  June  15,  1907,"  and  when  so 
constructed  its  track  should  be  located  thereon  as  shown  on  said 
plan. 

Appeal  from  Order  of  City  of  Waterhury  Relative  to  Location 
of  Trades  on  North  Willow  Street. 

On  June  26,  1907,  the  'New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  presented  to  us  its  petition  appealing  from 
an  order  of  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
Waterbury  relative  to  the  location  of  said  company's  proposed 
double  track  street  railway  in  and  upon  l^orth  Willow  Street, 
and  through  Johnson  Street  •  to  Ridgewood  Street  in  said 
city,  claiming  that  the  City  of  Waterbury  purported  to  accept 
the  plans  presented  for  approval,  but  made  certain  modifications 
therein  which  the  railroad  company  claimed  were  illegal,  in- 
equitable, unjust,  and  beyond  the  power  and  without  the  juris- 
diction of  said  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city  to 
impose. 

The  modifications  referred  to  were  as  follows : 

(a)  "  2.  That  all  rails  used  shall  be  '  full  groove  '  and 
not  less  than  seven  inches  in  depth. 

(h)  "  3.  That  the  whole  width  of  the  roadway  occupied 
by  the  tracks,  including  two  feet  outside  of  the  outer  rails  and 
the  space  between  the  tracks  .  .  .  shall  be  supported 
throughout  on  Portland  cement  concrete  foundation,  extending 
to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  two  inches  below  the  bottom  of  the 
ties.  The  ties  themselves  shall  have  at  least  two  inches  of  Port- 
land cement  concrete  foundation  for  a  support  under  their 
whole  length  and  width.  The  concrete  shall  be  composed  of 
trap  rock  in  the  proportion  of  one  part  of  cement,  three  parts  of 
sand  and  six  parts  of  broken  stone,  having  no  pieces  larger  than 
iy2  inches  in  their  longest  diameter. 

(c)     "  4.     The  work  of  double  tracking  shall  be  completed 
on  or  before  July  1,  1907." 
5 
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The  company  in  its  appeal  set  forth  its  reasons  therefor  as 
follows : 

(a)  "  Appeal  is  taken  from  thart  portion  of  said  order 
marked  (a)  above,  because  the  designation  of  the  kind  and 
quality  of  track  to  be  used  is  wholly  without  the  jurisdiction 
of  said  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  within  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  and  direction  of  your  Honorable  Board,  and,  there- 
fore, in  derogation  of  the  statutory  provisions  relating  to  such 
matters,  and  because  such  order  is  unjust,  unreasonable  and  il- 
legal." 

(&)  "  Appeal  is  taken  from  that  portion  of  said  order 
marked  (h)  above,  because  the  designation  of  the  method  of 
laying  track  and  the  making  of  orders  necessary  to  the  exercise 
of  such  power  and  direction  are  wholly  without  the  jurisdiction 
of  said  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  within  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  and  direction  of  your  Honorable  Board,  and,  there- 
fore, in  derogation  of  the  statutory  provisions  relating  to  such 
matters,  and  because  such  order  is  unjust,  unreasonable  and 
illegal." 

(c)  "  Appeal  is  taken  from  that  portion  of  said  order 
marked  (c)  above,  because  the  time  limited  therein  is  inade- 
quate and  insufficient,  and  said  order  is  unjust,  unreasonable 
and  illegal." 

The  matter  was  assigned  for  hearing  on  July  2,  1907^  but 
by  agreement  of  parties  was  postponed  until  the  17th  of  the 
same  month,  when  the  parties  appeared  and  were  fully  heard. 
On  July  22,  1907,  we  issued  our  finding  as  follows: 

"  Conditions  two  (2)  and  three  (3)  imposed  by  the  City  of 
Waterbury  are  matters  which  the  state  laws  direct  shall  be  con- 
sidered and  passed  upon  by  this  Board  on  the  application  of 
said  company  for  approval  of  construction  of  such  additional 
tracks  and  is  not  properly  before  the  Board  at  this  time." 

"Condition  four  (4),  providing  that  the  work  shall  be 
completed  before  July  1,  1907,  was  agreed  by  the  City  of 
Waterbury  to  be  immaterial  and  inequitable,  and  we  so  iind." 

"  We,  therefore,  deem  it  equitable  and  do  find,  order  and 
direct  that  the  petitioner,  the  'New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company,  may  construct  a  double  track  electric 
railway  in  and  upon  ISTorth  Willow  Street  in  the  City  of  Water- 
bury from  Johnson  Street  to  Ridgewood  Street,  as  is  asked  for 
in  its  petition  and  application  and  marked  '  Exhibit  A,'  and 
that  said  construction  shall  be  according  to  plans  on  file  in  this 
office   and  marker! :      "  The   Consolidated  Railway   Company, 
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Lessee  of  Connecticut  Railway  and  Lighting  Company.  Plan 
for  double  tracking  ISTorth  Willow  Street  and  Eoseland  Avenue, 
Waterbury  District,  February,  1907.  Scale  1"=40'."  l^o. 
1  and  !N^o.  2  stowing  the  highway  through  which  said  company 
proposes  to  lay  its  tracks,  the  location  of  same  as  to  grade  and 
the  center  line  of  said  highway,  and  such  changes  as  are  pro- 
posed therein,  subject  to  the  conditions  imposed  by  said  City  of 
Waterbury,  except  conditions  two  (2),  three  (3)  and  four  (4)." 

Appeal  fro7n  Order  of  City  of  Waterbury  Relative  to  Location 
of  Tracks  on  Thomaston  Avenue. 
On  the  14th  day  of  JSTovember,  1907,  the  IN'ew  York,  iSTew 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  Company  presented  to  us  its 
appeal  from  an  order  of  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Waterbury  relative  to  the  location  of  electric  street 
railway  tracks  of  said  company  in  and  through  a  portion  of 
Thomaston  Avenue  in  said  city.  The  company  claimed  that 
the  City  of  Waterbury  purported  to  accept  the  plans  presented 
by  it,  but  made  certain  modifications  therein  which  said  com- 
pany claimed  were  illegal,  inequitable,  unreasonable,  and  be- 
yond the  powers  and  without  the  jurisdiction  of  said  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Aldermen  to  impose  and  did  not  constitute  legitimate 
modifications  of  said  plans.  The  approval,  as  issued  by  the 
city,  was  as  follows: 

1.  "  That  the  location  of  the  track  from  its  present  loca- 
tion at  Sheffield  Street,  northerly  to  a  point  about  three  hun- 
dred feet  north  of  Sprague  Street  shall  be  in  the  center  of 
Thomaston  Avenue  as  proposed  to  be  laid  out,  which  location  is 
substantially  as  shown  on  the  petitioner's  map." 

2.  "  That  the  location  of  the  track  turning  westerly  from 
the  street  and  entering  upon  a  private  right  of  way  shall  be 
substantially  as  shown  on  the  petitioner's  map." 

3.  "'  That  all  of  the  proposed  tracks  within  the  limits  of 
Thomaston  Avenue  shall  be  laid  to  grades  to  be  given  by  the 
City  Engineer,  which  grade  shall  be  substantially  the  proposed 
center  grade  of  the  said  avenue." 

4.  "  That  the  petitioner  shall  restore  the  macadam  pave- 
ment, bringing  it  to  the  new  grade  of  the  street.  The  width  of 
the  macadamized  roadway,  including  the  track,  shall  be  32  feet. 
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The  petitioner  shall  do  the  grading  incidental  to  such  mac- 
adamizing and  shall  do  all  the  necessary  grading  and  cobbling 
incidental  to  the  provision  of  three  feet  cobble  gutters  outside 
of  and  adjoining  the  macadamized  roadway." 

5.  "  The  petitioners  shall  provide  drains  and  inlets  to  take 
care  of  the  gutter  vi'^ater  where  the  track  turns  westerly  and 
enters  upon  private  right  of  way,  such  inlets  and  drains  to  be 
arranged  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Public  Works." 

6.  "  That  all  poles  to  be  erected  and  used  for  the  support 
of  wires  shall  be  of  wood,  of  neat  design,  and  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Works." 

T.  "  That  the  petitioner  shall  not  operate  its  cars  over 
that  portion  of  the  track  turning  westerly  from  the  center  line 
of  Thomaston  Avenue  and  crossing  the  westerly  half  of  said 
avenue  at  a  speed  greater  than  six  miles  per  hour  and  shall,  at 
its  own  expense,  maintain  an  electric  light  so  situated  as  to 
properly  light  that  portion  of  Thomaston  Avenue." 

8,  "  That  whenever  the  City  of  Waterbury  shall  decide 
to  pave  the  portion  of  Thomaston  Avenue  covered  by  this  peti- 
tion, with  a  permanent  pavement  to  be  kept  swept  and  cleaned, 
the  petitioner  shall  lay  all  the  track  included  in  this  petition 
with  grooved  rail  of  a  section  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Public  Works." 

The  railroad  company  appealed  from  specific  portions  of 
the  order  of  said  city,  and  set  forth  the  reasons  of  appeal  from 
each  of  said  portions  as  follows : 

a,.  "  Appeal  is  taken  from  that  portion  of  said  order 
marked  A  above,  because  said  order  is  inequitable,  unjust  and 
unreasonable  and  in  that  it  requires  your  petitioner  to  re-grade 
that  portion  of  Thomaston  Avenue  above  described  for  its  entire 
width  and  pave  the  same  with  macadam  pavement  and  to  grade 
and  cobble  3-foot  gutters  outside  of  and  adjoining  the  required 
macadamized  roadway  where  there  are  at  present  no  gutters." 

h.  "  Appeal  is  taken  from  that  portion  of  said  order 
marked  B  above,  because  the  designation  of  the  kind,  quality 
and  finish  of  the  poles  to  be  erected  and  used  for  the  support  of 
wires  is  without  the  jurisdiction  of  said  Mayor  and  Board  of 
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Aldermen  and  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  of  said 
city,  and  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  and  direction  of  your 
Honorable  Board,  and  said  order  is  therefore  in  derogation  of 
the  statutory  provisions  relating  to  such  matters." 

c.  "  Appeal  is  taken  from  that  portion  of  said  order 
marked  C  above,  because  said  order  is  unjust,  inequitable  and 
unreasonable,  and  purports  to  require  said  company  to  light 
said  highway  and  thereby  assume  an  obligation  imposed  on  said 
city  by  law." 

d.  "  Appeal  is  taken  from  that  portion  of  said  order 
marked  D  above,  because  the  designation  of  the  kind  and  quality 
of  track  to  be  used  and  the  method  of  construction  or  recon- 
struction of  sai'd  railway  is  without  the  jurisdiction  of  said 
Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  Public  Works  of  said  city,  and  within  the  exclusive  juris- 
diction and  direction  of  your  Honorable  Board,  and  said  order 
is  therefore  in  derogation  of  the  statutory  provisions  relating  to 
such  matters." 

The  petition  was  assigned  to  be  heard  at  our  office  ITovem- 
ber  2.5,  1907,  but  by  agreement  between  the  railroad  company 
and  the  City  of  Waterbury,  the  matter  has  been  indefinitely 
postponed,  pending,  as  we  understand,  negotiations  looking 
towards  an  amicable  settlement. 

The  Stafford  Springs  Street  Railway  Company. 
Appeal  from  Order  of  City  of  Rockville. 
On  October  18,  1906,  the  Stafford  Springs  Street  Railway 
Company  presented  to  us  its  petition  and  appeal  from  an  order 
of  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Rockville,  in 
the  matter  of  said  company's  application  for  a  layout  in  said 
city.  Said  city  accepted  the  plans  presented  by  the  railway 
company,  but  made  certain  modifications  therein,  from  T/h^!cIi 
the  railway  company  appealed.  The  conditions  imposed  by 
said  city  were  as  follows : 

(a)  "  The  said  railway  shall  be  on  the  single  track 
system." 

(&)  "  The  location  of  all  poles,  wires,  switches,  cross-overs 
and  fixtures  in  said  street  shall  be  changed  at  any  time  by  the 
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company  to  such  reasonable  places  as  such.  Mayor  and  Common 
Council  may  determine,  on  sixty  days  notice  from  them  in 
writing." 

(c)  "  All  overhead  trolley  wires  in  said  streets  shall  be  at 
least  twenty  feet  above  the  surface  of  the  street." 

{d)  "  All  trolley  poles  used  in  and  upon  said  streets  shall 
be  straight  sawed  poles,  at  least  nine  inches  square  at  top  of 
ground  with  corners  chamfered  off  back  one  inch  on  each  face." 

Under  the  head  "  Damages,"  that, 

(e)  "  The  company  shall  pay  all  damages  to  private  prop- 
erty caused  by  any  change  of  grade  of  the  streets  or  any  of 
them,  or  otherwise  caused,  all  because  of  the  construction  or 
maintaining  of  said  railroad  in  said  streets,  but  permission  is 
not  given  to  change  any  of  such  grades;  such  company  shall 
save  the  city  harmless  from  any  such  damage  and  shall  save  the 
city  harmless  from  all  loss  or  da-mage,  including  that  occasioned 
by  electric  currents  to  underground  pipes,  which  the  city  might 
suffer,  especially  by  reason  of  the  operation  of  the  railway  in 
any  of  the  streets ;  and  in  case  it  shall .  become  necessary  or 
proper  to  molest  or  move  any  gas,  water,  or  other  pipes,  or  to 
alter  any  bridge  or  culvert  in  said  streets  (although  permission 
is  not  hereby  given  to  do  so)  the  same  shall  be  replaced  and  put 
in  good  condition  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City  Government." 

Under  the  head,  "  Pavement  and  its  Repair,"  that, 

(/)  "  And  the  pavement  or  material  for  that  part  of  such 
highv/ays,  which  it  is  the  duty  of  said  company  to  keep  in  re- 
pair, is  hereby  required  (except  as  herein  stipulated  in  Item  A 
to  Item  G,  inclusive)  to  be  of  good  and  suitable  macadam,  to 
be  put  in  by  the  company  when  the  tracks  are  laid,  and  always 
maintained  by  said  company  of  suitable  material  and  laid  and 
maintained  in  a  good  and  substantial  manner  at  the  expense  of 
the  company." 

Under  the  head,  "  ISTo  Reasonable  Hindrance:  Due  Dili- 
gence, etc.,"  that, 

{g)  "  The  company  shall,  before  any  work  is  commenced 
on  said  railway  in  the  city,  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond 
with  surety  to  the  city  in  the  penal  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dol- 
lars ($10,000)  conditioned  that  it  will  save  the  city  harmless 
from  all  loss  and  damage  on  account  of  the  construction  of  said 
railway  in  said  city,  the  bond  to  be  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Mayor  and  Common  Council  as  aforesaid." 
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Under  the  head,  "  Time  Limit/'  that, 

(h)  "  All  work  and  the  road  within  the  limits  of  said 
streets  of  the  City  of  Rockville  shall  be  completed  on  or  before 
September  15,  1907 ;  otherwise  this  order  and  resolution  shall 
thereupon  end  and  terminate  and  be  of  no  further  effect." 

Under  the  head,  "  Acceptance  of  Modification,"  that, 

(i)  "  The  company  shall,  before  it  commences  construc- 
tion work  in  said  streets,  deliver  to  the  Mayor  of  Eockville,  a 
written  acceptance  of  this  permit  as  modified  by  the  foregoing 
limitation,  conditions  and  requirements." 

The  appeal  was  heard  on  the  16th  day  of  January,  1907, 
and  on  March  7,  1907,  we  found  that  it  was  equitable  and 
ordered  and  directed  that  the  railway  company  might  lay  its 
single  track  with  switches  and  turnouts  on  the  streets  within 
the  City  of  Rockville  according  to  plans  filed  in  this  office,  sub- 
ject to  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Mayor  and  Court  of  Com- 
mon Council  of  said  city,  except  as  modified  as  follows : 

"  Condition  (a)  is  immaterial  because  the  plans  submitted  to 
the  city  called  for  only  a  single  track  system. 

"  (&)   is  a  question  of  relocation,  which  is  provided 

for  by  statute,  and  we  do  not  deem  the  condi- 
tion imposed  equitable. 

''  (c)   we  deem  it  equitable  that  said  condition  shall 

read  '  all  overhead  trolley  wires  in  said 
streets  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  feet  above 
the  surface  of  the  street,  and  not  twenty 
feet,  as  prescribed  by  the  Mayor  and  Court 
of  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Rock- 
ville. 

"  (d)   is  a  matter  for  this  Board  to  pass  upon  in  its 

approval  of  the  method  of  construction. 

"  (e)   we  deem  equitable  when  modified,  and  we  do 

order  and  direct  that  it  be  modified  as  fol- 
lows :  After  the  word  '  streets '  insert : 
'  said  loss,  cost  and  damage  be  determined 
by  the  judgment  of  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

"  (f)   ^^  deem  equitable. 

"  (9)   "^®  deem  equitable. 

"  (h)   we   deem  equitable  to  modify  to  read  '  All 

work  within  the  limits  of  said  streets  of  the 
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City  of  Rockville  shall  be  performed  and 
completed  with  due  diligence  on  the  part  of 
The  Stafford  Springs  Street  Railway  Com- 
pany.' 
*'  Condition  (i)  we  deem  an  inequitable  requirement,  believ- 
ing that  in  the  Central  Railway  and  Electric 
Company's  appeal  (67th  Conn.)  the  courts 
have  so  decided." 

We,  therefore,  deemed  it  equitable  and  did  find,  order  and 
direct  that  the  petitioner  might  lay  its  single  track  with  switches 
and  turnouts  on  the  street  within  the  City  of  Rockville  accord- 
ing to  plans  on  file  in  this  office,  subject,  however,  to  the  condi- 
tions imposed  by  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  Rockville,  except  as  such  conditions  were  jnodified  by  us. 

OPERATION    OF    STREET    RAILWAY    LINES    TO    ACCOMMODATE 

PUBLIC. 

Petition  of  Town  of  Suffield  Ashing  that  Hartford  &  Spi'ingfield 
Street  Railway  Company  Be  Required  to  Provide  Better  Service. 

On  October  1,  1907,  the  Town  of  Suffield,  by  its  Selectmen, 
presented  a  petition,  under  Chapter  225  passed  at  the  Legis- 
lature of  January,  1907,  which  act  conferred  upon  the  rail- 
road commissioners  the  power  to  make  orders  relative  to  the 
operation  of  street  railways.  The  town  in  its  petition  claimed 
tliat  the  Hartford  &  Springfield  Street  Railway  Company  did 
not  run  its  cars  at  intervals  sufficient  to  accommodate  the  public 
and  neglected  to  make  proper  connections  with  the  railway  of 
another  company.     The  statute  referred  to  reads  as  follows : 

"  Section  1.  Every  company  owning  or  operating  a  street 
railway  shall  so  operate  such  railway  and  run  its  cars  thereon 
as  to  afford  reasonable  facilities  for  passengers  and  for  re- 
ceiving passengers  and  delivering  passengers  to  other  street 
railways  connecting  with  such  railway. 

"  Sec.  2.  The  selectmen  of  any  town,  the  mayor  and  com- 
mon council  of  any  city,  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  any 
borough,  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  the  neglect  or  refusal  of 
any  such  company  or  companies  operating  street  railways  within 
the  limits  of  such  town,  city,  or  borough  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act,  may  bring  a  petition  in 
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writing  to  the  railroad  commissioners  alleging  such  neglect  or 
refusal.  Said  commissioners  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  time 
and  place  for  hearing  such  petition  and  give  reasonable  notice 
thereof  to  the  petitioner  and  to  such  company  or  companies. 
After  such  hearing  the  commissioners  shall  make  such  orders 
as  they  deem  reasonable  and  equitable  and  shall  communicate 
their  decision  to  the  petitioner  and  to  such  company  or  com- 
panies within  twenty  days  after  final  hearing.  Every  such 
company  failing  to  comply  with  such  order  within  ten  days 
after  receiving  notice  of  such  decision  shall  forfeit  lifty  dollars 
to  the  state  for  each  thirty  days  of  such  noncompliance  after 
the  expiration  of  said  ten  days. 

"  Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage." 

The  petition  was  assigned  for  hearing  ISTovember  13,  1907, 
but  postponed  to  IN'ovember  25,  1907,  when  the  petitioners  and 
the  railway  company  appeared  and  were  fully  and  finally 
heard. 

The  petition  was  very  carefully  considered,  after  presenta- 
tion by  the  railway  company  of  statistics  showing  the  results 
of  operation  of  its  road  during  certain  months  in  the  year,  and 
testimony  offered  by  the  attorney  representing  the  Town  of 
Suffield,  and  other  parties,  residents  of  Suffield  and  Windsor 
Locks.  On  December  7,  1907,  we  issued  our  finding  as 
follows : 

"  At  said  hearing  a  large  number  of  the  prominent  citizens 
of  the  Towns  of  Suffield  and  Windsor  Locks  appeared  and  were 
heard  concerning  the  unsatisfactory  character  of  the  service  of 
the  Hartford  &  Springfield  Street  Railway  Company  in  occa- 
sionally failing  to  make  proper  connections  with  connecting 
lines  and  in  furnishing  continuous  passage  between  the  Cities 
of  Hartford  and  Springfield;  also  as  to  the  public  need  of  a 
half  hour  service  to  correspond  with  a  similar  service  rendered 
by  the  lines  with  which  it  connects  at  Windsor  and  Suffield, 
claiming  that  an  hourly  service  from  October  first  to  April  first 
would  not  furnish  reasonable  accommodations  for  the  public 
travel  to  and  from  the  Town  of  Suffield  during  that  portion  of 
the  year.  The  officers  of  the  company  admitted  that  the  ser- 
vice was  not  satisfactory  to  them,  owing  to  their  inability  here- 
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tofore  to  make  proper  arrangements  for  the  interchange  of 
traffic  with  the  officials  of  the  connecting  lines,  but  that  negotia- 
tions to  that  end  were  now  in  progress  which  they  predicted 
would  result  in  a  more  uniform  and  satisfactory  service  .than 
had  been  possible  heretofore  under  the  conditions  then  existing, 
and  asking  the  public  to  give  them  an  opportunity  to  prove  the 
accuracy  of  this  prediction.  The  company  also  claimed  that 
the  amount  of  travel  over  its  line  into  and  out  of  Suffield  from 
October  first  to  April  first  was  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of 
a  half  hour  service,  and  in  support  of  this  claim  it  presented 
a  record  of  the  actual  amount  of  travel  over  its  line  originating 
in  the  Town  of  Suffield  under  a  half  hour  service  for  a  peiriod 
of  twelve  days  from  N^ovember  7  to  ISTovember  18,  1907,  in- 
clusive, whereby  it  was  shown  that  the  average  number  of  such 
passengers  per  trip  was  3.73  for  seventy-six  trips  each  week 
day  and  sixty-eight  trips  each  Sunday.  It  also  presented  other 
statements  showing  the  total  receipts  and  expenses  under  an 
hour  and  a  half  hour  service  during  various  months  in  1904j 
1905,  and  1906,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  half  hour 
service  was  not  remunerative.  It  also  appeared  in  evidence 
that  the  half  hour  service  of  the  Suffield  Street  Railway  was 
maintained  at  a  loss  during  the  winter  months.  In  view  of 
the  various  facts  presented  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  all  roads  to  furnish  reasonable  facilities  for  the  inter- 
change of  the  traffic  of  any  connecting  road;  or,  what  is  still 
better,  to  furnish  continuous  passage  for  the  traffic  of  one  road 
over  any  connecting  road  to  its  destination,  and  we  think  the 
roads  so  connecting  the  Cities  of  Hartford  and  Springfield 
should  furnish  such  continuous  passage  between  these  cities  and 
not  turn  a  car  load  of  passengers  out  in  the  dark  and  storm  at 
eleven  o'clock  at  night  at  the  connecting  point  with  the  Suffield 
road,  there  to  await  the  arrival  of  another  car  to  take  the  pas- 
sengers the  balance  of  their  journey.  We  know  that  the  service 
of  the  best  managed  roads  is  sometimes  interrupted  and  we  are 
glad  to  believe  that  such  a  ease  as  the  one  brought  out  in  evi- 
dence is  exceptional.  The  other  question  presented  in  this 
petition,  viz.,  what  constitutes  a  reasonable  service  which  the 
public  has  a  right  to  expect  from  a  public  service  corporation, 
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is  more  difficult  to  determine.  In  the  opinion  of  the  peti- 
tioners and  most  of  the  witnesses  introduced  in  support  of  the 
petition  an  hourly  service  is  inadequate  for  the  proper  accom- 
modation of  the  public,  but  a  half  hour  service  would  be 
reasonable  and  satisfactory.  If  the  desire  to  gratify  the  wishes 
of  those  who  appeared  at  the  hearing  was  the  only  considera- 
tion that  should  control  our  action  in  this  case,  then  our  duty 
would  be  easy  and  agreeable,  but  if  it  is  our  desire  to  render 
equal  and  exact  justice  to  the  public  on  the  one  hand  and  the 
corporation  on  the  other  hand,  then  our  duty  becomes  more 
difficult  and  serious.  Some  well  established  general  principle 
must  guide  us  in  the  determination  of  all  such  cases  as  the  one 
here  presented.  We  think  it  will  be  generally  admitted  that 
the  facilities  which  a  common  carrier  is  bound  to  furnish  the 
public  should  be  proportionate  to  the  amount  of  traffic  handled. 
Also  that  the  use  which  the  public  makes  of  any  service  is  a 
sure  indication  of  the  extent  of  the  public  need  of  such  a  service. 
To  a  certain  extent,  the  same  business  principles  apply  to  the 
operation  of  a  street  railway  as  to  all  other  kinds  of  business. 
If  the  cost  of  furnishing  a  service  exceeds  the  income  derived 
therefrom,  a  receivership  is  the  only  ultimate  outcome  of  such 
operation.  We  think  it  is  difficult  to  require  a  corporation  to 
render  a  public  service  for  which  it  does  not  receive  a  reason- 
able and  just  compensation.  It  may  be  the  duty  of  a  pros- 
perous corporation  to  operate  an  unprofitable  branch  when  the 
profits  of  the  whole  system  are  sufficient  to  pay  the  loss  resulting 
from  such  operation." 

"  The  evidence  conclusively  shows  that  this  is  not  such  a 
case.  The  Hartford  &  Springfield  Street  Kailway  Company  is 
not  a  prosperous  corporation.  Under  the  most  economical 
management  it  is  barely  able  to  pay  operating  expenses  and 
fixed  charges,  and  $500,000  invested  in  the  road  has  received 
but  one  dividend  of  two  per  cent,  since  the  construction  of  the 
road.  In  this  case  the  company  is  willing  to  furnish  semi- 
hourly  service  during  the  six  summer  months  and  an  hourly  ser- 
vice during  the  six  winter  months.  To  force  the  company  to 
furnish  a  half  hour  service  during  the  entire  year  on  its  whole 
line  will  cost  more  than  it  receives ;  furthermore  the  amount  of 
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patronage  contributed  by  the  Town  of  SufEeld  to  the  balf  bom- 
trips  in  November  does  not  indicate  any  great  public  need  of 
such  a  frequent  service." 

"  Now,  therefore,  we  deem  it  reasonable  and  equitable,  and 
we  do  hereby  order  and  direct,  the  said  Hartford  &  Springfield 
Street  Railway  Company  to  make  and  perfect  such  traffic  ar- 
rangements with  its  connecting  lines  as  will  insure  the  con- 
tinuous passage  of  its  traffic  between  the  Cities  of  Hartford 
and  Springfield,  through  the  Town  of  Suffield,  and  in  case  of 
its  inability  to  effect  such  an  arrangement  to  notify  us  of  the 
fact." 

"  We  also  order  and  direct  the  said  Hartford  &  Springfield 
Street  Railway  Company  from  the  first  of  April  to  the  first  of 
November  in  each  year  to  operate  its  cars  between  its  junction 
with  the  Hartford  Street  Railway,  formerly,  so-called,  in  the 
Town  of  Windsor,  and  its  junction  with  the  Suffield  Street  Rail- 
way, formerly,  so-called,  in  the  Town  of  Suffield,  upon  a  half 
hour  schedule ;  and  from  the  first  day  of  November  to  the  first 
day  of  April  upon  a  schedule  giving  at  least  an  hourly  service." 

"  This  order  to  take  effect  immediately  and  remain  in  force 
until  otherwise  ordered." 


TAKING  OF  LAND. 

NEW  HAVEN. 
Belonging  to  Patrick  Regan. 

On  June  7,  1907,  The  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  asked  for  the  approval  of  the  taking  of  land 
in  the  town  of  New  Haven,  belonging  to  Patrick  Regan,  the 
necessity  for  such  taking  being  for  the  purpose  of  improving  its 
street  railway  line  in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  and  of  construct- 
ing an  additional  track.  After  hearing  had,  we  approved,  on 
June  12,  1907,  of  the  taking  of  snch  real  estate  as  described 
in  said  petition. 

On  January  18,  1907,  upon  petition  received  from  the  Staf- 
ford Springs  Street  Railway  Company,  we  issued  a  finding  ap- 
proving of  the  location  of  said  railway  in  the  town  of  Tolland 
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and  prescribing  the  limits  within  which  real  estate  might  be 
taken  for  the  purposes  of  said  railway. 

This  approval  included  a  piece  of  real  estate  belonging  to 
one  William  B.  Martin,  who  appealed  from  our  decision,  and  on  . 
July  9,  1907,  the  said  railway  company,  having  adopted  a  differ- 
ent layout  of  its  railway  and  the  appeal  of  said  Martin  having 
been  withdrawn,  said  company  petitioned  that  our  order  of 
January  18,  1907,  be  annulled  so  far  as  it  affected  the  land  of 
said  William  B.  Martin,  and  on  July  22d,  we  issued  our  find- 
ing to  that  effect. 

NORWICH. 
Belonging  to  John  J.  and  Wm.  A.  8omers. 

On  June  7,  1907,  The  IRew  York,  E"ew  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  petitioned  this  board  asking  for  the  ap- 
proval of  the  taking  of  real  estate  in  the  town  of  ISTorwich  belong- 
ing to  John  J.  and  Wm.  A.  Somers,  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
its  street  railway  line  within  said  town  and  of  constructing  an 
additional  track. 

The  petition  was  heard,  and  on  June  19,  1907,  we  ap- 
proved of  the  taking  of  the  land  asked  for  and  as  described  in 

said  petition. 

MIDDLEBURY. 

Belonging  to  Edward  E.  Stevens. 

On  October  7,  1907,  the  ISTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hart- 
ford Railroad  Company  as  the  owner  of  the  property,  rights 
and  franchises  of  the  Woodbury  and  Waterbury  Street  Rail- 
way Company,  petitioned  for  our  approval  of  the  taking  of  a 
certain  parcel  of  land  belonging  to  Mr.  Edward  E.  Stevens, 
in  the  town  of  Middlebury,  claiming  that  same  was  necessary , 
for  public  convenience  in  the  construction  of  said  railway  in 
said  town.  The  petition  was  assigned  for  hearing  October  22, 
1907,  but  postponed  from  time  to  time  until  October  29,  when 
said  parties  appeared  and  were  heard. 

The  attorney  for  the  railway  company  claimed  that  the 
!N"ew  York,  E^ew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  hav- 
ing been  merged  with  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company, 
which  latter  company  formerly  owned  the  property,  rights,  and 
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franchises  of  tlie  Woodbury  and  Waterbury  Street  Kailway 
Company,  had  the  right  under  Chapter  6  of  the  charter  of  the 
Consolidated  Eailway  Company  to  take  "  with  the  approval  of 
the  railroad  commissioners,  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
3687  of  the  General  Statutes,  real  estate." 

The  attorney  for  Mr.  Stevens  claimed  that  the  railroad 
company's  petition  was  not  properly  before  this  board,  by 
reason  of  the  fact,  that  under  the  statute  to  which  the  attorney 
of  the  steam  railroad  company  referred  allowing  the  taking  of 
land,  such  taking  could  not  be  accomplished  until  the  layout 
of  a  railroad  or  railway  had  been  approved  by  the  railroad  com- 
missioners, and  reasonable  notice  given  to  all  persons  having  an 
interest  in  real  estate  to  be  taken  for  such  purpose. 

On  ISFovember  6,  1907,  after  careful  consideration  of  the 
claims  made  by  both  parties,  we  issued  the  following  finding : 

"  The  petitioner  asks  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
to  approve  the  taking  of  land  of  Edward  E.  Stevens,  in  the 
town  of  Middlebury  for  the  construction  of  its  railway.  The 
charter  right  to  build  such  railway  was  granted  to  the  Wood- 
bury and  Waterbury  Street  Railway  Company,  and  has  been 
acquired  and  is  now  possessed  by  the  N^ew  York,  'New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad  Company.  The  petition  is  brought 
under  section  6  of  the  charter  of  the  Consolidated  Railway 
Company,  -granted  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1905,  which 
charter  rights  are  now  possessed  by  the  corporation  known  as 
the  JSTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company." 

"  Without  entering  into  the  legal  problems  discussed  by  the 
petitioner  and  the  attorney  for  Mr.  Stevens,  we  believe  that 
the  words : 

"  The  corporation  whose  charter  is  herein  amended  shall.j 
for  the  sake  of  the  convenience  of  the  public,  have  the  right  to 
take,  with  the  approval  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  in  the 
manner  provided  in  section  3687  of  .the  General  Statutes,  real 
estate,  including  lands  .  .  .  leave  with  the  board  a  discrimi- 
nating power  as  to  the  approval  of  the  taking  of  land,  and  that 
we  should  not  exercise  that  power  without  the  petitioner  first 
files  with  us  a  map  showing  the  location  of  the  proposed  line 
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of  railway  and  proves  that  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  its 
line  within  its  chartered  limits,  and  in  the  most  feasible  way, 
it  is  necessary  to  take  private  lands  within  defined  limits." 

"  We  therefore  do  not  approve  the  taking  of  the  land  asked 
for  in  the  petition,  but  the  petitioner  may  file  a  new  petition, 
or  amend  its  present  one,  and  file  maps  showing  the  location  of 
its  railway,  and  a  further  hearing  will  be  granted." 

On  ISTovember  12,  1907,  the  ISTew  York,  N^ew  Haven  and 
Hartford  Kailroad  Company  therefore  brought  its  further 
petition,  asking  that  we  approve  of  its  layout  on  private  land 
in  said  tovwi  and  on  December  27,  1907,  we  issued  our  finding 
to  the  effect  that  it  having  been  shown  by  competent  testimony 
that  the  proposed  location  was  feasible,  suitable  and  proper,  we 
approved  of  said  layout  on  said  private  land  as  described  in  said 
petition. 

Thereupon,  on  December  28,  1907,  the  ISTew  York,  'New 
Haven  and  Hartford  Kailroad  Company  petitioned  asking  this 
board  to  approve  the  taking  of  the  land  of  Mr.  Stevens,  de- 
scribed in  said  original  petition,  dated  October  7tli,  1907. 
This  latter  petition  has  been  assigned  for  hearing  January  2, 
1908. 

APPROVAL  OF  LOCATION  AND  TAKING  OF  LAND. 

Stafford  Springs  Street  Raihvay  Company  in  Towns  of  Staf- 
ford, Ellington  and  Tolland. 
On  January  2,  1907,  the  Stafford  Springs  Street  Rail- 
way Company  presented  its  application  asking  that  we  ap- 
prove of  its  proposed  location  in  the  towns  of  Stafford,  Elling- 
ton and  Tolland,  and  that  we  prescribe  the  limits  within  which 
real  estate  should  be  taken  for  its  said  railway.  On  January 
18,  1907,  we  approved  of  said  layout  and  of  the  taking  of 
land  belonging  to  the  Middle  River  Manufacturing  Company 
and  the  Eastern  Connecticut  Realty  Company  in  the  town  of 
Stafford;  that  of  Louis  C.  Edwards  and  Marshall  E.  Charter 
in  the  town  of  Ellington,  and  that  of  William  B.  Martin  and 
Maria  Eaton  and  Louis  and  Elizabeth  Ott  in  the  town  of 
Tolland,  as  delineated  and  shown  on  blue-prints  on  file  in  this 
ofl&ce. 
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The  Consolidated  Railway  Company. 
■     BRANFORD. 

On  December  15,  1906,  the  Consolidated  Railway  Com- 
pany presented  a  petition  asking  that  our  approval  dated 
June  12,  1906,  of  the  layout  and  method  of  construction  of 
its  extension  in  the  town  of  Branford  be  modified  so  that  the 
railway  when  constructed  might  pass  over  instead  of  under  the 
highway  running  easterly  from  the  Swedish  cemetery  in  said 
town.  On  January  2,  1907,  it  appearing  that  the  selectmen 
of  said  town  had  agreed  with  said  railway  that  said  highway 
should  be  depressed  and  carried  under  the  tracks  of  the  pro- 
posed street  railway  instead  of  at  grade,  we  approved  of  said 
agreement  and  change,  so  far  as  it  came  within  our  jurisdic- 
tion, and  also  approved  of  the  change  in  method  of  construc- 
tion made  necessary  thereby. 

VESTIBULES. 

On  February  27,  1907,  we  issued  an  order  to  the  Con- 
solidated Railway  Company,  which  company  operates  the  lines 
formerly  known  as  and  operated  by  the  I^orwalk  Tramway  and 
the  ISTorwalk  Street  Railway  Companies  in  ISTorwalk  and  South 
ISTorwalk,  to  vestibule  on  or  before  December  1,  1907,  the 
platforms  of  all  cars  used  on  said  lines  during  the  months  of 
December,  January,  February  and  March  of  each  year, 

FENDERS. 

The  city  of  !N^ew  Haven  on  November  18,  1907,  brought 
its  petition  to  this  board  asking  that  we  investigate  the  subject 
of  fenders  now  being  used  in  I^ew  Haven,  and  if,  in  our  judg- 
ment, changes  were  desired,  to  make  such  order  as  we  might 
deem  necessary.  Pursuant  to  this  request  on  the  10th  day  of 
December,  1907,  we  met  in  'Ne'w  Haven  and  gave  a  hearing, 
when  the  corporation  counsel  of  ISTew  Haven  and  many  citizens 
of  that  city  appeared  and  were  heard  and  the  railroad  company 
appeared  by  its  attorney  and  officers  and  also  submitted  testi- 
mony of  men  experienced  in  street  railway  operations  in  other 
cities.     The  evidence  showed  that  at  this  time  no  particular 
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fender  could  be  positively  recommended  for  use  that  would  ac- 
complish the  purposes  desired  by  the  citizens  of  l^ew  Haven, 
the  railroad  company  and  this  board.  It  was  shown  that  after 
years  of  experiments  no  fender  had  yet  been  devised  which 
would  meet  the  varying  requirements  of  different  climates, 
streets  and  local  situations.  Extensive  experiments  are  now 
being  made  with  various  fenders,  and  this  board  will  keep  itself 
acquainted  with  the  results  of  such  experiments  and  at  such 
time  (which  we  hope  will  be  in  the  near  future),  as  a  fender  is 
devised  which  we  can  positively  endorse,  we  will  make  such 
orders  as  are  necessary  to  protect  the  safety  of  other  users  of 
the  public  highways. 

ANlSrUAi  INSPECTION. 

The  street  railways  were  examined  by  this  board  during 
the  months  of  May  and  June  last,  and  were  generally  found  in 
good  condition. 

MILEAGE  OP  STREET  RAILWAYS. 

The  mileage  of  the  street  railways  is  reported  as  follows: 
Length  of  road  owned,  first  main  track,  637.365  miles;  length 
of  second  main  track  owned,  129.192  miles;  total  length  of 
main  tracks  owned,  766.557  miles;  length  of  sidings  and 
turnouts  owned,  33.424  miles;  total  computed  as  single  track 
owned,  799.981  miles. 

CAPITAL    STOCK. 

The  capital  stock  outstanding  of  the  twelve  street  railway 
companies,  not  including  that  owned  by  the  'N.  Y.,  !N".  H.  & 
H.  Eailroad  Company,  is  $21,340,400.00,  representing  370.218 
miles  of  main  line  owned,  amounting  to  $57,642.79  per  mile 
of  single  main  track  owned.  It  will  be  observed  that  $17,- 
120,100.00  of  this  stock  represents  202.222  miles  of  the  Con- 
necticut Railway  and  Lighting  Company's  leased  properties,  in- 
cluding gas  and  electric  lighting  plants.  The  mileage  owned 
by  the  K.  Y.,  E".  H.  &  H.  Railroad  Company,  not  included  in 
the  above  statement,  is  396.339  miles  of  main  line  owned. 
6 
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BONDS  ISSUED. 

The  total  bonded  debt  of  the  street  railway  companies,  not 
including  the  396.339  miles  owned  by  the  I^.  Y.,  N".  H.  &  H. 
Railroad  Company,  is  $17,052,078.36,  being  $46,158.68  per 
mile  of  single  track  owned.  It  will  be  seen  that  $13,466,078.36 
of  the  foregoing  is  the  bonded  debt  of  the  Connecticut  Rail- 
way and  Lighting  Company,  and  the  bonded  debt  of  what  was 
formerly  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company  is  now  included 
in  the  report  of  the  N^.  Y.,  iST.  H.  &  H.  Railroad  Company. 

FLOATING   INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  floating  indebtedness  of  nine  of  the  companies,  repre- 
senting 167.201  miles,  is  $716,466.69,  being  $4,285.06  per 
Miile.  The  Connecticut  Railway  and  Lighting  Company  reports 
no  floating  debt.  The  total  stock,  bonds  and  floating  debt  of 
the  companies  is  $39,108,945.05,  of  which  sum  $30,586,178.36 
is  the  stock,  bonds  and  floating  debt  of  the  Connecticut  Railway 
and  Lighting  Company,  and  the  balance,  $8,522,766.69,  be- 
longs to  eleven  other  companies,  having  a  mileage  of  167.996 
single  main  track  miles. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  cost  of  construction  and  equipment,  excluding  the  lines 
owned  by  the  JSTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad 
Company  is  $40,140,917.78,  representing  the  cost  of  370.218 
miles  of  single  main  track.  Of  this  amount,  $717,397.18  and 
$31,878,800.15  represents  the  cost  of  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  the  Bristol  &  Plainfield  Tramway  Company  and  the 
Connecticut  Railway  and  Lighting  Company,  respectively,  in- 
cluding gas  and  electric  light  properties  and  representing  12.876 
and  202.222  miles  of  single  main  track,  respectively.  The 
balance,  $7,544,720.45,  is  the  cost  of  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  155.120  miles  of  single  main  track  of  the  remaining 
lines. 

GROSS  EARNINGS. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  companies  for  the  past  year  were 
$6,813,686.14,  an  increase  of  $464,483.83  over  the  earnings 
of  the  previous  year.     The  gross  earnings  per  mile  operated

were  $8,738.10,  per  mile  run  $0.2461,  and  per  ear  hour  $2,313. 
The  largest  gross  earnings  per  mile  operated  were  $8,775.45 
by  the  Consolidated  Railway  Company,^ and  $8,138.07  by  the 
Danbury  &  Bethel  Street  Railway  Company. 

OPERATING  EXPENSES. 

The  operating  expenses  were  $4,521,072.50,  an  increase  of 
$725,378.39  over  the  previous  year,  and  were  $5,797.98  per 
mile  operated,  $0.1633  per  mile  run,  and  1.535  per  car  hour. 
The  operating  expenses  were  66.35  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
earnings. 

NET  EARNINGS. 

The  net  earnings  of  the  year  were  $2,292,613.64,  a  decrease 
of  $265,988.50  from  the  net  earnings  of  the  previous  year. 
The  net  earnings  per  mile  operated  were  $2,940.12,  per  mile 
run,  $0.0828,  and  per  car  hour,  $0,778,  all  less  than  for  the 
previous  year. 

DIVIDENDS. 

Dividends  have  been  paid,  amounting  to  $1,003,296.04,  by 
seven  of  the  twelve  companies.  Of  this  amount  the  Bristol 
&  Plainville  Tramway  Company  paid  $15,000.00 ;  the  Con- 
necticut Railway  and  Lighting  Company,  $741,640.19;  the 
Consolidated  Railway  Company,  $200,000.00;  the  Danbury  & 
Bethel  Street  Railway  Company,  $12,800.00;  the  Groton  & 
Stonington  Street  Railway  Company,  $15,000.00 ;  the  Hart- 
ford &  Springfield  Street  Railway  Company,  $14,855.85,  and 
the  West  Shore  Railway  Company,  $4,000.00 

INTEREST. 

The  amount  of  interest  paid  was  $2,146,747.74,  compared 
with  $1,725,615.71  paid  the  previous  year. 

,   TAXES. 

The  amount  of  taxes  paid  state  was  $343,266.24,  compared 
with  $295,892.53  paid  last  year. 

MILES  RUN. 

The  total  number  of  miles  run  was  27,690,113;  gross  earn- 
ings per  mile  run,  $0.2461 ;  operating  expenses,  $0.1633,  and 
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net  earnings,  $0.0828.  The  number  of  miles  run  was  1,593,- 
803  more  than  the  previous  year,  the  gross  earnings  were 
slightly  increased,  the  operating  expenses  nearly  two  cents  a 
mile  more  and  the  net  earnings  about  a  cent  and  one-half  less. 

PASSENGERS  CARRIED. 

The  number  of  fare  passengers  carried  was  127,701,425, 
an  increase  of  6,378,519  over  the  number  transported  last  year, 
and  compared  with  76,687,838  carried  by  the  steam  railroads. 
The  number  of  fare  passengers  carried  per  mile  of  main  track 
operated  was  163,769,  and  the  number  per  mile  run  4.64. 

EMPLOYEES. 

The  number  of  employees  was  5,230,  an  increase  of  1,415, 
averaging  about  6.8  per  mile  operated. 

ACCIDENTS. 

The  number  of  persons  injured  in  the  operation  of  the 
street  railways  during  the  past  year  was  1,439,  compared  with 
756  for  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  nearly  100  per  cent. 
The  number  of  persons  killed  was  51,  compared  with  34  for 
the  previous  year,  an  increase  of  50  per  cent.

Statute  Laws  Passed  at  the  January,  190T,  Session  of 
THE  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Connecticut. 


CHAPTER  124. 

An  Act  amending  an  Act  concerning  the  Operation  of  Railroads 

by  Electricity. 

Section  3697  of  the  general  statutes  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

Any  railroad  company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
state  may  operate  its  railroad,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  electri- 
city; provided,  however,  that  no  part  of  a  railroad  to  be 
operated  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  opened  for 
public  travel  unless  the  company  operating  the  same  shall  have 
first  obtained  a  certificate  signed  by  the  railroad  commissioners 
that  such  railroad  or  part  thereof  is  in  a  suitable  and  safe  condi- 
tion. 

CHAPTER  125. 
An  Act  concerning  Railroad  Signals. 

IsTo  railroad  company  operating  a  railroad  in  this  state  shall 
change  the  character  of  its  system  of  signals,  either  as  to  color 
or  otherwise,  until  the  railroad  commissioners,  after  notice  and 
hearing  had,  shall  have  given  their  written  approval  of  such 
change. 

CHAPTER  224. 

An  Act  concerning  Obstruction  of  View  of  Railroad  Tracks 
adjoining  Grade  Crossings. 
Section  1.  If  the  view  of  that  portion  of  the  tracks  of 
any  railroad,  crossing  a  highway  at  grade,  which  adjoins  such 
crossing  is  obstructed  by  trees,  shrubbery,  embankments  of 
earth,  or  structures  of  any  kind,   the  railroad  commissioners 
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may,  after  a  hearing  liad  upon  such  notice  as  they  deem  reason- 
able to  the  company  or  companies  owning  or  operating  such 
railroad  or  railroads  and  to  the  selectmen  of  the  town,  mayor 
of  the  city,  or  warden  of  the  borough  wherein  such  crossing  is 
situated,  and  to  the  owners  of  the  land  adjoining  such  crossing, 
make  such  orders  for  or  concerning  the  removal  of  any  such 
obstruction  as  will  afford  an  unobstructed  view  of  said  railroad 
tracks  and  said  highway  for  a  distance  of  at  least  one  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  in  each  direction  from  said  crossing.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  act,  land  or  easements  in  land  may  be  taken  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  taking  of  land  by  railroad 
companies;  all  orders  of  the  railroad  commissioners  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  specifically  set  forth  the  limits 
within  which  land  may  be  taken,  and  the  nature,  purposes,  and 
specific  limits  of  the  easements  so  authorized  to  be  taken  by 
virtue  of  this  act.  The  whole  expense  occasioned  by  any  order 
of  said  commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  borne  and  paid  by  such  railroad  company. 

Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  section  3718  of  the  general 
statutes  relating  to  appeals  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  this 
act. 

CHAPTER  225. 

Au  Act  concerning  Facilities  for  Passengers  of  Street  Railway 

Companies. 

Section  1.  Every  company  owning  or  operating  a  street 
railway  shall  so  operate  such  railway  and  run  its  cars  thereon 
as  to  afford  reasonable  facilities  for  passengers  and  for  receiv- 
ing passengers  from  and  delivering  passengers  to  other  street 
railways  connecting  with  such  railway. 

Sec.  2.  The  selectmen  of  any  town,  the  mayor  and  com- 
mon council  of  any  city,  or  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  any 
borough,  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  the  neglect  or  refusal  of 
any  such  company  or  companies  operating  street  railways 
within  the  limits  of  such  town,  city  or  borough  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act,  may  bring  a  petition 
in  writing  to  the  railroad  commissioners  alleging  such  neglect 
or  refusal.     Said  commissioners  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  time 
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and  place  for  hearing  such  petition  and  give  reasonable  notice 
thereof  to  the  petitioner  and  to  such  company  or  companies. 
After  such  hearing  the  commissioners  shall  make  such  orders  as 
they  deem  reasonable  and  equitable  and  shall  communicate 
their  decision  to  the  petitioner  and  to  such  company  or  com- 
panies within  twenty  days  after  final  hearing.  Every  such 
company '  failing  to  comply  with  such  order  within  ten  days 
after  receiving  notice  of  such  decision  shall  forfeit  fifty  dollars 
to  the  state  for  each  thirty  days  of  such  noncompliance  after  the 
expiration  of  said  ten  days. 

Sec.   3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  July  27,  1907. 

CHAPTER  260. 
An  Act  concerning  Change  in  Location  of  Highways  Crossed 

by  a  Railroad. 
Section  1.  When  any  highway  passes  over  or  under  a  rail- 
road, if  the  convenience  and  necessity  of  the  public  require  a 
change  in  such  highway,  the  town,  city  or  borough  in  which 
said  highway  is  located  may  bring  a  petition  to  the  railroad 
commissioners  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Sec.  3713  of  the 
general  statutes,  and  after  the  notice  prescribed  by  said  section, 
said  railroad  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  a  hearing  on  said 
matter,  and  may  make  such  order  as  they  deem  necessary  for 
the  convenience  and  necessity  of  the  public  or  the  safe  and 
suitable  operation  of  the  railroad.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  said  railroad  commissioners  shall  have  and  exercise  all  and 
the  same  powers  now  conferred  by  statute  upon  said  commis- 
sioners concerning  the  removal  of  grade  crossings,  and  land 
may  be  taken  and  acquired  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
the  taking  of  land  by  railroad  companies.  The  party  upon 
whom  shall  be  imposed,  by  such  order,  the  duty  of  making 
such  changes  in  such  highway  may  use  the  material  and  abut- 
ments of  any  existing  bridge  in  the  old  highway  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  bridge  in  the  substituted  or  changed  highway.  The 
expense  of  any  changes  ordered  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall 
be  apportioned  among  the  railroad  company,  the  town,  city  or 
borough  interested  therein,   and   any  street  railway  company 
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whose  tracks  are  located  in  such  highway  or  which  has  power 
to  lay  its  tracks  therein,  as  provided  by  section  3863  of  the  gen- 
eral statutes,  in  such  manner  as  the  railroad  commissioners  shall 
deem  equitable ;  but  in  no  case  shall  an  amount  in  excess  of  one.- 
half  of  the  expense  of  such  alteration,  including  land  damages 
or  special  damages,  be  assessed  upon  any  such  town,  city  or 
borough. 

Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  section  3718  of  the  general 
statutes  concerning  appeals  shall  be  applicable  to  this  act. 

Approved,  July  31,  1907. 

CHAPTER  261. 
An  Act  amending  an  Act  concerning  a  Petition  for  Order  to- 

Stop  Trains. 

Section  1.  Section  3748  of  the  general  statutes  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : — 

When  any  railroad  company  shall  refuse  to  stop  any  of  its 
passenger  trains  at  any  station,  the  selectmen  of  any  town,  the 
warden  and  burgesses  of  any  borough,  or  the  mayor  and  common 
council  of  any  city,  in  which  such  station  is  situated,  may  make 
application  in  writing  to  the  railroad  commissioners  praying 
that  such  company  may  be  ordered  to  stop  the  train  or  trains 
mentioned  in  said  application  at  said  station;  and  said  com- 
missioners shall  order  such  notice  as  they  may  deem  reasonable 
to  be  given  to  such  municipal  authorities  and  to  the  railroad  com- 
pany of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing,  and  shall  hear  said  ap- 
plication. Within. ten  days  after  the  final  date  of  such  hear- 
ing the  railroad  commissioners  shall  make  such  order  in  the 
premises  as  they  may  deem  just  and  proper,  and  said  order 
shall  be  communicated  to  said  railroad  company  and  to  said 
applicants,  and  any  party  aggrieved  by  such  decision  may  appeal 
to  the  superior  court  in  the  manner  provided  for  appeals  in 
section  3747  of  the  general  statutes  and  with  like  effect.  The 
superior  court  may,  upon  application  of  any  party,  with  due 
notice  to  adverse  parties,  ■  amend  or  change  any  order  passed 
as  aforesaid.     Said  order  may  be  enforced  by  mandamus. 

Sec.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  irom  its  passage.

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Report  of  Mr,  Wm.  R.  C,  Corson,  Electeicax,  Expert,  iit 
THE  Matter  of  Electrificatiost  of  IsTew  York 
Division  of  the  ISTew  York,  ISTew  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  Company. 

Railroad  Commissioners, 

State  of  Connecticut, 
Hartford,  Connecticut. 

Gentlemen:  —  In  accordance  with  your  instructions  on 
September  24,  1907,  I  made  an  examination  of  the  new  elec- 
tric system  which  has  been  installed  by  the  'New  York,  ISTew 
Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  for  the  operation  of 
its  trains  between  Stamford,  Connecticut,  and  Woodlawn,  New 
York,  to  ascertain  if  such  system  involved  features  unsafe  to 
the  traveling  public.     I  herewith  submit  my  report. 

The  railroad  has  adopted  and  installed  what  is  known  as 
the  single  phase  alternating  current  system  of  railway  operation. 
In  this  system  electric  current  is  transmitted  by  bare  suspended 
conductors  to  a  sliding  contact  carried  by  the  motor  car,  and 
returns  from  the  car  by  the  rails  and  earth.  The  use  of  the 
alternating  current  permits  of  the  economic  advantage  of  a  high 
voltage  of  transmission,  which  is  reduced  through  static  trans- 
formers on  the  motor  car  to  that  suitable  for  operating  its 
motors. 

The  voltage  of  transmission  adopted  by  the  railroad  is 
eleven  thousand,  and  to  provide  for  the  safe  and  successful 
operation  under  this  comparatively  high  tension,  a  substantial 
method  of  support  and  insulation  of  the  conductors  is  essential. 

Structural  steel  bridges  have  been  erected  at  supporting 
points  generally  three  hundred  feet  apart.  On  the  upper 
chord  of  the  bridge  are  large  insulators  over  which  steel  sus- 
pension cables  are  carried.  The  trolley  wire  for  each  track  is 
hung  from  a  set  of  two  suspension  cables  by  braces  and  passes 
imder  the  bridges.  The  cables  assume  the  curve  of  the  cate- 
nary, and  support  the  trolley  wire  at  a  practically  constant  level. 
With  this  construction  the  weight  of  the  trolley  wire  between 
bridges  is  carried  by  the  cables,  and  its  tension  is  but  that  due 
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to  the  length  of  span  between  its  suspending  braces,  and  should 
the  trolley  wire  be  broken  or  burned  apart  but  a  short  length 
could  hang  pendent  above  the  track.  The  bridges  on  which  the 
suspension  wires  are  carried  are  supported  by  structural  steel 
towers  on  concrete  foundations.  Each  tower  is  connected  to 
earth  by  a  ground  wire.  The  metallic  structure  is  therefore 
at  earth  potential  so  long  as  these  ground  connections  are  main- 
tained in  good  condition,  and  no  shock  could  result  to  a  per- 
son standing  on  the  ground  and  in  contact  with  the  tower. 

At  intervals  of  two  miles,  anchor  bridges  of  heavier  type 
are  erected.  To  these  the  suspension  cables  are  anchored  by 
strain  insulators  and  under  them  the  continuity  of  the  trolley 
wire  is  broken  by  a  section  insulator.  The  litie  is  thus  divided 
into  sections  two  miles  in  length,  each  of  which  in  its  support 
is  electrically  independent  of  any  other.  Current  from  feeder 
wires,  carried  by  the  bridge  towers,  is  conveyed  to  a  bus-bar 
on  each  anchor  bridge  through  an  automatic  oil  circuit  breaker. 
From  the  bridge  bus-bar,  current  is  carried  to  the  trolley  wire 
over  each  track  through  a  separate  automatic  circuit  breaker. 
By  this  arrangement  the  current  on  each  section  of  trolley  wire- 
is  controllable  by  a  circuit  breaker  at  each  of  its  ends,  and  the 
current  on  the  bus-bar  supplying  one  end  of  all  the  wires  termi- 
nating at  the  bridge  is  controllable  by  the  main  bridge  circuit 
breaker.  In  addition  to  the  automatic  feature  of  the  circuit 
breakers  each  is  also  under  the  control  of  an  attendant  in  a 
signal  tower  located  near  each  anchor  bridge. 

In  case  of  failure  of  the  insulation  of  any  trolley  wire 
in  a  section  due  to  a  break  in  its  insulators  or  to  its  falling 
into  contact  with  the  ground,  the  resulting  abnormal  rush 
of  current  would  cause  the  circuit  breakers  through  which  it 
was  supplied  to  open,  or,  if  through  defect  they  did  not  operate,, 
the  main  bridge  circuit  breaker  would  open  and  the  current  be 
cut  off  from  all  the  wires  in  that  section. 

The  action  of  these  circuit  breakers  is  relied  upon  as  a 
protection  against  the  danger  resulting  from  the  falling  of  a 
trolley  wire  upon  the  roof  of  a  car.  They  will  in  my  opinion 
form  an  adequate  measure  of  protection  if  the  metallic  cover- 
ing of  the  car  roof  is  metallicly  connected  with  the  tracks. 
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Otherwise  it  is  conceivable  that  the  electrical  resistance  be- 
tween roof  and  rail  .might  be  such  as  to  limit  the  current  to 
an  amount  less  than  would  operate  the  circuit  breakers.  I  was 
informed,  however,  that  the  covering  of  passenger  coaches  was 
always  so  connected  by  the  piping,  bracing,  etc.,  of  the  car  itself 
as  to  form  a  practical  ground  connection. 

The  manual  control  of  these  several  circuit  breakers  by 
the  operator  in  the  signal  tower  permits  the  cutting  out  by 
him  of  the  current  over  any  track  on  which  there  may  be  trouble. 
lie  may  cut  out  the  current  from  the  entire  bridge  when  neces- 
sary, either  cutting  out  also  the  trolley  wires  of  adjacent  sec- 
tions or  allowing  them  to  be  energized  by  current  from  bridges 
at  their  remote  ends.  The  whole  arrangement  is  therefore  one 
which  gives  both  automatic  and  manual  control  of  each  and  all 
wires  in  the  two  mile  section  independent  of  the  operation  of 
other  sections. 

The  electric  locomotives  are  constructed  of  steel  through- 
out, and  are  practically  fireproof.  Each  unit  locomotive  con- 
tains in  its  cab  the  apparatus  for  controlling  the  four  motors 
which  drive  it,  air  brake  equipment,  and  heating  boiler.  A 
single  unit  is  used  for  hauling  light  trains,  but  for  heavier 
work  two  or  more  in  "  multiple  unit "  may  be  connected  under 
a  single  control. 

Current  from  the  trolley  wire  is  collected  by  a  sliding 
contact  carried  by  a  "  pantograph "  on  the  top  of  the  car. 
There  is  therefore  no  trolley  wheel  to  catch  in  the  wire  supports, 
and  as  the  contact  plate  is  broad  and  has  neither  lateral  or 
longitudinal  motion  it  can  only  leave  contact  with  the  wire  in  a 
vertical  direction.  The  pantograph  is  under  a  slight  tension 
holding  its  plate  against  the  wire,  and  may  be  instantly  raised 
or  lowered  by  pneumatic  apparatus  under  the  control  of  the 
operator  in  the  cab. 

A  pilot  controller  is  located  at  either  end  of  the  cab.  It 
is  similar  in  appearance  and  operation  to  that  on  the  ordinary 
trolley  car,  and  consists  of  a  drum  shaft  revolvable  by  means 
of  a  handle  resembling  the  throttle  lever  of  a  steam  locomotive. 
A  reverse  lever,  which  is  detachable,  interlocks  with  the  operat- 
ing lever  of  the  controller  so  that  all  control  circuits  must  be 
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dead  before  the  reverse  lever  is  thrown  from  one  position  to 
another,  and  the  main  lever  cannot  be  moved  v^hen  the  reverse 
lever  is  in  the  nentral  position. 

The  details  of  the  action  of  control  are  not  of  interest 
in  this  report  except  as  they  affect  the  safety  of  operation. 
It  will  be  sufficient  therefore  to  state,  that  the  pilot  controller 
through  the  action  of  a  low  tension  storage  battery  current 
actuates  pneumatically  operated  main  switches  which  affect  the 
various  combinations  of  connections  necessary  to  the  speed 
variation.  The  storage  batteries  and  apparatus  for  their  charg- 
ing are  in  duplicate,  so  failure  of  one  set  will  not  interfere  with 
reliability  of  control. 

On  the  controller  also  are  placed  a  series  of  knobs,  by 
which  the  motorman  may  control  other  operating  apparatus 
than  that  affecting  the  speed  without  leaving  his  seat.  By 
pushing  suitable  knob  he  may  raise  or  lower  the  pantograph 
trolley,  may  drop  or  raise  contacts  for  third  rail  system,  re-set 
the  main  circuit  breaker,  ring  bell  or  sand  the  track,  from  either 
end  of  the  car.  In  addition  foot  pedals  also  are  provided  for 
bell  ringing  and  track  sanding. 

Air  brake  apparatus,  with  duplicate  motor  driven  air  com- 
pressor, is  provided,  and  independent  braking  control  of  the 
locomotive  and  of  the  train  is  under  the  hand  of  the  motorman. 

The  use  of  the  rails  as  a  return  path  for  the  electric  current 
caused  an  interference  with  the  track-operated  signals.  The 
difficulty  has  been  overcome  by  the  introduction  of  impedence 
coils  properly  connected  with  the  signal  rail  and  main  track. 
These  coils  are  in  place  and  successfully  perform  their  functions 
on  that  portion  of  the  system  lying  between  Portchester  and 
Woodlawn,  but  their  installation  had  not  been  completed  on 
the  day  of  my  visit  on  the  tracks  between  Portchester  and 
Stamford. 

In  brief  the  foregoing  describes  those  features  of  the  system 
which  influence  the  safety  of  its  operation. 

During  my  visit  I  was  accompanied  by  Mr.  Gilliam,  electri- 
cal superintendent  of  the  division,  who  fully  explained  each 
part  of  the  installation  and  its  method  of  operation.  I  person- 
ally mounted  one  of  the  anchor  bridges,  noted  the  arrangement 
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of  its  conductors,  and  examined  one  of  its  circuit  breakers.  I 
saw  the  devices  used  in  the  signal  tower  by  which  the  current 
on  a  section  is  controlled  by  the  operator.  I  made  a  hurried 
visit  to  the  power  house,  saw  that  the  switchboard  was  equipped 
with  the  usual  indicating  and  controlling  devices,  and  that  the 
lines  were  provided  with  standard  lightning  protection  devices. 

I  rode  on  the  locomotive  of  an  electric  train  from  the  Grand 
Central  Depot  to  Portchester  and  had  opportunity  of  seeing 
the  ease  of  control  with  which  it  was  operated,  and  the  various 
appliances  actually  performing  their  proper  functions. 

Such  an  examination  as  I  made  was  of  course  general  in 
character,  but  was  comprehensive.  It  assured  me  that  con- 
struction and  appliances  had  been  adequately  provided  to  insure 
safe  operation,  although  of  course  I  could  not  assert  that  all 
the  appliances  were  free  from  defect,  and  had  to  assume  that 
other  similar  parts  of  the  system  were  like  the  particular  ex- 
amples which  I  examined.  As  a  result  of  my  investigation  I 
can  confidently  give  as  my  opinion : 

First:  That  the  construction  of  the  overhead  work  of  the 
system  is  of  unusually  substantial  character  and  that  the  dan- 
ger of  a  wire  falling  is  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Second :  That  should  a  wire  fall  into  contact  with  the 
ground  the  circuit  breaker  provisions  are  ample  to  automatically 
cut  out  the  current  from  it.  Further  that  a  wire  falling  on 
a  car  with  grounded  metallic  roof  covering  would  by  the  same 
provisions  be  cut  out,  and  no  danger  of  shock  to  passengers  re- 
sult. 

Third :  That  care  has  been  taken  to  thoroughly  "  ground  " 
the  metallic  structures  which  support  the  conducting  wires,  and, 
that  while  such  "  ground  "  connection  is  maintained  in  efficient 
condition  there  is  no  danger  of  shock  from  the  accidental  con- 
tact of  a  person  with  such  structure. 

Fourth:  That  the  current  of  operation  enters  the  electric 
locomotive  of  the  train  only.  The  locomotive  is  of  metal  con- 
struction uninsulated  from  ground,  and  therefore  any  accidental 
leakage  of  current  from  the  overhead  system  to  the  locomotive 
could  not  raise  its  potential  above  that  of  the  rail,  'No  con- 
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ceivable  danger  of  current  leakage  from  locomotive  to  passenger 
coach  can  therefore  exist. 

Fifth:  That  the  locomotives  are  equipped  with  propei* 
means  of  control^  with  air  brake  outfit  in  duplicate,  and  with 
several  separate  and  distinct  methods  of  cutting  off  the  supply 
of  current  from  the  trolley  wire  should  the  necessity  arise. 

The  system  on  the  scale  installed  by  The  IsTew  York,  ISTew 
Haven,  and  Hartford  Railroad  is  entirely  unique.  Much  of 
the  apparatus  and  methods  of  construction  is  novel  and  untried. 
Doubtless  experience  gained  from  actual  operation  will  disclose 
weak  features  and  defective  apparatus,  and  possibly  unthought 
of  hazards  may  develop,  but  as  a  whole  I  am  unable  to  con- 
ceive of  any  condition  of  danger  to  the  traveling  public  which 
can  arise  from  the  electrical  features  of  the  system  adopted. 

My  only  suggestion  as  a  further  safeguard  would  be  that 
care  be  taken  to  see  that  the  metallic  roof  coverings  of  the  cars 
are  surely  "  grounded  "  to  the  tracks.

The  Hartford  and  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  is  the  suc- 
cessor of  the  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  by  reason  of  foreclosure 
of  mortgage,  and  was  organized  June  30,  1881,  in  accordance  with  a  Resolution 
(No.  123)  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  passed  at  its 
session  January,  1881,  "  Incorporating  the  First  Mortgage  Bondholders  of 
the  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  as  the  Hartford  and  Connecticut 
Westeni  Railroad  Company."  By  a  Resolution  (No.  189)  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  passed  at  its  session  Januai-y,  1882, 
permission  was  given  to  the  Hartford  and  Connecticut  Western  Railroad 
Company  to  purchase  the  Rhinebeek  and  Connecticut  Railroad  in  the  State 
of  New  York.  Chapter  339  of  the  Laws  of  1882  of  the  State  of  New  York  is 
"  An  Act  to  authorize  the  Hartford  and  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  purchase  the  Rhinebeek  and  Connecticut  Railroad."  The  Hartford 
and  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  was  leased  under  date  of  August  30,  1889, 
to  the  Central  New  England  and  Western  Railroad  Company  for  one  year 
from  the  30th  day  of  August,  1889,  and  under  date  of  February  4,  1890,  for 
fifty  years  from  the  30th  day  of  August,  1890,  at  an  annual  rental  of  two 
per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock.

statutes  Relating  Specially  to  Railroads. 

Article    Twenty-five.  —  Constitution    of     Connecticut. 

Adopted  October,  1877. 

No  County,  City,  Town,  Borough,  or  other  municipality,  shall  ^^r^^*^  ** 
ever  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation,  or  rations  pro- 
become  a  purchaser  of  the  bonds,  or  make  donation  to,  or  loan  its 
credit,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  aid  of  any  such  corporation;  but 
nothing  herein  contained  shaU  affect  the  validity  of  any  bonds  or 
debts  incurred  under  existing  laws,  nor  be  construed  to  prohibit 
file  General  Assembly  from  authorizing  any  Town  or  City  to  pro- 
tect by  additional  appropriations  of  money  or  credit  any  railroad 
debt  contracted  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  amendment. 

§  1.    Conditions  of  receiving  state  aid  towards  rail- ^^3' "^^^^^ 

road  indebtedness.  Whenever  any  town  in  this  state,  having 
a  grand  list  of  less  than  two  million  dollars  and  having  a  bonded 
indebtedness  caused  by  assisting  in  building  any  railroad,  shall 
desire  to  avail  itself  of  the  aid  of  the  state  in  paying  such  in- 
debtedness, the  selectmen  of  such  town,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  make  written  application  to  the  board  of  control  for  such 
aid. 

§  2.  Payment  by  state.  The  board  of  control  may 
authorize  the  comptroller  to  draw  his  order  on  the  treasurer  in 
aid  of  any  such  town,  during  any  fiscal  year,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  one  per  cent,  of  the  said  town's  indebtedness  for 
railroads  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1903. 

§  3.  Duties  of  comptroller  as  to  payment.  The  comp- 
troller shall  draw  his  order  in  aid  of  such  town  when  authorized 
by  the  board  of  control  only  when  he  is  satisfied  that  the  town 
seeking  such  aid  has  raised  by  taxation  at  least  an  equal  amount 
to  be  expended  in  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  such  railroad 
debt.  All  sums  paid  by  the  state  under  this  act  shall  be  ex- 
pended for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  such  bonded  indebt- 
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odness  in  aid  of  railroads.  All  bonds  so  paid  and  redeemed 
shall  be  filed  with  the  treasurer  of  the  state  for  cancellation, 
and  shall  be  burned  in  the  presence  of  the  committee  on  finance 
of  the  general  assembly.

civil  action,  on  this  statute,  in  the  name  of  the  state,  to  reeover 
such  penalty,  forfeiture,  or  fine.

Bonds,  Mortgages,  and  Foreclosures. 

Bonds    of    railroad   and    railway    companies.    §  1. 

Every  railroad  company  or  street  railway  company  may 
borrow  money  and  give  its  bonds  therefor,  signed  by  its 
president  and  countersigned  by  its  treasurer,  and  may  dis- 
pose thereof  as  authorized  by  its  stockholders.  Any  bonds 
issued  by^  virtue  of  the  general  authority  conferred  by  this 
act  shall,  before  being  issued,  be  registered  in  the  office  of 
the  comptroller,  and  a  certificate  of  such  registration  shall 
appear  on  each  bond  so  issued.  The  comptroller  shall  cancel 
any  bonds  so  registered  which  may  be  brought  to  him  for 
cancellation,  and  enter  a  memorandum  of  such  cancellation 
in  his  register.  jS^o  such  company,  by  virtue  of  the  general 
authority  conferred  by  this  act,  shall  issue  any  bonds  of  a 
less  denomination  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  have  bonds 
issued  under  such  authority,  and  without  other  authority 
from,  the  general  assembly,  outstanding  at  any  one  time 
to  a  gTeater  amount  than  one-half  the  smn  which  its  presi- 
dent, treasurer,  and  an  engineer,  approv-ed  by  the  railroad 
commissioners,  shall  certify  under  oath  has  been  actually 
expended  upon  its  railroad  or  railway,  and  any  false  swear- 
ing in  the  matter  shall  be  perjury;  provided,  that  nothing

Auy  railroad  company  or  street  railway  company 
may  secure  its  lawfully  issued  bonds  by  a  mortgage  of  its 
property,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  deed  duly  executed  by  its 
president,  under  the  corporate  seal,  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
state  and  his  successors  in  office,  or  other  trustee,  in  trust  for 
the  holders  of  such  bonds.  Such  mortgage  shall  be  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  and  need  not 
be  recorded  in  the  records  of  towns  within  which  the  property 
so  mortgaged  is  situated. 

§  3.  When  any  railroad  company  or  street  railway 
company  has  mortgaged,  or  shall  mortgage,  its  railroad  or 
railway,  pursuant  to  law,  to  secure  its  bonds,  and  has  in- 
cluded or  shall  include  in  such  mortgage  all  or  any  part  of 
its  rolling  stocky  locomotives,  cars,  and  other  personal  prop- 
erty, and  of  its  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  there- 
after to  be  acquired  by  it  for  use  upon  said  railroad  or 
raihvay,  such  mortgage  shall  be  deemed  valid  and  effectual 
as  respects  all  the  property  therein  included  as  aforesaid, 
and  may  be  foreclosed  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary 
mortgages  of  real  estate ;  and  the  record  thereof  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  the  state  shall  be  sufficient  record  and  notice 
to  protect  the  title  under  the  mortgage,  although  such  com- 
pany remains  in  possession  of  the  mortgaged  property. 

§  4.  Sections  3804,  3805,  3806,,  3808,  and  3848  of 
the  general  statutes  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3807.  Issue  of  bonds.  Every  company  consolidated  Rev.S§3447, 
under  the  provisions  of  §§  3674  to  3677,  inclusive,  may  issue  ^*^- 
bonds,  and  secure  the  same  by  a  mortgage  of  all  its  franchises 
and  property,  both  within  and  without  this  state,  existing  or  to

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itself  may  be  stricken  out.  Said  returns  shall  be  signed  and 
sworn  to  b}^  the  president  or  vice-president  and  treasurer  of  the 
company,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  trustees  or  receivers  making 
the  same.  Every  company,  whose  president  or  vice-president 
and  treasurer  or  trustees  or  receivers  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
make  such  returns,  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  twenty-five  dollars

1905,  ch.  244.  Construction  plans  to  be  submitted  to  local  authori- 
ties. §  1.  When  any  company  shall  have  been  chartered 
by  the  general  assembly  for  the  purpose  of  operating  street 
railways,  such  company  may  construct  and  operate  its  rail- 
waj^  with  one  or  more  tracks  and  all  necessary  equipments 
and  appurtenances,  upon  and  along  the  routes,  highways,  and 
public  grounds  permitted  by  said  company's  charter  and  the 
amendments  thereto,  but  before  such  company  shall  proceed 
to  construct  such  railway,  or  lay  additional  tracks,  it  shall 
cause  a  plan  to  be  made  showing  the  highway  or  highways 
in  and  through  which  it  proposes  to  lay  its  tracks,  the  loca- 
tion of  the  same  as  to  grade  and  the  center  line  of  said  high- 
ways, and  such  changes,  if  any,  as  are  proposed  to  be  made  in 
any  highway.  Said  plan  shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor  and 
court  of  common  council  of  each  city,  the  selectmen  of  each 
town,  or  the  warden  and  burgesses  of  each  borough,  where  such 
warden  and  burgesses  have  charge  of  making  and  repairing  the 
highways  of  such  borough,  within  which  such  company  proposes 
to  operate  its  railway,  who  shall  thereupon,  after  public  notice, 
proceed  to  a  hearing  of  all  persons  interested  therein,  and 
after  such  hearing  may  accept  and  adopt  such  plan,  or  make 
such  modifications  therein  as  to  them  shall  seem  proper, 
and  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  presentation  of  such 
plan,  notify  such  company  in  ^vriting  of  their  decision 
thereon  and  of  such  modifications  therein  as  they  have 
made.  The  refusal  or  neglect  of  any  such  local  authorities 
to  notify  such  company  of  their  decision  within  the  period 
of  sixty  days  as  aforesaid  shall  be  deemed  a  refusal  to  ap- 
prove and  accept  such  plan  as  presented  by  such  company. 
jSTothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent  such  company  from 
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continuing  to  present  to  such  local  authorities  plans  as  here- 
tofore provided,  until  such  company  and  local  authorities 
shall  agree  upon  the  same;  and  no  such  company  shall  con-

or  car,  so  sold,  leased,  or  hired,  or  contracted  to  be  sold,  leased, 
or  hired,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  the  name  of  the  vendor,  lessor, 
or  bailor,  plainly  marked  on  each  side  thereof,  followed  by  the 
word  "  owner,"  or  "  lessor,"  or  "  bailor,"  as  the  case  may  be.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

1903,  ch.  194.  g   i_     Application.     The   provisions   of   this   part   shall 

apply  to  all  corporations  heretofore  and  hereafter  organized 
under  any  general  or  special  law  of  this  state,  except  when 
otherr^nse  expressly  stated,  but  shall  not  be  held  or  construed 
to  alter  or  affect  any  provision  of  any  special  charter  incon- 
sistent herewith,  except  as  provided  in  section  3Y  of  this  act.

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§  2.  Name  and  location.  The  name  of  every  corpora- 
tion hereafter  formed  shall  be  snch  as  to  distinguish  it  from 
any  other  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state 
and  from  any  other  corporation  engaged  in  the  same  business 
or  promoting  or  carrying  out  the  same  purposes  in  this  state, 
and  every  such  name  shall  begin  with  "  The  "  and  end  with 
"  Company  "  or  "  Corporation/'  or  have  the  word  "  Incor- 
porated "  immediately  after  or  under  the  name.  Every  cor- 
poration shall  be  located  in  some  town  in  this  state. 

§  3.  General  powers.  Every  corporation  shall  have 
power,  subject  to  such  provisions  and  limitations  as  may  be 
contained  in  its  charter,  certificate  of  incorporation,  articles 
of  association,  or  in 'any  statute  affecting  it:  (1)  To  have 
succession  by  its  corporate  name  for  the  time  stated  in  its 
charter,  certificate  of  incorporation,  or  articles  of  association, 
and,  when  no  period  is  limited,  perpetually :  (2)  To  sue  and 
be  sued  and  complain  and  defend  in  any  court:  (3)  To  make 
and  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure:  (4) 
To  hold,  purchase,  sell,  and  convey  such  real  and  personal  es- 
tate as  the  purposes  of  such  corporation  shall  require,  and  all 
other  property  which  shall  have  been  in  good  faith  mortgaged 
or  conveyed  to  it  by  way  of  security  or  in  satisfaction  of  debts 
or  by  purchase  at  sales  upon  judgments  or  decrees  obtained 
for  such  debts  :  (5)  To  elect  or  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  it 
may  determine,  all  necessary  or  proper  officers  and  agents 
and  to  fix  their  compensation  and  define  their  powers  and  du- 
ties: (6)  To  make  by-laws,  consistent  with  law,  fixing  the 
number  of  its  directors  and  for  its  government,  the  regula- 
tion of  its  affairs,  and  the  management  of  its  property:  (7) 
To  wind  up  and  dissolve  itself,  or  to  be  wound  up  and  dis- 
solved, in  the  manner  provided  by  law. 

§  4.    Power  to  transact  business  outside  the  state. 

Every  corporation  organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  every  corporation  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  under 
any  general  or  special  law  of  this  state,  shall  have  power,  sub- 
ject to  the  limitations  of  its  charter,  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion, articles  of  association,  or  any  statute  affecting  it,  to 
carry  on  business  in  any  state  or  territory  of  the  United 
States,  or  in  any  foreign  countr}'-,  if  not  prohibited  by  the 
laws  of  such  state  or  territory  or  foreign  country. 
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§  5.  Dividends  restricted,  l^o  corporation  shall  pay 
any  dividend  or  make  any  other  distribution  of  its  assets  ex- 
cept from  its  net  profits  or  actual  surplus,  unless  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law  allowing  the  reduction  of  stock,  or  upon 
the  dissolution  of  the  corporation.  The  secretary  shall  enter 
the  name  of  every  director  voting  for  any  dividend,  or  any 
other  distribution  of  the  assets,  upon  the  records  of  the  cor- 
poration. Every  director  voting  for  a  dividend  or  other  dis- 
tribution of  assets  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.  I;f  such  payment  or  dis- 
tribution renders  a  corporation  insolvent,  the  directors  so 
voting  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable,  to  the  amount  so 
paid  or  distributed,  to  any  creditors  existing  at  the  date  of 
such  vote  who  shall  obtain  judgment  against  such  corporation 
on  which  execution  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied.  ISTo  such 
dividend  shall  be  paid  or  distribution  made  unless  duly  voted 
by  the  directors  of  the  corporation. 

§  6.    Liability  for  causing   insolvency  by  reducing 

stock.  In  case  the  reduction  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  cor- 
poration shall  render  it  insolvent,  at  the  time  of  such  reduc- 
tion, the  stockholders  voting  in  favor  of  such  reduction  shall 
be  jointly  and  severally  liable,  to  the  amount  of  such  reduc- 
tion, for  all  debts  of  the  corporation  -  existing  at  the  time  of 
such  vote,  after  judgment  has  been  obtained  against  the  cor- 
poration and  execution  has  been  returned  unsatisfied.  The 
records  of  the  corporation  shall  show  the  name  of  every 
stockholder  voting  in  favor  of  such  reduction.  JSTo  such  re- 
duction shall  be  valid  unless  the  names  of  the  assenting 
stockholders  appear  of  record  as  aforesaid,  nor  unless,  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  vote  authorizing  such  reduc- 
tion, a  copy  of  the  certificate  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  the  state  shall  be  published  twice  a  week  for  two  successive 
weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in  this  state  and  having  a 
circulation  in  the  town  in  which  such  corporation  is  located. 

§  7.  Mew  certificates.  The  directors,  after  a  reduc- 
tion of  capital  stock,  may  require  each  stockholder  to  return 
his  old  certificate,  and  upon  the  return  thereof  shall  issue  a 
new  certificate  for  the  number  of  shares  to  which  he  is  enti- 
tled after  the  reduction;  and  such  corporation,  after  such 
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reduction,  may  increase  its  capital  stock  to  any  amount 
authorized  in  its  charter,  certificate  of  incorporation,  articles 
of  association,  or  in  any  statute  affecting  it. 

§  8.    Loans   to   officers   restricted.    No  officer  or 

director  of  any  manufacturing  corporation  shall  borrow  any 
of  the  funds  of  the  corporation  or  use  the  same  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than  the  business  of  the  corporation  without  pay- 
ing interest  to  such  corporation  for  the  use  of  such  money, 
and  without  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  directors  of  such  cor- 
poration and  without  furnishing  adequate  security  for  such 
loan. 

§  9.    Profits  may  be  shared  with  employes.    Any 

corporation  organized  after  May  thirty-first,  1886,  may  by  its 
board  of  directors  distribute  to  the  persons  employed  in  its 
service,  or  any  of  them,  such  portion  of  the  profits  of  its  busi- 
ness as  said  board  may  deem  just  and  proper.  Any  corpora- 
tion organized  on  or  prior  to  May  thirty-first,  1886,  may  give 
to  its  board  of  directors  the  power  to  make  such  distribution 
by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  stockholders  at  a  meeting  warned 
and  held  for  the  purpose.  , 

§  10.  Directors.  The  property  and  affairs  of  every 
corporation  having  a  capital  stock  shall  be  managed  by  three 
or  more  directors,  except  that  the  charter  of  a  specially  char- 
tered corporation  may  provide  otherwise.  Such  directors 
shall  be  stockholders,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the  stockholders  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws,  and  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  and  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their 
stead;  but  the  original  or  amended  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion of  any  corporation  to  which  the  Corporation  Act  of  1901 
now  applies  may  provide  for  the  classification  of  the  direc- 
tors, either  as  to  their  term  of  office,  or  as  to  their  election 
by  one  or  more  classefs  of  stockholders  exclusively,  or  both; 
provided,  that  no  director  shall  be  elected  for  a  shorter  term 
than  one  year  nor  for  a  longer  term  than  five  years  and  the 
classification  shall  be  such  that  the  term  of  one  or  more  classes 
shall  expire  each  succeeding  year.  The  directors  or  trustees 
of  any  corporation,  or  the  governing  board  of  any  corporation 
having  no  directors  or  trustees,  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  their 
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own.  number  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  or  until 
such  corporation  shall  fill  such  vacancy.  A  majority  of  the 
directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  unless  it  is  provided  in  a  by-law  adopted  by  a  stock- 
holders' meeting  that  less  than  a  majority  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  board  of  directors  of  any  corporation,  by  the 
affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  board,  may  ap- 
point from  the  directors  an  executive  committee  and  such 
other  committees  as  they  may  deem  judicious,  and,  to  such 
extent  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  by-laws,  may  delegate  to 
such  committees  any  of  the  powers  of  the  board  of  directors. 
If  any  corporation  holds  any  stock  in  any  other  corporation, 
one  director  or  executive  officer  of  the  corporation  holding  the 
stock  as  aforesaid  may  be  chosen  director  of  such  other  cor- 
poration whether  he  is  a  stockholder  in  such  other  corporation 
or  not,  but  not  more  than  one  director  or  executive  officer  of 
the  corporation  holding  the  stock  shall  be  a  director  in  the 
other  corporation  unless  eligible  as  a  stockholder  therein. 
At  least  once  in  each  year  the  directors  of  every  corporation 
shall  make  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  corporation  to  its  stockholders,  which  report  shall 
be  filed  with  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  or,  if  there  be 
no  such  officer,  with  the  president,  and  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection of  tjie  stockholders  at  all  reasonable  times.  Such 
report  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  shares  of 
stock  and  the  amount  of  other  securities  issued  by  any  other 
corporation  and  owned  by  the  corporation  making  the  re- 
port, with  the  name  and  location  of  such  other  corporations. 
Subject  to  the  by-laws  adopted  by  the  stockholders,  the  di- 
rectors of  any  corporation  may  make  and  alter  by-laws. 

§  11.    Corporation  may  acquire  its  own  stock.    Any 

corporation  not  prohibited  by  any  provision  in  its  charter, 
articles  of  association,  or  certificate  of  incorporation  or  by 
any  general  law,  except  a  bank,  trust  company,  or  life  insur- 
ance company,  may  acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  the  stock  or 
securities  of  aijy  other  corporation.  Any  such*  corporation, 
except  a  bank,  trust  company,  or  life  insurance  company,  may 
acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  its  own  stock.  No  corporation 
shall  acquire,  purchase,  and  hold  its  own  stock  unless  to  pre- 
vent loss  upon  a  debt  previously  contracted,  except  with  the 
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approval  of  stockholders  owning  three-fourths  of  its  entire 
outstanding  capital  stock  given  at  a  stockholders'  meeting 
warned  and  held  for  the  purpose;  and  such  corporation 
shall  not  vote  upon  shares  of  its  own  stock.  'No  corporation 
shall  purchase  any  of  its  own  stock  when  it  is  insolvent,  or  by- 
such  purchase  render  itself  immediately  insolvent.  If  any 
corporation  shall  purchase  its  own  stock  when  it  is  insolvent, 
or  so  render  itself  immediately  insolvent,  the  directors  as- 
senting to  such  purchase  shall  be  personally  liable  for  any 
debts  of  such  corporation  existing  at  the  time  of  such  pur- 
ehase.  The  president  and  treasurer  of  every  corporation 
acquiring  its  own  stock  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall,  within  six  months  thereafter,  make,  sign,  and  swear  to 
and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretar)^  of  the  state  a  certificate 
stating  the  number  of  shares  of  its  own  stock  so  ac- 
quired, and  the  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certifi- 
cate in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  12.    Receipts  for  payment  of  stock  subscriptions; 

directors'  liability.  No  corporation  shall  issue  any  certifi- 
cates for  stock  until  the  stock  has  been  subscribed  and  paid 
for  in  full.  The  treasurer  of  such  corporation  shall  issue 
and  deliver  to  each  subscriber  a  receipt,  countersigned  by  the 
secretary  and  under  the  corporate  seal,  stating  the  amount 
such  subscriber  has  paid  on  his  subscription,  and  the  number 
©f  shares  of  full  paid  and  non-assessable  stock  for  which  he 
or  his  transferee,  upon  the  payment  of  the  balance  due  upon 
his  said  subscription,  will  be  entitled  to  receive  a  certificata 
Said  officers  shall  enter  upon  such  receipt  the  dates  and 
amounts  of  all  subsequent  payments.  The  persons  to  whom 
such  receipts  are  issued  shall  be  deemed  to  be  stockholders. 
If  any  stock  shall  be  paid  for  otherwise  than  in  cash,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  directors  shall  make  and  sign  upon  the  record 
book  of  the  corporation  a  statement  showing  particularly 
of  what  the  property  received  in  payment  for  stock  subscrip- 
tions consists,  and  that  it  has  an  actual  value  equal  to  the 
amount  for  which  it  is  so  received.  The  judgment  of  the 
directors  as  to  the  value  of  property  accepted  in  payment  of 
stock  shall  be  final ;  but  the  directors  concurring  in  the  judg- 
ment of  such  value,  in  case  of  fraud  in  the  over-valuation  of 
such  property,  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  to  the  cor- 
poration for  the  amount  of  the  difference  between  the  actual 
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value  of  any  property  so  accepted  in  payment  at  the  time  of 
such  acceptance,  and  the  amount  for  which  it  is  received  in 
payment.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names 
of  the  directors  concurring  in  such  judgment  of  value. 

§  13.  Calls  for  stock  subscriptions.  The  directors  of 
every  corporation  may  call  in  the  subscriptions  to  its  capital 
stock  by  instalments  in  such  proportion  and  at  such  times 
and  places  as  they  think  proper,  provided  they  give  its  sub- 
scribers or  stockholders  such  notice  as  the  by-laws  provide,  or, 
in  the  absence  of  such  provision,  such  notice  as  they  deem 
reasonable,  of  the  amount  of  such  instalments  and  the  time 
when  they  are  payable. 

§  14.    Stock  subscriptions  not  made  in  good  faith. 

When  any  commissioners  or  incorporators  authorized  to  re- 
ceive subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  corporation 
shall  be  satisfied  that  any  subscription  is  not  made  in  good 
faith,  liiey  shall  disallow  it,  and  return  to  the  person  sub- 
scribing such  instalment  as  has  been  paid  by  him. 

§  15.  Stock  certificates.  Upon  payment  in  full  for 
his  stock  and  the  surrender  of  treasurer's  receipts,  if  any, 
each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  a  certificate  under  the 
seal  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent or  vice-president  and  by  the  secretary  or  assistant  sec- 
retary or  the  treasurer  or  assistant  treasurer,  certifying  the 
number  of  shares  owned  by  him  in  such  corporation. 

§  16.  Stockholders'  liability.  Every  stockholder, 
whether  an  original  subscriber  or  not,  shall  be  liable  for  any 
balance  due  on  the  stock  held  by  him.  If  a  corporation  is 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  or  a  trustee  in  insolvency 
or  bankruptcy,  such  receiver  or  trustee  shall  have  the  powers 
of  the  board  of  directors  in  calling  in  instalments  on  stock. 
If  a  creditor  of  a  corporation  shall  obtain  a  judgment  against 
it,  and  execution  thereon  shall  be  returned  unsatisfied,  such 
creditor  may  recover  from  any  stockholder  in  such  corpora- 
tion the  balance  remaining  due  and  unpaid  on  any  stock  held 
by  him,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  the  debt.  ISTo 
subscriber  for  or  holder  of  stock  shall  be  liable  as  such  for 
any  payment  of  such  stock,  or  for  any  debt  of  the  corporation, 
after  the  par  value  of  his  stock  has  been  paid. 
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§  17.    Fractional  shares  or  rights.    'No  certificate  for 

fractions  of  skares  shall  be  issued.  Wkenever  fractional 
rights  result  from  an  increase  or  reduction  of  capital  stock 
and  the  stockholders  fail  to  combine  the  same  by  purchase 
or  sale,  the  directors  shall,  after  due  notice,  sell  such  rights 
to  the  highest  bidder  and  issue  proper  certificates  therefor. 

§  18.  Stock  books.  At  least  three  days  before  every 
stockholders'  meeting,  a  complete  list  of  the  stockholders 
entitled  to  vote,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  shall  be  pre- 
pared by  the  directors.  Such  lists  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
by  any  stockholder  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting. 
Upon  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  directors  to  produce  such 
list  at  any  meeting,  they  shall  be  ineligible  for  election  as 
directors  or  to  any  ofiice  in  such  corporation  for  one  year 
thereafter.  The  stock  ledger,  if  there  be  one,  otherwise  the 
transfer  books  of  the  coi-poration,  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence as  to  v^ho  are  stockholders.  The  original  or  duplicate 
books  of  any  corporation  in  which  the  transfers  of  stock  shall 
be  registered,  and  the  original  or  duplicate  books  containing 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  stockholders  and  the  number 
of  shares  held  by  then  respectively,  shall,  at  all  times  during 
the  usual  hours  of  business,  be  open  to  the  examination  of 
©very  stockholder  at  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business 
in  this  state,  and  such  original  or  duplicate  books  shall  be 
evidence  in  all  courts  of  this  state. 

§  1 9.  Lost  certificates.  Every  corporation  may  issue 
a  new  certificate  of  stock,  or  treasurer's  receipt  for  payment 
on  subscription  for  stock,  in  place  of  any  certificate  or  re- 
ceipt issued  by  it  which  is  claimed  to  have  been  lost  or  de- 
stroyed, and  the  directors  may,  in  their  discretion,  require  the 
owner  of  a  lost  or  destroyed  certificate  or  receijpt,  or  his  legal 
representatives,  to  give  bond  to  the  corporation  in  such  sum 
as  the  directors  may  direct,  not  exceeding  twice  the  value 
of  the  stock  or  receipt,  to  indemnify  the  corporation  against 
any  claim  that  may  be  made  against  it  on  account  of  the  issue 
of  such  new  certificate  or  receipt;  and  a  new  certificate  or 
receipt  may  be  issued  without  requiring  any  bond  when,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  directors,  no  bond  is  necessary.  The 
superior  court  in  the  county  wherein  such  corporation  is 
located  shall,  for  due  cause  shown,  upon  complaint  of  the 
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owner  of  a  lost  or  destroyed  certificate  or  treasurer's  receipt, 
order  the  delivery  to  him  by  said  directors  of  a,  new  certifi- 
cate or  receipt  in  lieu  thereof,  and  may  require  a  proper 
bond  for  the  protection  of  the  corporation  and  of  any  person 
who  may  be  interested  in  the  lost  certificate  or  receipt. 

§  20.  Pledge  of  stock.  Shares  of  stock  in  any  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the 
lUnited  States,  or  treasurer's  receipts  for  payment  on  sub- 
scription to  the  stock  of  any  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  may  be  pledged  by  delivering  the  certifi- 
cate of  such  stock  or  such  receipt  to  the  pledgee,  with  a  power 
of  attorney  for  its  transfer;  but  no  such  pledge  shall  be 
effectual  to  hold  such  stock  against  any  person  other  than  the 
pledgor,  his  executor,  or  administrator,  unless  there  shall  be 
an  actual  transfer  of  the  same  upon  the  books  of  the  corpora- 
tion, or  unless  a  copy  of  such  power  of  attorney  shall  be  filed 
with  the  corporation. 

§  21.    Stock  transfer;  corporatson  isen.    The  stock 

of  every  corporation,  except  when  otherwdse  provided  in  the 
(diarter  of  a  specially  chartered  corporation,  shall  be  personal 
property,  and,  with  the  treasurer's  receipt  for  payments  on 
stock  subscriptions,  shall  be  transferable  only  on  its  books  in 
such  form  as  the  by-laws  shall  prescribe.  Whenever  any 
transfer  of  stock  shall  be  made  for  collateral  security,  the 
entry  of  the  transfer  on  the  books  of  the  corporation  shall 
state  that  it  is  made  for  collateral  security.  Every  corpora- 
tion shall  at  all  times  have  a  lien  upon  all  of 
its  stock  owned  by  any  person  for  all  debts,  in- 
cludiug  instalments  duly  called  in,  due  to  it  from 
him,  and  may  sell  the  debtor's  interest  in  said 
stock,  or  in  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  discharge 
such  indebtedness  and  the  expense  of  such  sale,  at  public 
auction  at  any  time  after  the  debt  secured  thereby  becomes 
due  and  payable,  upon  giving  to  the  stockholder,  his  executor, 
or  administrator,  and  if  there  be  none,  his  heir-at-law,  a  writ- 
ten notice,  by  mail,  of  at  least  twenty  days  and  advertising 
such  sale  at  least  twice  in  a  newspaper  of  this  state  having  a 
circulation  in  the  town  where  such  corporation  is  located, 
not  less  than  one  week  prior  to  the  date  of  sale.  Any 
surplus  arising  from  such  sale  shall  be  paid  to  the  stockr 
holder. 
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§  22.    Calls  for  meetings;  changes  in  by-iaws.    AH 

stockholders'  meetings  shall  be  held  in  this  state  and,  except 
the  first,  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  provided  in  the 
by-laws.  A  written  or  printed  notice  of  every  such  meeting, 
stating  the  day,  hour,  and  place  thereof,  shall  be  given  by  the 
president  or  secretary  to  each  stockholder,  by  leaving  such 
notice  with  him  or  at  his  residence  or  usual  place  of  business, 
or  by  mailing  it  to  him  at  his  last  known  post  office  address, 
at  least  five  days  before  such  meeting.  At  any  such  meeting 
by-laws  may  be  adopted,  or  the  by-laws  previously  adopted 
may  be  altered  or  repealed.  !N^o  by-law  shall  be  adopted,  and 
no  existing  by-law  shall  be  amended  or  repealed,  unless  writ- 
ten notice  of  such  proposed  action  shall  have  been  given  in 
the  call  for  the  meeting  at  which  such  adoption,  amendment, 
or  repeal  is  to  be  acted  upon. 

§  23.    Special  meetings  how  called;  waiver.     The 

president  of  every  corporation  may,  and  upon  the  written  re- 
quest of  three  or  more  members  of  a  corporation  having  no 
capital  stock,  or  of  one  or  more  stockholders  holding  at  least 
one-tenth  of  the  capital  stock  of  a  corporation  having  capital 
stock,  shall,  call  a  special  stockholders'  meeting  and  cause 
legal  notice  thereof  to  be  given.  In  case  of  the  neglect  or 
refusal  of  the  president  to  call  a  meeting  on  such  request, 
such  stockholders  may  call  the  same.  Whenever  under  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  a  corporation  is  authorized  to 
take  any  action  after  notice  to  its  stockholders  or  after  the 
lapse  of  a  prescribed  period  of  time,  such  action  may  be 
taken  without  notice  and  without  the  lapse  of  any  period  of 
time  if  such  action  be  authorized  and  such  requirements  be 
waived  in  writing  by  every  stockholder  of  such  corporation 
or  by  his  attorney  thereto  authorized. 


§  24.    Failure  to   hold  meeting   or   elect   officers. 

Whenever  any  corporation  shall  have  failed  to  hold  its  annual 
meeting  or  to  elect  officers  thereat,  and  no  provision  is  con- 
tained in  its  charter,  a.rticles  of  association,  certificate  of  in- 
corporation, or  by-laws,  or  is  made  by  law,  otherwise  than  is 
provided  in  this  section  for  such  contingency,  the  officers  of 
such  corporation  shall  hold  office  until  others  shall  be  chosen 
in  their  stead,  and  a  special  or  annual  meeting  may  be  called 
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by  the  persons  whose  duty  it  is  to  call  the  animal  meetings 
or,  on  the  neglect  or  refusal  of  such  persons,  by  not  less  than 
three  of  the  members  of  a  corporation  having  no  capital  stock, 
or  by  the  holders  of  one-tenth  of  the  capital  stock  of  corpora- 
tions having  capital  stock,  by  giving  in  writing  such  notice 
as  is  required  in  calling  the  annual  meeting,  and  at  such  meet- 
ing the  necessary  officers  may  be  elected,  and  the  failure 
aforesaid  shall  not  impair  the  rights  of  such  corporation. 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  revive  any  corporation  whose 
powers  may  have  expired  for  any  cause  other  than  that  here- 
inbefore named  or  any  corporation  which  in  fact  shall  have 
abandoned  and  ceased  to  exercise  its  powers  and  franchises. 

§  25.  Stockholders'  vote;  proxies.  At  all  stockhold- 
ers' meetings  stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or  by  an  at- 
torney duly  authorized  by  a  written  power.  Every  share  of 
stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote  except  when 
otherwise  provided  in  its  charter  or  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion or  in  any  statute  affecting  it,  and  persons  holding  stock  in 
a  fiduciary  capacity  and  pledgors  of  stock  shown  to  be  such  by 
Ae  record  of  transfer  shall  have  the  same  voting  rights  upon 
shares  of  stock  so  held  as  any  holder  of  such  shares  would 
have,  except  that  pledgors  in  the  transfer  of  stock  may  ex- 
*  pressly  empower  the  pledgees  to  vote  thereon.     'No  proxy 

hereafter  made  shall  be  valid  after  the  expiration  of  eleven 
months  from  the  date  of  its  execution. 

§  26.    Receivership  of  corporation.    ^Vhenever  any 

corporation  having  a  capital  stock  has  wilfully  violated  its 
charter  or  exceeded  its  powers,  or  whenever  there  has  been  any 
fraud,  collusion,  or  gTOss  mismanagement  in  the  conduct  or 
control  of  such  corporation,  or  whenever  its  assets  are  in 
danger  of  waste  through  attachment,  litigation,  or  otherwise, 
or  such  corporation  has  abandoned  its  business  and  has  neg- 
lected to  wind  up  its  affairs  and  to  distribute  its  assets 
within  a  reasonable  time,  or  Avhenever  its  stockholders  or 
directors  have  voted  to  discontinue  its  business,  or  when- 
ever any  good  and  sufficient  reason  exists  for  the  dissolution 
of  such  corporation,  any  stockholder  or  stockholders  owning 
I  not  less  than  one-tenth  of  its  capital  stock  or,  in  the  case  of 

a  corporation  not  having  capital  stock,  any  member  of  such 
corporation  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  in  the  county 
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wherein  such  corporation  is  located,  for  the  dissolution  of 
such  corporation  and  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  to  wind 
up  its  affairs.  Such  court  may,  if  it  finds  that  sufficient 
cause  exists,  appoint  one  or  more  receivers  to  wind  up  the 
business  of  such  corporation,  and  may  at  any  time,  for  suffi- 
cient cause  shown,  make  a  decree  dissolving  such  corporation 
and  terminating  its  corporate  existence.  Whenever  such  de- 
cree of  dissolution  is  passed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  re- 
ceiver or  receivers  to  cause  a  certified  copy  thereof  to  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state,  and  said  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certified  copy  in  a  book  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose.  Such  court,  in  every  case  in  which  it 
appoints  a  receiver,  shall  by  its  order  limit  a  time,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  four  mouths  from  the -date  of  such 
order,  within  which  all  claims  against  such  corporation  shall 
be  presented,  and  all  claims  not  presented  within  such  time 
shall  be  forever  barred.  When  such  receivership  shall  be 
terminated  by  the  court,  the  receiver  or  receivers  shall  file 
with  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  similar  to  the  final 
certificate  required  of  directors  in  section  34  of  this  act^ 
and  said  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in 
a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  27.    Sale  of  property  and  franchises.    Said  court 

may,  in  its  discretion,  in  lieu  of  decreeing  the  dissolution  of 
such  corporation,  order  the  receiver  to  sell  its  property  and 
franchises;  and  the  purchaser  thereof  shall  succeed  to  all  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  such  corporation,  and  may  reor- 
ganize the  same  under  the  direction  of  said  court.  At  any 
sale  of  such  property  at  public  auction,  the  court  may,  in 
its  discretion,  authorize  the  receiver  to  accept  in  payment 
duly  allowed  claims  against  such  corporation,  at  a  proper 
valuation. 

§  28.  Appraisal  and  purchase  of  minority  stocl<  in- 
terest. Whenever  a  stockholder  or  stockholders  holding  not 
less  than  one-tenth  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
of  any  corporation  shall  petition  for  its  dissolution  and  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver,  pursuant  to  section  26  of  this  act, 
any  other  stockholder  or  stockholders  may  apply  to  said 
court  for  a  valuation  of  the  stock  held  by  the  petitioner  by  an 
appraiser  to  be  appointed  by  the  court.     Said  court  may,  for 
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STiflicient  cause  shown,  appoint  one  or  more  persons  to  ap- 
praise such  stock,  who  shall  forthwith  hear  the  parties  inter- 
ested, determine  the  value  of  the  petitioner's  stock,  and  file 
the  appraisal  with  the  clerk  of  said  court.  Said  clerk  shall 
at  once  give  written  notice  to  the  parties  interested  that  such 
appraisal  has  heen  filed,  and,  within  ten  days  after  the  giving 
of  such  notice,  the  applicant  for  an  appraisal  shall  file  with 
said  clerk  a  "writing  stating  whether  he  elects  to  buy  the 
petitioner's  stock  at  the  appraisal,  and,  if  he  does  elect  to 
buy  it,  he  shall  at  the  same  time  deposit  the  amount  of  such 
appraisal  in  money,  or  certified  check,  with  said  clerk,  who 
shall  forthwith  notify  the  petitioner  of  the  filing  of  such 
election  and  of  the  deposit.  If  such  deposit  is  made  as  pro- 
vided herein,  said  petition  for  a  dissolution  of  the  corporation 
and  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  shall  be  dismissed  upon 
motion  of  such  depositor.  Such  deposit  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  petitioner  by  the  clerk,  on  receipt  of  the  certificates  of 
his  stock  duly  indorsed  for  transfer,  to  be  delivered  to  the  de^ 
positor.  If  such  certificates  are  not  so  indorsed  and  received 
within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  such  deposit,  the  money 
or  check  shall  be  returned  to  the  depositor.  If  the  applicant 
for  appraisal  shall  fail  to  make  such  deposit,  said  action 
may  p^^oceed  to  final  judgment.  The  expenses  of  the  ap- 
praisal shall  be  taxed  by  the  court,  and  shaU  be  paid  by  the 
stockholders  applying  for  such  appraisal,  if  they  fail  to  de- 
posit the  amount  of  the  appraisal  required  as  aforesaid,  but 
otherwise  shall  be  taxed  against  the  corporation  and  aade<i 
to  the  final  costs  in  the  case. 

§  29.  Voluntary  dissolution  after  commencing  busi- 
ness. Whenever  the  directors  of  a  corporation  shall  vote  to 
terminate  its  corporate  existence,  they  shall  forthwith  call  a 
special  meeting  of  the  stockholdetrs,  to  be  held  not  less  than 
thirty  nor  more  than  forty  days  from  the  date  of  such  call. 
Such  call  shall  contain  a  copy  of  such  vote  and  shall  be  pub^ 
lished  once  a  week  for  four  weeks  next  preceding  such  meet- 
ing, in  a  newspaper  of  this  state  having  a  circulation  in  the 
town  where  such  corporation  is  located,  and  a  copy  thereof 
shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  last  known  address  of  each  stock- 
holder. If,  at  such  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  three-fourths 
in  interest  of  each  class  of  stock  issued  shall  vote  to  con- 
firm such  vote  of  the  directx>rs,  the  directors  shall  proceed 
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forthwitli  to  wind  up  the  affairs  of  such,  corporation.  If 
every  stockholder  shall  sign  and  acknowledge,  before  an 
officer  authorized  to  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds,  an  agree- 
ment among  stockholders  that  the  corporate  existence  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  terminated,  the  vote  of  the  directors 
and  the  confirming  vote  of  the  stockholders  aforesaid  may  be 
dispensed  with. 

§  30.    Directors  trustees  to  wind  up  business.    The 

directors  of  a  corporation  whose  existence  is  to  be  terminated 
pursuant  to  the  vote  or  assent  of  its  stockholders,  as  provided 
in  section  29  of  this  act,  shall  be  trustees  to  close  up  llie 
business  of  such  corporation.  They  shall  forthwith  prepare 
an  inventory  of  its  assets,  make  a  list  of  its  creditors  with  the 
amounts  due  to  each,  and  collect  its  bills  and  accounts  re- 
ceivable. They  shall,  within  two  weeks  after  the  date  of 
the  stockholders'  vote  of  confirmation  or  agreement  to  dis- 
solve the  corporation,  send  a  written  notice  of  the  proposed 
dissolution  to  every  known  creditor  of  such  corporation  warn- 
ing him  to  present  his  claim  and  stating  to  whom  and  at 
what  place  such  claim  may  be  presented.  They  shall  in  such 
notice  limit  the  time  within  which  such  claims  shall  be 
presented,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  four  months  after 
the  date  of  such  stockholders'  vote  or  agreement.  They  shall 
also  publish,  in  some  newspaper  published  in  this  state  and 
having  a  circulation  in  the  town  where  such  corporation  is 
located,  a  copy  of  such  notice.  Within  one  year  from  the 
date  of  such  stockholders'  vote  or  agreement  the  trustees 
shall  sell  all  of  the  property  of  such  corporation  except  money 
and  uncollected  accounts  in  litigation,  at  private  sale  or 
public  auction.  As  soon  as  practicable,  the  trustees  shall 
pay,  in  full  or  pro  rata,  all  claims  against  such  corporation 
which  have  been  allowed  by  them  or  which  may  be  found  to 
be  due  by  any  proper  tribunal  and  shall  distribute  the  bal- 
ance of  the  assets,  if  any,  among  the  stockholders  of  such 
CQrpbration. 

§  31.  Application  to  the  court.  Such  trustees  may, 
in  their  discretion,  bring  their  application  to  lie  superior 
court  for  the  county  within  which  such  corporation  is 
located,  or  to  any  judge  of  the  superior  court  when  such 
court  is  not  in  session,  setting  forth  the  facts  of  such  proposed 
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dissolution  and  praying  the  court,  or  such  judge,  to  limit 
a  period  witliin  which  all  claims  against  such,  corporations 
must  be  presented,  and  such  court  or  judge  may  mal^e  an 
order  limiting  the  time  within  which  claims  must  be  pre>- 
sented,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  four  months  from  the 
date  of  such  order.  Such  trustees  shall  proceed  to  wind  up 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  in  accordance  witli  the  pro- 
visions of  section  30  of  this  act,  under  the  direction,  of  the 
court  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  receivers.  The 
court  may,  for  cause  shown,  extend  the  period  within  which 
the  trustees  shall  sell  the  property  of  the  corporation. 

§  32.    When  claims  shall  be  barred.    All  claims  not 

presented  within  the  time  limit  in  accordance  mth  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  30  and  31  of  this  act  shall  be  ban-ed  and 
any  claim  so  presented  and  disallowed  by  such  trustees  shall 
be  barred  unless  the  owner  thereof  shall  commence  an  action 
to  enforce  the  same  within  four  months  after  such  trustees 
shall  have  given  him  written  notice  of  its  rejection. 

§  33.  Creditors  not  to  interfere  with  control  of  prop- 
erty. 'No  creditor  shall,  by  attachment  or  by  any  process  or 
proceeding,  interfere  with  the  custody,  control,  or  disposi- 
tion of  the  property  of  the  corporation  by  its  directors  acting 
as  trustees  for  the  winding  up  of  the  corporate  affairs  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  But  any  creditor,  pending  such 
winding  up,  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  in  the  county 
in  which  the  corporation  is  located,  or  to  a  judge  thereof 
when  such  court  is  not  actually  in  session,  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  receiver  of  such  property  on  the  ground  of  fraud, 
mismanagement,  or  incompetency  of  such  trustees,  and  such 
court  or  judge,  upon  finding  that  such  trustees  are  incompe- 
tent or  have  been  guilty  of  fraud  or  mismanagement  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  appoint  such  receiver  and  the 
powers  of  such  trustees  shall  thereupon  terminate.  Btit  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  prevent  any  person  from  establish- 
ing any  claim  against  such  corporation  by  an  action  at  law, 
or  shall  prevent  the  foreclosure  of  any  lien  or  mortgage 
existing  at  the  time  of  such  vote  or  assent  to  dissolve. 

§  34.    Certificates  concerning  dissolution.    Whenever 

the  stockholders  shall  by  vote  or  written  assent  agree  to  the 
dissolution  of  a  corporation,  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall 
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make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary 
of  the  state  a  certificate  that  such  stockkholders'  vote  has  been 
duly  passed  or  such  assent  duly  given,  and  stating  the  address 
to  which  all  claims  against  such  corporation  may  be  sent, 
and  such  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate 
in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  When  the  directors 
have  completed  their  duties  as  trustees  as  aforesaid,  a  ma- 
jority of  them  shall  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  further  certificate  stating 
that  the  directors  have  completed  their  duties  in  winding  up 
the  affairs  of  such  corporation  and  have  sold  or  collected  all 
of  its  assets  and  distributed  the  same,  stating  the  manner 
of  such  distribution.  The  secretary  shall  examine  the  same, 
and,  if  he  finds  that  it  conforms  to  law,  shall  indorse  thereon 
the  word  "  Approved,"  with  his  name  and  official  title,  and 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose.  When  such  certificate  has  been  approved 
by  the  secretary,  the  existence  of  such  corporation  shall  ter- 
minate. 

§  35.    Certificate  when  corporate  existence  ends  by 

limitation.  ^Vhen  the  existence  of  a  corporation  terminates 
by  limitation,  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  make,  sign, 
and  swear  to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  tiie  state 
a  certificate  setting  forth  the  facts  as  to  such  termination  and 
stating  the  manner  in  which  its  affairs  are  to  bo  wound  up 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  claims  may 
be  presented  by  creditors  of  such  corporation.  The  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for 
that  purpose. 

§  36.  Corporate  existence  to  be  continued  for  cer- 
tain purposes.  All  corporations,  whether  they  expire  by 
their  own  limitation  or  are  dissolved  by  voluntary  action,  by 
decree  of  court,  or  by  act  of  the  general  assembly,  shall  con- 
tinue so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  prosecute 
and  defend  suits  by  or  against  them,  to  close  up  their  affairs, 
dispose  of  their  property,  and  distribute  their  assets. 

§  37.  Annual  reports.  The  president  and  treasurer 
of  every  corporation  having  capital  stock,  except  banks,  trust 
companies,  insurance  and  surety  companies,  railroad  or 
street  railway  companies,  express  companies,  building  and 
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loan  associations,  and  investment  companies,  sHall,  annually^ 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  or  August,  make, 
sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  a  certificate  setting  forth  as  of  the  first  day  of  January 
or  July  immediately  preceding:  (1)  The  name,  residence, 
and  post-office  address  of  each  of  its  officers  and  directors: 
(2)  The  amount  of  its  outstanding  capital  stock  which  has 
not  been  paid  for  in  full,  with  the  amount  due  thereon:  (3) 
The  location  of  its  principal  office  in  this  state,  with  the 
street  and  number,  if  any  there  be,  and  the  name  of  the  agent 
or  person  in  charge  thereof  upon  whom  process  against  the 
corporation  may  be  served.  The  secretary  shall  thereupon 
record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  such  certificate  to  the 
persons  filing  the  same,  who  shall  forthwith  cause  such  certi- 
fied copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  of 
the  town  in  which  such  corporation  is  located,  and  said  town 
clerk  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose.  On  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  September  the 
town  clerks  of  the  several  towns  shall  report  to  the  secretary 
of  the  state  the  names  of  all  corporations  whose  annual  re- 
turns have  been  filed  for  record  during  the  preceding  six 
months,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and 
the  secretary  shall  report  to  the  attorney-general,  every  six 
months,  the  names  of  all  corporations  which  have  failed  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  attorney- 
general  sball  collect  all  forfeitures  due  under  this  section. 
Every  corporation  whose  officers  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  failure. 

1907,  ch.  27.        Annual  report  may  be  signed  by  secretary  instead  of 

president,  when.  Wlienever,  by  reason  of  absence,  disability, 
or  a  vacancy  existing  in  the  office,  the  president  of  any  cor- 
poration is  unable  to  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  the  annual  report 
provided  for  in  section  thirty-sev^Q  of  chapter  194  of  the  public 
acts  of  1903,  such  report  may  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the 
secretary  of  such  corporation  instead  of  by  the  president  thereof ; 
provided,  however,  that  the  secretary  and  treasurer  be  not  the 
same  person. 
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§  38.    Annual  returns  by  express  companies;  penalty. 

Every  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state  as  an  express 
company  sihall,  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year,  file 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  its  capital  stock,  the  amount  actually  paid  thereon 
in  cash,  the  time  when  said  stock  was  issued,  the  amount  of 
its  real  estate,  the  place  where  such  real  estate  is  located  and 
its  cost  and  present  value,  the  amount  of  personal  estate  held 
by  the  company  and  its  cash  value,  the  amount  of  bills,  notes, 
bonds,  or  other  commercial  security  held  by  the  company  and 
their  value,  the  amount  of  loans  and  discount  of  the  funds  of 
the  company  to  its  officers  within  the  year  last  past,  the 
amount  of  its  capital  stock  purchased  and  sold  by  it  or  its 
officers  and  agents  for  its  use,  the  amounts  paid  within  the 
year  last  past  for  permanent  betterments  of  its  real  estate 
and  improvements  of  equipment  of  its  business,  the  gross 
amount  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  within  said  year, 
the  amount  of  surplus  cash  on  hand  during  each  month  of 
said  year,  the  amount  of  dividends  paid  in  the  same  time, 
and  the  amount  of  its  assets  and  liabilities.  Every  such  cor- 
poration which  shall  fail  to  file  such  return  for  one  month 
after  said  first  day  of  January  shall,  for  every  month  of 
such  Delect  thereafter,  forfeit  one  thousand  dollars  to  the 
state. 

§  39.  Information  for  creditor.  Every  person  having 
charge  of  the  stock  books  of  any  corporation  shall  furnish 
information  as  to  the  number  of  shares  held  by  any  stock- 
holder in  such  corporation  to  any  applicant  who  shall  furnish 
the  person  in  charge  of  such  books  with  an  affidavit  that  the 
applicant  is  a  creditor  of  such  stockholder.  Any  person  in 
charge  of  books  as  aforesaid  refusing  to  give  such  information 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  40.    Investment  companies;    bond   issue   limited. 

Whenever  the  board  of  directors  of  any  corporation  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  lending  m®ney  on  real  estate  security,  and 
issuing,  negotiating,  guaranteeing,  and  dealing  in  bonds  and 
mortgage  securities,  shall  vote  that  said  corporation  shall 
never  issue  and  have  outstanding  at  any  one  time  bonds 
exceeding  a  certain  amount  specified  in  such  vote,  and  said 
vote  shall  be  ratified  and  approved  by  a  vote  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said   corporation,   a   copy  of  such  votes  of  the 
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directors  and  stockholders,  certified  by  the  secretary  and  at- 
tested by  the  president  and  a  majority  of  the  directors,  may 
be  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state, 
and  thereafter  said  vote  shall  be  a  perpetual  limitation  upon 
the  powers  of  such  corporation. 

§  41.  Supervision  of  investment  companies;  guar- 
anty limited.  Every  corporation  which  has  power  to  or  does 
sell  or  negotiate  its  own  choses  in  action,  or  sell,  guarantee,  or 
negotiate  the  choses  in  action  of  other  persons  or  corporations 
as  investments,  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  commis- 
sioner on  building  and  loan  associations  and  subject  in  that 
particular  to  all  the  laws  relating  to  the  examination  and  T&- 
port  of  banks,  savings  banks,  and  trust  companies.  Said 
commissioner,  in  his  annual  report,  shall  clearly  describe  the 
various  classes  of  assets  and  liabilities  of  each,  and  state  any 
special  provision  which  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of 
such  liabilities.  ISTo  corporation  doing  business  as  aforesaid 
shall  guarantee,  by  endorsement  or  otherwise,  debenture 
bonds  secured  by  loans  upon  real  estate  to  an  amount  exceed- 
ing ten  times  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock  paid  up  in 
cash  and  the  cash  surplus  of  said  corporation. 

§  42.  Collection  of  taxes  on  shares.  When  any  cor- 
poration has  power  to  impose  a  tax  on  its  stock,  it  may  ap- 
point a  collector  thereof,  who  shall  receive  from  its  treasurer 
a  rate  bill,  and  a  warrant  signed  by  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
directing  such  collector  to  collect  the  sums  specified  in  such 
rate  bill;  and  on  neglect  of  any  stockholder  to  pay  the  tax 
due  from  him  within  the  time  limited  by  such  corporation, 
the  collector  may  levy  such  warrant  on  his  shares,  or  such 
part  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  satisfy  such  tax  and  costs, 
and  shall  proceed  therein  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
the  collection  of  executions  when  levied  on  the  shares  of  the 
capital  stock  of  a  corporation ;  and  the  fees  of  such  collector 
shall  be  the  same  as  are  allowed  to  officers  on  executions. 

§  43.    Alteration  and  repeal  of  charters.    All  acts 

creating  or  authorizing  the  organization  of  corporations  or 
altering  the  charters  of  corporations,  which  have  been  or  shall 
be  passed  by  the  general  assembly,  and  all  charters  under 
which  no  corporation  has  been  organized,  shall  be  subject  to 
alteration,  amendment,  and  repeal  at  the  pleasure  of  the  gen- 
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eral  assembly,  -unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  such 
acts;  but  no  such  amendment  or  repeal  shall  impair  any 
remedy  against  any  such  corporation  or  against  its  officers, 
directors,  or  stockholders,  for  any  liability  which  shall  have 
been  previously  incurred;  and  all  such  amendments  shall 
apply  to  every  corporation  except  in  so  far  as  is  otherwise  > 
expressly  provided. 

§  44.  Forms  for  certificates.  The  secretary  of  the 
state  shall  prepare  forms  for  the  several  certificates  and  re- 
turns required  by  this  act. 

§  45.  Penalty  for  violation  of  this  act.  Every  per- 
son who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for 
which  no  penalty  or  punishment  is  expressly  prescribed,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Part  II. 

COEPOEATIOlSr   OEGANIZED  UNDER  SPECIAL   CHAETEK. 

§  46.    Location  not  to  be  changed,    ^o  bank,  savings 

bank,  insurance  company,  or  trust  company  shall  change  its 
location  from  one  town  to  another  except  by  an  act  of  the 
general  assembly. 

Increase  of  capital  stock.  Every  specially  chartered  cor-  i907,  ch.246. 
poration  having  power  by  law  to  increase  its  capital  stock  may 
from  time  to  time  so  increase  it  by  issiiing  additional  shares  of 
the  same  par  value,  under  such  limitations  as  to  the  amount 
issued  and  of  every  other  nature  whatsoever  as  may  exist  either  in 
its  charter  or  in  any  statute  affecting  it ;  provided,  that,  at  a  meet- 
ing of  its  stockholders  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  such 
increase  shall  have  been  authorized  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  each  class  of  stock  issued  and  outstanding  at  the  time 
of  said  vote,  which  vote  shall  state  the  amount  of  the  increase 
so  authorized;  or  provided,  that,  at  a  meeting  of  its  stock- 
holders held  for  that  purpose,  a  written  or  printed  notice  of 
which  stating  the  day,  hour,  place,  and  purpose  thereof  shall 
have  been  given  by  the  president  or  secretary  to  each  stock- 
holder by  leaving  such  notice  with  him  or  at  his  residence  or 
usual  place  of  bjisiness  or  by  mailing  such  notice  to  him  at 
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his  last  known  post  office  address  at  least  thirty  days  before 
such  meeting,  such  increase  shall  have  been  authorized  by  a 
vote  of  at  least  two  thirds  of  each  class  of  stock  represented  at 
such  meeting.  Before  any  such  corporation  shall  issue  any 
shares  of  such  increased  capital  stock  so  voted,  a  majority  of 
the  directors  shall  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  setting  forth  the 
number  of  shares  so  voted  and  the  par  value  thereof.  The  sec- 
retary shall  examine  the  same,  and  if  he  shall  find  that  it  con- 
forms to  law  and  that  all  taxes  have  been  paid  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  57,  shall  endorse  thereon  the  word 
"Approved,"  with  his  name  and  official  title,  and  shall  there- 
upon record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose. 

§  48.  Stock  preferred  as  to  dividends.  Any  spe- 
cially chartered  corporations,  not  engaged  either  in  a  trust, 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  which  has  by  law  power  to 
increase  its  capital  stock,  may  so  increase  it  by  the  issue 
of  preferred  stock,  which  shall  be  entitled  to  divi- 
dends of  an  agi'eed  amount  before  any  dividends  are  declared 
upon  the  stock  already  issued;  and  such  dividends,  if  not 
paid  in  any  one  year,  may  be  paid  out  of  the  earnings  of 
subsequent  years,  if  it  be  so  provided  in  the  vote  authorizing 
such  increase. 

§  49.    Stock  preferred  as  to  assets.    Any  specially 

chartered  corporation,  having  power  under  section  48  of  this 
act  to  issue  stock  preferred  as  to  dividends,  may  also  issue 
stock  preferred  as  to  assets,  the  holders  of  which  shall,  in  case 
of  the  winding  up  of  the  corporation,  be  paid  up  to  the  full 
par  value  of  such  preferred  stock,  out  of  the  net  assets  avail- 
able for  distribution  to  stockholders,  before  the  holders  of 
other  stock  receive  anything;  and,  if  the  holders  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  common  stock  shall  so  vote,  the  holders  of  such 
preferred  stock  may  be  given  the  right  to  exchange  such  pre- 
ferred stock  for  common  stock,  on  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  may  be  determined  by  said  vote;  but  the  total  capital 
stock  of  the  corporation  shall  not  be  increased  by  such  ex- 
changa 

§  50.  Issue,  how  authorized.  ITo  issue  of  preferred 
stock  shall  be  made  unless  authorized  at  a  meetino;  of  the 
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stockholders  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  by  a  vote  of 
stockholders  holding  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  tlie  stock  of 
such  corporation,  which  vote  shall  determine  the  amount  of 
preferred  stock  so  to  be  issued,  the  number  and  value  of  the 
shares  thereof,  the  dividends  to  be  paid  thereon,  whether  the 
same  shall  be  cumulative  or  not,  and  the  terms  of  the  prefer- 
meoit  as  to  assets,  if  such  preferment  is  made. 

§  51.    Certificate  of  increase.    iTo  certificate  for  such 

preferred  stock  shall  be  issued  until  a  majority  of  the 
directors  have  made,  signed,  and  sworn  to  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  setting  forth 
the  increase  of  such  capital  stock,  the  number  and  value  of 
such  shares,  the  amount  of  the  dividend  to  be  paid  thereon, 
whether  the  same  is  to  be  cumulative  or  not,  and  the  terms 
of  the  preferment  as  to  assets,  if  such  preferment  is  made. 
The  secretary  shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  The  certificate  required  by 
this  section  shall  be  in  addition  to  those  required  by  law  in 
relation  to  the  increase  of  capital  stock. 

§  52.  Reduction  of  capital  stock.  Any  specially 
chartered  corporation  may  reduce  its  capital  stock.  ISTo  suchi 
reduction  shall  be  valid  unless  approved  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  outstanding  stock  of  each  class  at  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  nor  unless 
a  majority  of  the  directoi's  shall  make,  sign,  and  swear  to 
and  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate 
stating  that  the  reduction  has  been  duly  approvecl  by  the 
stockholders  and  setting  forth  a  copy  of  the  vote  of  the  stock- 
holders, which  vote  shall  show  the  details  as  to  such  reduction. 
The  secretary  shall  record  such  certificate  iu  a  book  kept 
by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  53.    Change   of   name   by   superior   court.    Any 

specially  chartered  corporation,  having  voted  to  change  its 
corporate  name,  may  apply  to  the  superior  court  for  the 
county  in  which  it  is  located  to  have  such  change  made,  first 
giving  notice  of  such  intended  application  by  advertisement 
for  two  weeks  consecutively  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
Hartford  or  ISTew  Haven  and  a  newspaper,  if  there  be  one, 
published  in  the  town  in  which  the  corporation  is  located; 
and  said  court  may  change  said  name  as  prayed  for,  and, 
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upon  filing  for  record  in  the  ofiice  of  the  secretary  of  the  state 
a  certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the  court,  the  name  of  such 
corporation  shall  be  as  decreed  by  said  court;  but  no  right 
esisting  at  the  time  of  such  change  in  favor  of  or  against 
such  corporation  shall  be  affected  thereby.  The  secretary 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certified  copy  in  a  book  kept  by 
him  for  that  purpose. 

§  54.    Charter  without  organization  void  after  two 

years.  The  charter  of  every  specially  chartered  corporation, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall  be  void,  unless 
such  corporation  shall  be  organized  and  a  certificate  of  such 
organization,  sworn  to  by  the  president  or  secretary,  or,  if 
there  be  no  such  officers,  by  an  officer  having  custody  of  the 
records  of  such  corporation,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  state  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  such  charter.  The  secretary  shall  thereupon 
record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 
Any  street  railway  company  chartered  by  the  general  assemr 
bly  at  its  January  session,  1903,  which  has  not  already  organ- 
ized may  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this 
act  on  or  before  July  first,  1907. 

§  55.    Acceptance  and  effect  of  charter  amendment. 

When  any  amendment  or  alteration  of  the  charter  of  any 
sipecially  chartered  corporation  shall  be  made,  if  it  be  not 
otherwise  specially  provided  in  the  resolution  making  such 
alteration  or  amendment,  it  shall  not  become  operative  unless, 
within  six  months  after  its  passage,  it  shall  be  accepted  at  a 
meeting  of  such  corporation  warned  and  held  for  that  pur- 
pose, nor  unless,  within  said  period,  an  attested  copy  of  said 
acceptance  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state,  to  be  recorded  by  him  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose ; 
and  such  acceptance  shall  make  the  original  charter  and  all 
resolutions  amending  and  altering  the  same  subject  to  amend- 
ment, alteration,  and  repeal,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  general 
assembly.  If  such  amendment  shall  be  made  before  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  original  charter,  then  such  amendment  may 
be  accepted  at  the  same  time  such  original  charter  is  accepted. 

§  56.    Reports  to  genera!  assembly.     Corporations 

required  to  make  reports  to  the  general  assembly  shall  make 
them  during  the  first  week  of  each  regular  session. 
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§  57.    Tax  on  stock  issue  authorized  by  special  act; 

penalty.  Before  any  bill  or  resolution  creating  a  corpora- 
tion having  a  capital  stock  shall  be  approved  or  become  a 
laWj  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  state  treasurer,  in  addition  to 
the  fees  required  by  section  10  of  the  general  statutes,  a  fran- 
chise tax  of  one  dollar  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the 
capital  stock  with  which  it  is  to  be  organized,  but  such  tax 
shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  fifty  dollars.  If  such  bill  or 
resolution  shall  not  be  approved  or  become  a  law,  the  treas- 
urer shall  return  the  tax  so  paid.  Whenever  any  specially 
chartered  corporation  shall  vote  tO'  increase  the  amount  of 
its  capital  stock  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
or  of  any  other  general  or  special  law  affecting  it,  such  cor- 
poration shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer,  before  any  shares 
of  such  increased  capital  stock  shall  be  issued,  a  further  tax  of 
one  dollar  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  total  increased 
capital  stock  so  voted,  but  no  additional  franchise  tax  shall 
be  required  upon  stock  upon  which  the  corporation  has  paid 
the  full  franchise  tax  required  by  the  law  in  force  at  the  time 
of  such  payment.  Every  officer  of  any  corporation  subject 
to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  who  shall  sign  or 
issue  any  certificate  of  stock  on  which  the  tax  imposed  by 
this  section  has  not  been  paid,  shall  be  fined  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Part  III. 

THE   COKPOEATION  ACT  OF  1901. 

§  58.  Application.  The  provisions  of  this  part  shall 
apply  to  all  corporations  formed  under  it  and  to  all  corpora- 
tions heretofore  organized  under  the  joint  stock  law  of  this 
state  or  the  corporation  act  of  1901,  but  shall  not  require  the 
reorganization  of  corporations  heretofore  formed. 

§  59.  Powers.  Every  corporation  to  which  this  part 
applies,  in  addition  to  all  other  powers  granted  by  law,  shall 
have  power  to  mortgage  its  real  and  personal  estate,  including 
its  franchises,  and  issue  promissory  notes,  bonds,  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness.  Such  corporation  may  also  issue 
one  or  more  classes  of  stock. 
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§  60.  Certificates.  Every  certificate  required  by  tkis 
part  tO'  be  filed  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  persons 
required  to  file  it,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state,  who  shall  examine  the  same,  and,  if  he  shall 
find  that  it  conforms  to  law  and  that  all  taxes  which  may 
be  due  upon  the  filing  of  the  certificate  under  the  provisions 
of  section  61  of  this  act  have  been  paid,  shall  indorse  thereon 
the  word  "  Approved,"  with  his  name  and  official  title,  and 
shall  thereupon  record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him 
for  that  purpose.  'No  act  required  to  be  set  forth  in  any  such 
certificate  shall  be  valid  until  such  certificate  has  been  ap- 
proved as  aforesaid,  but  this  provision  shall  not  relieve  the 
corporation,  its  officers,  directors,  or  stockholders  from  any 
liability  which  might  otherwise  be  enforcible  against  them  or 
any  of  them.,  or  invalidate  any  of  the  stock  of  such  corpora- 
tion in  the  hands  of  bona  fide  holders  mthout  notice.  I^o 
such  corporation  shall  commence  business  until  a  copy  of  the 
certificate  required  by  section  63  hereof,  duly  certified  by  the 
secretary  of  the  state,  shall  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
town  clerk  of  the  town  where  said  corporation  is  to  be 
located;  and  said  toAvn  clerk  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

§  61.  Tax  on  capita!  stock.  Every  such  corporation, 
before  its  certificate  of  incorporation  shall  be  approved  by 
the  secretary  of  the  state,  shall  pay  to  the  state  treasurer  fifty 
cents  on  every  one  thousand  dollars  of  its  authorized  capital 
stock  up  to  five  million  dollars ;  and  it  shall  pay  ten  cents 
upon  every  one  thousand  dollars  of  its  authorized  capital 
stiOck  in  excess  of  five  million  dollars.  Whenever  any  cor- 
poration organized  under  the  provisions  of  this  part,  or 
under  any  former  joint  stock  law  of  this  state,  shall  increase 
the  amount  of  its  authorized  capital  stock,  it  shall  pay  to  the 
state  treasurer,  before  the  certificate  of  increase  shall  be  ap- 
proved, fifty  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  such 
authorized  increase  until  it  has  paid  on  a  total  capital  stock 
of  five  million  dollars ;  and,  upon  any  authorized  increase 
of  capital  stock  above  five  million  dollars,  it  shall  pay  to  the 
state  treasurer  ten  cents  on  each  one  thousand  dollars ;  but  no 
payment  under  the  provisions  "of  this  section  shall  be  less 
tJian  twenty-five  doUars.     Said  payments  shall  be  in  lieu  of

all  other  taxes  upon  the  franchise  of  the  corporation,  but 
shall  not  be  in  lieu  of  any  tax  imposed  by  law  upon  the 
property  of  the  corporation  or  upon  the  shares  of  its  stock  in 
the  hands  of  its  stockholders. 

§  62.  Formation.  Any  three  or  more  persons  may 
associate  to  form  a  corporation  under  this  act  for  the  trans- 
action of  any  lawful  business.  Such  corporation  shall  not 
have  power,  however,  to  transact  in  this  state  the  business  of 
a  bank,  savings  bank,  trust  company,  building  and  loan  asso- 
ciation, insurance  company,  surety  or  indemnity  company, 
railroad  or  street  raihvay  company,  telegraph  or  telephone 
company,  gas,  electric  light,  or  water  company,  or  of  any 
company  requiring  the  right  to  take  and  condemn  lands  or  to 
occupy  the  public  highways  of  this  state,  but  shall  have  power 
to  transact  such  business  in  any  state  or  territory  of  the 
United  States,  or  in  any  foreign  country,  if  not  prohibited 
by  the  laws  of  such  state  or  territory  or  foreign  country, 

§  63.    Certificate  of  incorporation.    The  persons  so 

associated  shall  file  a  certificate  setting  forth :  (1)  The  name 
of  the  corporation:  (2)  The  name  of  the  town  in  this  state 
in  which  the  corporation  is  to  be  located:  (3)  The  nature 
of  the  business  to  be  transacted  or  the  purposes  to  be  pro- 
moted or  carried  out :  (4)  The  amount  of  authorized  capital 
stock,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  two  thousand  dollars,  the 
number  of  shares  into  which  the  same  is  divided,  and  the  par 
value  of  each  share,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars,  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  class  of  stock,  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  different  classes  with  the  terms  on  which  they 
are  respectively  created:  (5)  The  amount  of  capital  stock 
with  which  the  corporation  shall  commence  business,  which 
shall  not  be  less  than  one  thousand  dollars;  (6)  The  period, 
if  any,  limited  for  the  duration  of  the  corporation. 

§  64.    Certificate  may  contain  additional  provisions. 

The  certificate  of  incorporation  may  also  contain  any  lawful 
provisions  which  the  incorporators  may  choose  to  insert  for 
the  regulation  of  the  business  of  the  corporation,  or  for  defin- 
ing and  regulating  the  powers  of  the  corporation,  its  officers, 
directors,  and  stockholders  or  any  class  of  stockholders. 

§  65.    Evidence  of  corporate  existence.    Upon  the 

approval  of  the  certificate  of  incorporation  by  the  secretary 
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of  the  state,  corporate  existence  sihall  begin.  A  copy  of  STicb 
certificate  and  approval,  duly  certified  by  the  secretary  of 
tbe  state  nnder  bis  bajid  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  legal  existence  of  any  such  cor- 
poration. 

§  66.  Power  of  incorporators.  After  the  approval 
of  the  certificate  of  incorporation  as  aforesaid  and  until  tbe 
directors  are  elected,  the  incorporators  shall  have  charge  of 
the  affairs  of  tbe  corporation,  and  may  take  such  steps  as  are 
necessary  or  proper  to  obtain  subscriptions  to  its  stock. 

§  67.    Call  of  first  meeting;  waiver.    A  majority  of 

the  incorporators  shall  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  corpora- 
tion, at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  by  a 
notice  published  twice,  at  least  seven  days  before  tbe  time 
designated,  in  a  newspaper  in  this  state  having  a  circulation 
in  the  town  in  which  the  corporation  is  located ;  but  such 
notice  may  be  waived  by  a  writing  signed  by  all  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  capital  stock  and  a  majority  of  the  incor- 
porators, specifying  time  and  place  for  said  meeting,  which 
waiver  shall  be  recorded  at  length  upon  the  records  of  the 
corporation. 

§  68.    Organization;  adoption  of  by-laws.    At  such 

meeting,  including  adjournments  thereof,  the  subscribers  for 
stock  who  are  present  in  person  or  by  attorney  shall  perfect 
an  organization  by  the  choice  of  a  temporary  clerk  and  the 
election  by  ballot  of  three  or  more  directors  who  •  are  sub- 
scribers for  stock,  and  shall  adopt  by-laws  for  tbe  regulation 
of  the  affairs  of  tbe  corporation.  Such  subscribers  may  alsO' 
transact  any  other  business;  provided,  that  due  notice 
thereof  has  been  given  in  tbe  call  for  such  meeting  or  has 
been  expressly  waived. 

[Sec.  68b.  Unless  the  certificate  of  organization  re- 
quired by  section  69  is  filed  within  two  years  after  the  filing 
of  the  certificate  of  incorporation,  such  certificate  of  incor- 
poration shall  be  void.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
apply  to  all  certificates  of  incorporation,  filed  prior  to  the 
going  into  effect  hereof,  under  which  organization  shall  not 
have  been  perfected,  and  for  the  purpose  hereof  certificates 
of  organization  thereunder  may  be  filed  at  any  time  within 
two  years  after  this  section  shall  go  into  effect.  Chapter 
26Y,  Public  Acts  of  1905.] 
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§  69.    Commencement   of  business;    certificate   of 

OrganiZcltion.  No  such  corporation  shall  commence  business 
until  the  amount  of  capital  specified  in  its  certificate  of  in- 
corporation as  the  amount  of  capital  with  which  it  will 
commence  business  has  been  paid  in ;  nor  until  its  directors 
and  officers  have  been  duly  elected  and  its  by-laws  adopted ; 
nor  until  a  majority  of  its  directors  have  caused  to  be  filed 
a  certificate  of  organization  setting  forth:  (1)  The  amount 
of  each  class  of  stock  subscribed  for:  (2)  The  amount  paid 
thereon  in  cash:  (3)  The  amount  paid  thereon  in  property 
other  than  cash:  (4)  The  amount  paid  on  each  share  of 
stock  which  is  not  paid  for  in  full:  (5)  The  name,  resi- 
dence, and  address  of  each  of  the  original  subscribers,  with 
the  number  and  class  of  shares  subscribed  for  by  each:  (6) 
That  the  directors  and  officers  of  the  corporation  have  been 
duly  elected  and  its  by-laws  adopted:  (Y)  The  name,  resi- 
dence, and  post  office  address  of  each  of  the  officers  and 
directors.  [(8)  The  location  of  its  principal  office  in  this 
state,  with  the  street  and  number,  if  any  there  be,  and  the 
name  of  the  agent  or  person  in  charge  thereof  upon  whom 
process  against  the  corporation  may  be  served.]  A  copy  of 
such  certificate,  duly  approved  by  the  secretary  of  the  state 
and  certified  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  corporation  has  been  duly 
organized  and  is  duly  authorized  to  exercise  all  of  its  cor- 
porate powers. 

§  70.  Officers.  The  directors  of  every  corporation 
shall  choose  from  among  their  number  a  president  and  shall 
appoint  a  treasurer,  a  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as 
the  by-laws  shall  prescribe.  The  same  person  may  fill  the 
offices  of  president  and  treasurer  or  of  secretary  and  treas- 
urer. 

"  §  71.  Issue  of  additional  StOCl<.  Every  corporation 
may,  at  any  meeting  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose,  em- 
power its  directors  to  issue  shares  of  its  unissued  authorized 
capital ,  stock.  At  the  time  for  the  filing  of  its  next  annual 
report  after  the  issue  of  any  such  shares,  a  majority  of  the 
directors  shall  make  and  file  a  certificate  setting  forth  the 
facts  relating  to  such  issue  similar  to  the  facts  relating  to 
the  original  issue  of  stock  required  by  subdivisions  (1)  to 
(5),  inclusive,  of  section  69  of  this  act. 
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§  72.    Surrender  of  rights  before  beginning  business. 

At  any  time  before  the  payment  of  any  part  of  the  subscrip- 
tions to  capital  stock  and  before  the  com m encement  of  busi- 
ness, the  incorporators,  and  the  subscribers  for  stock,  if  any, 
may  surrender  the  corporate  rights  and  franchises  of  any 
corporation  by  filing  a  certificate  that  no  part  of  such  sub- 
scription has  been  paid,  that  such  business  has  not  been  com- 
menced, tbat  no  debtsi  have  been  incurred  wbich  are  unpaid, 
and  that  they  surrender  all  rights  and  franchises  of  such, 
corporation.  Wben  such  certificate  has  been  examined  and 
approved  by  the  secretary  of  the  state,  the  existence  of  such 
corporation  shall  terminate. 

§  73.  Amendment  of  certificate  of  incorporation  be- 
fore commencing  business.  At  any  time  before  the  filing 
of  the  certificate  of  organization  the  incorporators  of  any  cor- 
poration may  make  such  amendments,  changes,  and  altera- 
tions in  its  certificate  of  incorporation  as  may  be  desired; 
provided,  that  the  subject-matter  of  such  changes  could  have 
been  lawfully  inserted  in  an  original  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion. ISTo  change,  alteration,  or  amendment  shall  be  valid, 
unless  approved  in  writing  by  all  of  the  subscribers,  if  any, 
to  the  capital  stock  of  such  corporation,  nor  unless  a  certifi- 
cate, setting  forth  such  amendments,  changes,  or  altera- 
tions and  stating  that  the  same  has  been  duly  approved  by 
the  subscribers,  if  any,  shall  be  m.ade  and  filed  by  all  of  the 
incorporators. 

§  74.    Changes    in    certificates    of    incorporation. 

Every  corporation  may  change  its  name,  the  nature  of  its 
business,  and  its  location ;  may  increase  or  reduce  the  amount 
of  its  authorized  capital  stock;  may  create  one  or  more 
classes  of  stock ;  and  may  make  such  other  amendments, 
changes,  and  alterations  in  its  certificate  of  incorporation, 
as  may  be  desired ;  provided,  that  the  subject-matter  of  such 
changes,  amendments,  and  alterations  could  have  been  law- 
fully inserted  in  an  original  certificate  of  incorporation. 
'No  such  change,  alteration,  or  amendment  shall  be  valid  un- 
less approved  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  outstanding 
stock  of  each  class  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  duly 
called  to  consider  such  amendment,  change,  or  alteration, 
nor  unless  a  certificate,  setting  forth  such  amendments, 
changes,  or  alterations  and  stating  that  the  same  have  been 
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duly  adopted  "by  the  stockliolders,  shall  be  made  and  filed 
by  a  majoTity  of  the  directors. 

§  75.    Similar  corporations  may  consolidate.     Any 

two  or  more  corporations  which  are  carrying  on  business  of 
the  same  or  a  similar  nature  may  merge  or  consolidate  into  a 
single  corporation. 

§  76.  Directors'  agreement  as  to  terms  of  consoli- 
dation. The  directors  of  the  several  corporations  proposing 
to  merge  or  consolidate  may  enter  into  an  agreement,  signed 
by  them  and  under  the  corporate  seals  of  the  respective  cor- 
porations, prescribing  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  pro- 
posed consolidation  and  stating  the  name  of  the  consolidated 
corporation,  the  number,  names,  and  places  of  residence 
of  its  first  directors,  the  number  of  shares  of  its  capital  stock 
and  the  classes  thereof  and  the  amount  or  par  value  of  eacli 
share  thereof,  and  the  manner  of  converting  the  shares  of 
capital  stock  of  each  of  the  old  corporations  into  shares  of 
the  capital  stock  of  the  consolidated  corporation,  together 
with  such  other  provisions  as  are  required  to  be  set  forth  in 
an  original  certificate  of  incorporation  and  any  other  pro- 
visions necessary  to  carry  such  proposed  consolidation  into 
effect. 

§  77.    Stockholders  to  vote  upon  consolidation.    Such 

agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  of  each  of 
such  merging  or  consolidating  corporations,  separately,  at  a 
meeting  thereof  to  be  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
the  same,  and  twenty  days'  notice  of  the  time,  place,  and 
object  of  such  meeting  shall  be  mailed  to  the  last  known 
post-office  address  of  each  of  such,  stocldiolders,  and  such! 
notice  shall  be  published  once  in  each  week  for  three  success- 
ive weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  this  state  having 
a  circulation  in  the  towns  in  which  such  corporations  are 
respectively  located.  At  such  stockholders'  meetings,  if 
two-thirds  of  all  the  outstanding  stock  of  each  class  shall  vote 
to  approve  such  merger  or  consolidation,  the  facts  shall  be 
certified  upon  such  agreement  by  the  secretaries  of  the  re- 
spective corporations  under  the  seals  thereof,  and  such  agree^ 
ment  so  adopted  and  certified  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary  of  the  state,  who  shall,  if  the  same  conforms  to 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  indorse  the  same  "  Approved," 
with  his  name  and  official  title;  and  a  copy  of  such  agree- 
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ment,  certificate,  and  approval,  duly  certified  by  tlie  secretary 
of  the  state  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  such  agreement 
and  certificate  and  of  the  legal  existence  and  organization 
of  such  consolidated  corporation  and  that  it  is  duly  authorized 
to  exercise  all  of  its  corporate  powers. 

§  78.    Rights,  duties,  and  liabilities  of  consolidated 

corporations.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  consolidation, 
the  several  corporations  shall  become  a  corporation  by  the 
name  provided  in  such  agreement,  and  shall  possess  all  the 
rights,  privileges,  powers,  and  franchises  of  each  of  the  con- 
solidating corporations ;  and  all  property,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed,  and  all  debts  due  to  them  on  whatever  account,  shall 
be  vested  in  the  consolidated  corporation;  and  all  rights  of 
creditors  and  all  liens  upon  the  property  of  either  of  such 
consolidating  corporations  shall  be  preserved  unimpaired, 
and  the  respective  corporations  shall  continue  in  existence 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  same;  and  all 
debts,  liabilities,  and  duties  of  either  of  such  consolidating 
corporations  shall  thenceforth  attach  to  the  consolidated  cor- 
poration, and  may  be  enforced  against  it  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  they  had  been  incurred  or  contracted  by  it.  An  amount 
of  the  stock  of  the  consolidated  corporation  equivalent  to  the 
amount  of  the  stock  of  the  merged  corporations  on  which  a 
franchise  tax  has  been  paid  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation 
under  section  61  of  this  act. 

§  79.  Remedy  of  aggrieved  stockholder.  Any  stock- 
holder in  any  corporation  consolidating  as  aforesaid  who,  at 
the  time  of  such  consolidation,  objected  thereto  in  writings 
may,  within  ten  days  after  the  agreement  of  consolidation  has 
been  filed  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state,, 
demand  in  writing  from  the  consolidated  corporation  pay- 
ment for  his  stock ;  and  such  corporation  shall,  within  three 
months  thereafter,  pay  him  the  value  of  his  stock  at  the  date 
of  such  consolidation.  In  case  of  disagreement  as  to  the 
value  thereof,  such  value  shall  be  ascertained  by  three  disin- 
terested persons  to  be  chosen,  one  by  the  stockholder,  one  by 
the  directors  of  the  consolidated  corporation,  and  the  third 
by  the  two  thus  selected,  and,  in  case  their  award  is  not  paid 
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•within  sixty  days  from  its  date,  it  shall  become  a  debt  of 
such  consolidated  corporation  and  may  he  collected  as  such. 
On  receiving  payment  of  the  amount  awarded,  such  stock- 
holv^er  shall  transfer  his  stock  to  the  consolidated  corporation, 
which  shall  dispose  of  it  on  the  best  terms  obtainable. 

Paki'  IV. 
fokeign  coeporatiois^s. 

§  80.    Meaning  of   "  foreign   corporation."     Unless 

otherwise  expressly  provided,  the  term  "  foreign  corpora- 
tion "  shall  mean  every  corporation  not  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state. 

§  81.  Powers  and  limitations.  Any  foreign  corpora- 
tion may  purchase,  hold,  mortgage,  lease,  sell,  and  convey 
real  and  personal  estate  in  this  state  for  its  lawful  uses  and 
purposes,  and  such  real  estate  and  other  property  as  it  may 
acquire,  by  way  of  foreclosure  or  otherwise,  in  payment  of 
debts  due  such  corporation ;  but  no  f oreigTi  corporation  be- 
longing to  any  of  the  classes  excepted  in  section  62  of  this  act 
shall  engage  in  or  continue,  in  this  state,  the  business  author- 
ized by  its  charter  or  the  laws  of  the  state  under  which  it 
was  organized,  unless  empowered  so  to  do  by  some  general 
or  special  law  of  this  state,  except  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  and  renewing  existing  contracts  heretofore  made. 

§  82.    Charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation  to  be 

filed.  Every  foreign  corporation,  except  insurance  and 
.^nrety  companies  and  building  and  loan  associations  and  in- 
vestment companies  within  the  provisions  of  section  forty-one 
of  this  act,  shall,  before  transacting  business  in  this  state,  file 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certified  copy  of  its 
charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation,  together  with  a  state- 
ment, signed  and  sworn  to  by  its  president,  treasurer,  and  a 
majority  of  its  directors,  showing  the  amount  of  its  author- 
ized capital  stock  and  the  amount  thereof  which  has  been 
paid  in,  and,  if  any  part  of  such  payment  has  been  made 
otherwise  than  in  cash,  such  statement  shall  set  forth  the 
particulars  thereof. 

§  83.    Secretary  of  state  to  be  resident  attorney. 

Every  foreign  corporation  with  an  office  or  place  of  business 
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in  this  state,  except  insurance  companies,  surety  companies, 
and  building  and  loan  associations,  shall,  before  doing  busi- 
ness in  this  state,  appoint  in  writing  the  secretary  of  the  state 
and  his  successors  in  office  to  be  its  attorney,  upon  whom  all 
process  in  any  action  or  proceeding  against  it  may  be  served; 
and  in  such  writing  such  corporation  shall  agree  that  any 
process  against  it  which  is  served  on  such  secretary  shall  be 
of  the  same  legal  force  and  validity  as  if  served  on  liie  corpor- 
ation, and  that  such  appointment  shall  continue  in  force  as 
long  as  any  liability  remains  outstanding  against  the  corpora- 
tion in  this  state.  Such  written  appointment  shall  be  ac- 
knowledged before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowl- 
edgments of  deeds  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  said 
secretary,  and  copies  certified  by  him  shall  be  sufficient 
evidence  of  such  appointment  and  agreement.  Service  upon 
said  attorney  shall  be  sufficient  service  upon  the  principal, 
and  may  be  made  by  leaving  a  duly  attested  copy  of  the 
process  with  the  secretary  of  the  state  or  at  his  office. 

§  84.    Duty  of  secretary  when  served  with  process; 

fee;  record.  When  legal  process  against  any  corporation 
mentioned  in  section  83  of  this  act  is  served  upon  the  secre- 
tary of  the  state,  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  corporation 
hereof  by  mail,  and  shall,  within  t^vo  days  after  such  service, 
forward  in  the  same  manner  a  copy  of  the  process  served 
upon  him  to  such  corporation,  or  to  any  person  designated 
by  such  corporation  in  writing.  The  plaintiff  in  the  process 
so  served  shall  pay  said  secretary  at  the  time  of  such  service 
a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  for  each  page  of' process,  said  fee 
in  no  case  to  be  less  than  two  dollars,  which  shall  be  recov- 
ered by  him  as  part  of  his  taxable  costs  if  he  shall  prevail 
in  the  suit.  Said  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  process 
served  upon  him,  which  shall  show  the  day  and  hour  when 
such  service  was  made. 

§  85.  Failure  to  file  certificates  and  appoint  attor- 
ney; penalty.  Every  officer  of  a  foreign  corporation  trans- 
acting business  in  this  state  which  fails  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  sections  82  and  83  of  this  act,  and  every  per- 
son who  transacts  business  in  this  state  as  the  agent  of  such 
delinquent  corporation,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars ;  but  such  failure  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  any  contract  by  or  with  such  corporation.     The  secretary 
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of  the  state  shall  report  such  failure  to  the  attorney-general, 
who  shall  thereupon  institute  proceedings  against  such  cor- 
poration to  restrain  its  further  prosecution  of  business  in 
this  state. 

§  86.    Certificate  of  increase  or  reduction  of  capital 

to  be  filed.  Every  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  this 
state  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  an  increase  or  reduction 
of  its  capital  stock,  file  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  a  certificate  thereof,  substantially  like  that  required  of 
domestic  corporations  organized  under  the  corporation  act 
of  1901  under  like  conditions. 

§  87.  Annual  reports.  The  president  and  treasurer 
of  every  foreign  corporation  doing  business  in  this  state, 
which  is  not  required  by  law  to  make  other  annual  returns 
in  this  btate,  shall,  annually,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  Febrjary  or  August,  make,  sign,  and  swear  to  and  file  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  state  a  certificate  similar  to 
the  certificate  required  by  section  37  of  this  act,  except  that 
such  certificate  need  not  give  the  name  of  the  agent  or  person 
in  charge  of  its  principal  office  upon  whom  process  against 
the  corporation  may  be  served.  The  secretary  shall  there- 
upon record  such  certificate  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose  and  shall  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  such  certificate 
to  the  persons  filing  the  same,  who  shall  forthwith  cause  such 
certified  copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk 
of  the  town  in  this  state  in  which  such  corporation  has  its 
principal  office  or  place  of  business,  and  said  town  clerk  shall 
record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose.  On 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  September  the  town  clerks 
of  the  several  towns  shall  report  to  the  secretary  of  the  state 
the  names  of  all  corporations  whose  annual  reports  have  been 
filed  for  record  during  the  preceding  six  months,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  secretary 
shall  report  to  the  attorney-general  every  six  months  the 
names  of  all  corporations  which  have  failed  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  attorney-general  shall 
collect  all  forfeitures  due  under  this  section.  Every  corpor- 
ation whose  officers  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  this  section  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  failure. 
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§  88.    What  penalties  apply  to  foreign  corporations. 

All  penalties  and  liabilities  which  are  imposed  by  the  laws  of 
this  state  upon  officers,  directors,  and  stockholders  of  domestic 
corporations  for  false  and  fraudulent  statements  and  returns, 
shall  apply  to  the  officers,  directors,  and  stockholders  of 
foreign  corporations  doing  business  in  this  state.  ^ 

Part  V. 

CORPORATIONS  WITHOUT  CAPITAL  STOCK. 

§  89.  Organization.  Any  three  or  more  persons  may 
associate  to  form  a  corporation  without  capital  stock,  to  pro- 
mote or  carry  out  any  lawful  purpose,  other  than  that  of  a 
mercantile  or  manufacturing  business,  by  signing  and  ac- 
knowledging before  any  officer  authorized  to  take  acknowledg- 
ments of  deeds  and  filing  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  a  certificate  stating:  (1)  That  they  do  so  associate: 
(2)  the  purpose  or  object  of  the  corporation:  (3)  The 
town  in  this  state  in  which  the  corporation  is  to  be  located. 
The  person  so  associating  may  also  include  in  said  certificate 
any  other  lawful  provisions  for  the  regulation  of  the  affairs 
of  the  corporation  and  the  definition  of  its  powers  and  the 
powers  of  its  officers,  directors,  and  incorporators.  Such 
certificate  shall  be  examined  by  the  secretary  of  the  state, 
and,  if  he  shall  find  that  it  conforms  to  law  and  that  the 
fee  required  by  section  4814  of  the  general  statutes  to  be 
paid  at  the  filing  of  such  certificate  has  been  paid, 
he  shall  indorse  thereon  the  word  "  Approved,"  with  his 
name  and  official  title,  and  shall  thereupon  cause  the  same 
to  be  recorded  in  his  office.  He  shall  then  prepare  a  certified 
copy  of  such  certificate  and  of  his  approval  and  deliver  the 
same  to  one  of  the  persons  so  associated,  who  shall  forth- 
with cause  such  copy  to  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  town 
clerk  in  the  town  where  such  corporation  is  to  be  located. 
When  such  certificate  has  been  duly  approved  and  recorded, 
the  persons  so  associated,  with  such  others  as  may  be  asso- 
ciated with  them  or  become  their  successors  in  such  manner 
as  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  provide,  shall  be  and  be- 
come a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  conferred  upon  corporations  by  section  3  of  this  act, 
and  may  receive  property  by  devise  or  bequest  and  hold  the 
same,  so  far  as  such  property  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
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Such  corporation  may  at  any  time  amend  its  original  certifi- 
cate of  incorporation  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  its  in- 
corporators, their  associates,  and  successors,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  corporation  duly  called  to  consider  such  amendment,  and 
by  causing  a  certificate,  duly  attested  by  its  president  and  sec- 
retary and  setting  forth  liie  fact  that  such  vote  has  been 
passed  and  stating  the  subject-matter  of  such  amendment,  to 
be  filed,  approved,  and  recorded  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
original  certificate  of  incorporation. 

§  90.  By-laws;  assessments;  fines.  Any  corpora- 
tion without  capital  stock  may  make  by-laws  imposing  fines 
and  penalties,  and  may  lay  assessments  or  dues  to  further 
the  objects  of  the  corporation,  either  by  by-laws  adopted  for 
that  purpose  or  by  vote  of  the  members  of  such  corporation 
at  meetings  warned  and  held  for  that  purpose.  'No  such 
by-law  shall  be  adopted  and  no  such  assessment  or  due  shall 
be  laid  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the 
corporation.  No  such  fine,  assessment,  or  due  shall  exceed 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars.  Such  corporation  may  sue 
for  and  collect  such  fines  and  assessments  and  dues. 

§  91.  Sections  3311  to  3398,  inclusive,  and  3928  to 
3938,  inclusive,  of  the  general  statutes,  and  chapter  69  of  the 
public  acts  of  1903  are  hereby  repealed.
